fons, through their hard and cruel Ufage, for their 
Confcience fake: Whereupon they were advifed, not 
_ to bring Innocent Blood upon their own Heads, and 
upon the Nation; but to ftop the Severity, and to 
fet the Innocent free. | oe 

The Subftance of a Letter from .F. to the Ma- 
eiftrates of London, after Perfecution was begun 
there againft our Friends, viz. | 
_ ~ She ferioufly declares unto them, That it is upon 
her Heart from the Lord God, in true Love to their 
Souls, to warn them to take heed betimes, that they 
might not bring Innocent Blood upon themfelves. 
Reminding them, of her obferving in their Court,

ves checks you, and convinces you of Sin and Evil, and 
vy. dilcerns the Thoughts of your Hearts, and lets you 
ali tee the Outgoings of your Minds, and difcerns eveey 
. Sinful Luft, even in the very Appearance and Rifirig 
of it. This is that by which the Lord God teach- 
eth in this his Day, (which Teacher never is remo- 
ved into a Corner) who hearken diligently, and 


World fees not; though they have Eyes, they fee 
not; and Ears, they hear not; and Hearts, they do 
not underftand ; the God of this World hath blinded 
their Eyes, and his Minifters would keep them blind 
{ and fhut up, and deny it to be a Teacher fufficient: | 
4 And fo your Leaders caufe you to err, who are blind, 
4 and leads you that are blind; and fo you may fol- 
flow them, till you both go into the Pit. But 
if ever you come to know the Living God, you 
jy mutt turn your Minds to the Light which is in you. 
But your Blind Guides, who keep your Minds from 
A this Light, they put Darknefs for Light; and fo 
then bow great is that Darknefs! But 
inds 


turn their Minds to it: This is the Light which the _ \ 
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Minds to this Light, and joyning your Minds to it, 
and hearkening to it, then will ye come to fee the 


blind Eyes opened ; and the Blind Man, which hath 
been Born blind from his Birth, will come to fee, | 


and his Eyes will be anointed with Eye-falve; which 


thofe Blind Guides, who lead you from the Light, 


never knew: And this ye fhall for ever witnefs to 
be Truth, if ye turn your Minds to the Light, then 
will you come to fee what I fpeak, and witnefs it 
to be true. And all your Blind Guides, who de- 


ny the Light, and would not have you to mind 


the Light, but hearken to them who hate the Light, 
Jove Darknefs rather than Light, becaufe their 
Deeds are evil: But the Light is rifen, (Glory be 
to God for evermore) which is their Condemna- 
tion, and hath found them out, who are the Thieves 
and Robbers, who have gone before Chrift, and 
climbed up another way: For Chrift Jefus faith, 
I am the Door of the Sheep, all that ever came be- 
fore me, are Thieves and Robbers. Again, I am the 
Door; by me, if any Man enter, he fhall be faved, faith 
Chrift Jefus, who is the Light. And thefe Thieves 
- and Robbers, who deny the Light, draw from the 
Door, Chrift Jefus, (by which all that ever are’ fa- 
ved enter) who 18 the good Shepherd, who hath 
given his Life for the Sheep. But he that is an 
Hireling, and not the Shepherd, whofe own thé 
Sheep are not, feeth not himfelf to be the Wolf; for 
fuch are blind ;. the God of this World hath blinded 
their Eyes, who deny the Light; and fo they leave 
the Sheep, and fly; and the loft Sheep of the Honfe of 


_ Ifrael, which ChriftJefus is fent to feek and to fave, 
they know not; but let the Wolf deftroy the Sheep in 


their Flocks. But now is the Shepherd of the Sheep 
come, whofe own the Sheep are, who is the good 
Shepherd, and knows his Sheep, and is known of 
them, who hear his Voice, and know his Voice, and 
he puts forth his own Sheep, he goeth before them, 


the Sheep follow him; for they know his Voice, and 


a Stranger will they not follow: Glory and a 
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be to the living God for ever! who is Redeeming 
his Sheep from the Mouths of the Wolves and De- 
vourers, who have them upon every Moun- 
tain and Hill, in‘the dark and cloudy Day.

The Lord God of Power and Life is fulfilling his

things that defile a Man. Now, you Teachers and 
Profeffors, who look without you, and turn from 


_ this, which fhould cleanfe you within; how do you — 


think that, that which is without you, fhould cleanfe 


you from this Uncleannefs within you? Let thateof 


God in your Confciences judge. Now, if ye turn 
to the Light, which makes thefe things manifeft, 


and dwell and abide in it, then will ye abftain

cannot hide your felves; and to the Light of Chrift 
come to be tried and fearched; the tried Stone, 
which layeth Judgment to the Line, and Righteouf- 
nefs to the Plummet, for Sion is redeemed through 
Judgment, and her Converts with Righteoufnefs; 


therefore give over deceiving of your Souls, for he ff

{fo ye are found the painted Sepulchres, which hath

e the greateft that was born among Women. And 
Chrift’s Teftimony and $obn’s Teftimony ye deny; 
who denies the Light ; and yet ye take thefe words 
and profefs them, and perfecute the Light and Lite 


which {pake thefe words. 


Now to that of God in your Confciences (which 
cannot bear falfe witnefs, nor lye) doI fpeak, let 
that try you, and examine you, whether ye do not 
exceed the Scribes and Pharifees, who Crucified 
Chrift Jefus; who profefs’d Chrift Jefus, by the wri- 
ting of him, that he fhould come: Yet when he 
came, they did not know that it washe; and fo 
they Crucified him under the Nameof a Blafphemer, 
and Prince of Devils. But ye fay and Prophecy 
that he is come, and profefs that that was he which 
they Crucified, and‘ ye profefs that he is rifen a- 
gain; and yet ye perfecute and deny his Light and 
Teftimony, where it is rifen, and made manifeft. 
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Now fee whether ye are not blind indeed, wlien- 


ye go about to oppofe, deny and perfecute that 


which ye your felves profefs. Now fee what a © 
God this is ye ferve, who keeps you fo blindin | 


— your Profeflion, that ye perfecute thofe who pof- 


fefleth that which ye profefs; ye exceed all that e- 
ver went before you, that ever was read of; and yet 
you are fo blind, as ye do not fee your felves ; for 
thofe whom ye Perfecute and Oppofe, ye have no- 
thing againft them, but that they witnefs and pof- 
fefs, that which ye blind Hypocrites profefs, but 
knows nothing of, farther than by Reading with- 
out you in the Letter. So ye make clean the 
outfide, with an outward Profeffion, anda Form, 
and an Image, and a Likenefs: But your infide, is — 
Sin, Uncleannefs, Filthinefs, Pride, Envy, Wrath, 
Malice, Strife and Perfecution; this is of the Devil’s 
Kingdom of Sin, and this is the Inheritance, and 
Poffeffion which ye poflefs. Though you profefs a 
God and a Chrift from Records without you, yet 
your Pofleflion and Inheritance is of the Evil One. 
Let that of Godin your Confciences (which is pure) - 
now examine and try you, and fearch you, and fee 
if you be not found in Sin and Unclearinefs, and de- 
nies being free from Sin, and Perfection, and Purity, 
and pleads for Sin, and the Devil’s Kingdom, and, 
profefsGod and Chrift. Oh! thatever yefhould 
{o abominably Blind and Sottifh, do you look 
upon the Pure and Holy God, (who cannot behold 
Iniquity, with whom dwells no Unclean Thing) to 
be like your felves. And fo likewife ye take the 
Epiftles and Writings of the Apoftles, to the Church 
of Chrift, which is in God, and which is the Houfe 
of God, the Ground and Pillar of all Truth, which 
is built upon the Rock Chrift Jefus. And ye take | 
the words which were written to thefe, who were 
Born of the Immortal Seed, to which the Promife 
of Godis. And ye who live in your Sin and Fil- | 
thinefs, and Uncleannefs, take thefe words and pro- 
fefs them, and make them your own, (as — 
they 
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the Life; and be that walketh in the Light, shall not 


they were fpoken to you) whenas ye never knew

able Year of the Lord is Proclaim’d, and the Day 
of vengeance of our God is come, and the Prince of 
the World is come to be Judged; and the Day of 


- the Son of Man is come, in which he is lifted up, 


and where he is lifted up from the Earth, he draws 
all Men after him, Praifes be to the Living God, 
forever. And your Covenant with Hell and Death, 
is and will be difanulled, and your Refuge of Lyes 


Difhmulation will be fwept away; the over- 


flowing Scourge is coming upon you; therefore, as 


you love your Souls, give over your Diffembling, 
and vain Imaginations, and Hypocrifie, and vain 


Deceit, and fee what ye have, and what ye know 
ye do enjoy, in the Light, and in the Life, and in 
the Power of the Living God ; for our Gofpel ftands 
net in Words, but in Life and Power. And he is” 
manifeft, who is the Power of God unto Salvation, 
unto all that Believe: And this Gofpel is not hid, 


— but to thofe that are loft. 


. Now, if ye turn your Minds to the Light of Je- 


-fus Chrift, which is the Light of the Glorious Gof- 


pel, ye will fee that this Gofpel hath been hid from 
you; but if you wait in the Light, then will you 
come to know the Power, and the Power will raife 


abide 
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_ abide in Darknefs, but fhall have the Light of Life. 
And fo give over profeffing Words, which were {po- 
ken from the Light, Life, and Power, while ye your 
felves are without Light, without Life, without

And you, who take the Words fpoken from the 
Life of God, and profefs them, and God and Chrift 
without you, and ye perfecute the fame Life which 
gave them forth, which now is made manifeft 1n his 
People: Ye make up the meafure of your Fore- 

 farthers, who flew the Prophets, and ye garnifh their 
Sepulchres: Ye are in their fteps, who killed the 
Prophets, who beat the, Servants, and would alfo 
kill the Héir ; your Fruits make you manifeft. Ye 
are the Graves which Men go over, painted Sepul- 
_chres, with Words and Proteffions, but within are 
fs full of Rottennefs, and dead Men’s Bones. The 

Candle of the Lord God is lighted, by which he - 

fearcheth Ferufalem, and hath tound you out: The 

Day of the Lord, which is coming upon you,. which 

makes all things manifeft, this will lay you open, 

To the Light in all your Confciences do I {peak, 
that to it you may turn, to fee what ye know of 
the living God there, there he 1s unknown to you 
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| wet, as he was.to the Athenians, whom ye alfo igno- | 
rantly worfhip, though he be not far from every one 
of you. Therefore put him not far off you, but call — 


upon him while he is near, and feek him while he 
may be found. If ye will hear his Voice, harden 


- not your Hearts, while it is called To Day. Now 


you have time, prize it; this is the Day of your 


Vifitation. Your Profefhon without you will not J, 
ferve you, it ftinks in the Lord’s Noftrils; and all "] 


your Righteoufnefs fhall be fpread as Dung upon 
your Faces, it is as filthy Rags, it fhall pafs away, 


and never be mentioned. He is come, who con- 


vinceth the World of Sin, of Righteoufnefs, and of 
Judgment; therefore your Righteoufnefs, which is 
not the Righteoufnefs of Jefus Chrift, is condemned 
by him, who is the Righteoufnefs of the Father, and 
the exprefs Image of his Subftance. The glorious 


Brightnefs of his Coming makes manifeft the Man 


of Sin, who hath fo long fitten in the Temple of 
God, exalted above all that is called God in you; 


the time is come, wherein he is revealed. Therefore . 


ceafe from your Abominations, and outward Profef- 


fions of Forms and Colcurs, without the Life, Power 


and Purity of Truth it felf. For the glorious Light 
makes you manifeft, and all your Covers are too 
narrow, the Woe from the living God is to them; 
and all Coverings, which are not by his pure Spirit, 
are to be rent. And though ye may feem fair on 
the outfide, this will not hide you; He who fearch- 


eth the Heart, and tryeth the Reins is come, before 


whom all Secrets are bare and naked. 
Therefore turn in to the meafure of the Light,

Therefore 
L | as fever ye defire to know the Myfteries of God, 
which are hid from all the World, and the Worlds 


Profeffion, though never fo high, turn to the Light, 

wait in the Light, keep your Minds within to the 
Light, and walk in the Light, which checks you, 

> ‘| and convinceth you of Sin and Evil, and difcerns 
the thoughts of your Hearts, and lets you fee the 

' | out-goings of your Minds, and difcerns every fin- 
t | ful Luft, even.in the very appearance and rifing of 
» | it, this is that which the Lord God Teacheth in 


this his Day ; which Teacher never 1s removed into 
a corner, to them who hearken diligently, and turn 
their Mindstoit. | 
This is the Eye which is blind in all the World, 
* | though they have eyes they fee not, and ears they 
hear not, and hearts they do not underftand; the 
God of this world hath blinded this eye, and his 
Minifters would keep it blind, and fhut up, and de- 
ny it to be a Teacher fufficient. And fo your Lea- 
ders caufe you to err, who are blind, and lead ia 
"that are blind, and fo ye may follow them, till ye 
both go into the Pit. But if ever ye come to know 
the living God, ye muft turn your minds tothe | 
Light which isin you, of which Chrift Jefus <<. |

But turn- 
ing your Minds to this Light, and joyning your 
Minds to it, and hearkning toit, then will ye come 
to fee this blind eye opened. And the blind Man, 


to fee, and his eyes will be anointed with eye-falve, - 
_ which thofe blind Guides, which leads you from 
the Light, never knew. And this ye fhall witnefs 
to be Truth: If ye turn your minds to the Light, 
_ then will ye come to fee what I {fpeak, and witnefs

Therefore turn. again, all you who are wandring 


from Mountain to Hill, feeking reft, but finding 
none. Turn to the light in every one of your Con- 
{ciences ; this:is the word of Faith which we preach, 
which Mofes taught If/ra¢/, and the Apoftle Pau/ the 
Romans, which 1s nigh in the mouth, and inthe 
heart : Here is your Teacher, if -you hearken to the 
pure light, which fhews you the deceit of your 
Hearts, and your unclean thoughts, from which 
proceeds uncleannefs, which the light makes mani- 
feft, which will rip you up, and reprove you in 
fecret. The Lord God of Life and Power is’ fulfil- 
ling his everlafting Covenant in this his Day ;.he is 
writing his Law in the heart, and putting it in:the | 
inward parts, that none need fay know. the Lord, | 
but all who turn to the meafure of God fhall know 

him, from the  leaft to the greateft of them..: And 
by no other way or Name under Heaven fhall ye 
know the living God, but by this pure Light and 
Law written in the Heart.

Whofoever cometh to me, and heareth my {fayings, 
and doth them, I will fhew you towhom he 1s like: 
He is like a Man-which built an Houfe, and digged 
‘deep,: and laid the Foundation on a Rock, and when 
the: Floods arofe, the ftreams beat violently upon 
the Houfe, and could not fhake it, for it was built 
upon a Rock. But he that heareth and doth not, is 
dike a Man, that without a Foundation built an 
Houfe upon the Earth, again{ft which the ftreams 
_ did beat violently, and immediately it fell, and the 
fall of that Houfe was great. 
. Now. Profeflors here’s your Building, eternally 
you. fhall witnefs this Parable fulfilled upon you, 
the Tempefts and Storms 1s coming upon you, her 
oufe 
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‘Houfe will be beaten down, it cannot ftand, for ye 


have been fayers a long time, and not doers of the. 
word; your Houfe which ye have built is without 
Foundation, it is not founded upon the Rock Chrift. 
Jefus. Ye who deny the Light, he faith unto you, 
why call ye me Lord, and do not the things which 
I fay? upon him fhall ye be beaten to pieces, and 
all your Profeffion. It is know and:feen, ye are 
made manifeft, ye cannot hide your felves. | 

Therefore let the time paft of your Lives fuffice, 
and repent while ye have time, left the whirl-wind 
of the Lord come upon you, and deftroy you e’er 
ye are aware; and remember that ye are warned in 
your life time: Ye whotalk of Faith, where is your. 


} Foundation? who deny the Light Chrift Jefus the — 


Corne-ftone, whofe blood wafheth, and cleanfeth, 
and purgeth away the filth of the Daughter of Sion. 
What will your Faith advantage you who are yet in | 
your Sins? Is not that Faith vain which doth not 
purifie the Heart ? The Apoftle Paz/ faith, Now the 
end of the Commandment is Charity, out of a pure 
Heart, and of a good Confcieuce, and of Faith un- 
feigned, 1 Tim. 1.5. And again he faith, Holding - 
the myftery of Faith in a pure Confcience, 1 Tim. © 
3.9. And the Apoftle Fobz faith, For whatfoever 
is born of God, overcometh the World, and this is 
the victory which overcometh the World, even our 
Faith, 1 Fob.5.4. Now fee whether your Faith hath 
overcome the World, and given you victory over 
Sin, elfe never talk of Faith; for ye are yet in your.

he were dead, yet fhall he live. Therefore hearken 
diligently to the Prophet in this Day, which the |

walk in it, it is nothing; for fo long as you do not | 


walk in the Light, ye know nothing at all of Cha- 
rity, which f{uffereth long, which envieth not, which 
vaunteth not it felf, puffeth not up, rejoyceth not 
in Iniquity, but rejoyceth in the Truth. This ye 
are far from, who are in your envy, wrath, malice, 


-perfecution: pleading for fin, againft perfection, and 


againft the Light, which difcovereth and makes ma- 


nifeft all fin and uncleannefs ,; your profeflion of 


God and Chrift in word, when in works ye deny 


him, will not ferve you; the Lord abhors all your 


Profeflionand Hypocrifie. Therefore give over your 
deceitful diflembling, and turn to that which rips 
you up, and lays you naked and bare before the 
Lord God, from whom you cannot hide your felves. 


_ And to the Light of Chrift come to be tried and 


fearched, the tried Stone, which layeth Judgment 
to the Line, and Righteoufnefs to the Plummet, for 
Szon is redeemed through Judgment, and her Con- 


verts with Righteoufnefs. Therefore give over de- 


ceiving of your Souls; for he that doth Righteouf- 
nefg, 1s Righteous, even ashe is Righteous. Andall 
Sin and Uncleannefs the Light condemns: And if

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in you, ye are Reprobates. And fo all Forms, and 


all Profeflions try your own felves, and to the Light

-Profeffion will be too light ; and do not deceive your 


Souls, but now yehave time, prize it, while it is 
called to day; confider, and do not forget God, 
left he tear you to pieces, while there be none to de- 
liver you.

_And your Foundation and Bottom I know and 
comprehend, but the Rock which ye know not fhall 


break you to pieces, though ye have the outward 
Writings and Declaration which was fpoken from > 
another State and Condition than ye are in. And 
thefe words ye take and make your own, whenas ye © 


are in another Condition, and of another Seed than 
that which the Promife 1s to. For it is not to Seeds, 
as to many, but to one Seed, which is Chrift the 
Light, and Corner-ftone, which ye Builders refufe, 


and yet ye account it railing to be call’d Thieves 


and Robbers, though ye have nothing but what ye 
fteal from others. Ye take Mo/fes’s words, who was 
a Servant of the Lord, fent to bring I/rael the Seed 
of God out of Bondage; and ye who are like the 


Egyptian Task-Mafters, with his words keep the Seed 
inBondage. To M2/es’s State yenever came, which 


brings-out of the Houfe of Darknefs, you who deny 
the Light, and yet you will profefs Mo/fes’s words. 
Now let that of God in all a Confciences, which 
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fore do not deceive your Souls, but fearch and’ try 
your own felves, for if ye know not that Chrift is 
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is. juft.and equal, judge whether ye be not Thieves 
and:Robbers in this, yea, or nay? 

i: And. ye take the Prophets words, who received 
theward:from the Lord, which the Lord fpoke to 
them ;: and ye profefs thefe words, and ye flay the 
Prophet; which the Lord promifed to raife like unto 
Mofes,. which he hath faid every one fhall hear, 
who bringeth the Seed out of Eeypt ; and with their 


words: ye crucifie the Juft, and garnifh his Sepul- — 
chre, and foye are found the Painted Sepulchres, flay- 


ing the Righteous, which Chrift fpeaks of. 
Now fee if yebe not the blind Guides and Hypo-. 
~ erites in this, which Chrift Jefus cried woe againft, 
to them whom he found in the fame fteps as ye are 
in, who had Mofes and the Prophets words, who 
writ of him, and Prophefied of him, but he told 
them they knew them not; for if they had known 
_ Mofes,.and the Prophets, they would have known 
him. And fo ye go beyond thofe in Chrift’s time,

| Bt lice, Strife and Perfecution;, this is of the Devil’s | 
. — Kingdom of Sin, and this is the Inheritance and Hi 
_ § Poffeffion which ye poflefs. ‘Though ye profefs a 
God and a Chrift from Records swithout you, yet

teous Seed, which thefe were {fpoken to, oppofing

_ But your Day of Lamentation and Howling is 


coming upon you, ye cannot efcane; the Righteous 
God hath found you out; the acceptable year of the 
Lord is proclaimed, and the day of vengeance of 
our God is come; and the Prince of the World is 


_ come to be Judged; and the Day of the Son of Man

Oh! that ever ye 
fhould be fo Ignorant, Sottifh, and Blind, in this 
the Day of the Free-Grace of the Everlafting God, 


which hath appear’d unto all Men; which is fo 


founded forth in your Ears, and yet ye will not 
come to fearch and examine where your Foundation, 
and Root, and Bottom is. If ye will but turn your 
Minds to the Light, ye will fee that you have no- 
thing at all, but that which is none of your own, 
which will ftand ye in no ftead, which was written 
and {poke to others. Oh that ever ye fhould be fo 


blind, as to look upon this to be yours in this Glo- 


rious Day of Light, whenit is fo clearly manifefted, 
and the Gofpel freely prencnec to every Creature; 
and that ye fhould be fo carelefs of yout own Souls, — 
as not to come toa Search. Oh! what will ye do 
in the End, when the Juft and Righteous God calls 
you to an Account; who hath fent forth his Mint-

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the Gofpel to the Poor, Liberty to the Captives, 


and yet ye as deaf Adders will not hear: yea, the

— not abide in Darknefs. This fame Chrift faith, in 
Mat.7. Beware of falfe Prophets, which come to you in 
Sheeps Clothing; but inwardly they are Ravening Wolves;

Now fee whether thefe Priefts of yours are hated

faith, Many falfe Prophets fhall arife, who fhall deceive 
many. And try if they arenot them, who fay, Lo, 
here is Chrifft, and Lo, there; but Chrift’s Command 
is, Believe them not ; for there fhall arife falfe Cbrijfts 
and falfe Prophets, and fhall fhew great Signs and 
Wonders, infomuch, that if it were poffible, they would 
deceive the very Ele.

Timothy, try them by that Scripture, and fee if they 
be not found them that the Apoftle fpeaks of there, 
having a Form of Godlinefs, but denying the Power, 
and he faith, from fuch turn away. And fee if they 
are not of this fort, who creep into Houfes, (and 
call them Churches, whenas the Apoftle faith, the 
Church is in God) and lead captive filly Women, 
laden with divers Lufts, ag learning, and never 


able 
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~ able to come to the knowledge of the Truth. Now 


fee and try your Teachers by thefe Scriptures, and 


fee what ye have learned of them all your Days, that 
ye have followed them, what you can witnefs of 


God or of Chrift made manifeft in you: Nay, that 
in your Confciences will confefs, that ye do not 


know this outward Scripture, which makes them | 


manifeft to be the falfe Prophets and Deceivers, who 


draw from the Light which gave forth the Scrip- 


tures: Even in the Knowledge of the outward Let- 


ter, you are blinded by them. Read 2 Pet. 3.3. fee 


if you and they are not found thofe Scoffers, walk- 
ing after your own Lufts, faying, Where 1s the Promife 
of his Coming? And read Fude, and try them, and 
fee if they are not found there under the Woe that 
he fpeaks of, whether they run not greedily after 


Gifts and Rewards, and fo perifh in the gain-faying } 


of Corab, And let that in your Confciences, which 
is of God, which refpects no Man’s Perfon, read and 
examine thofe Scriptures, and try them, and fee 
whether they have not erred from the Light, and 
fo draw others from the Light, which is and ever 
was the Saints Teacher, and ever fhall be; from 
which all the holy Men of God ever fpoke, as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghoft; and from which 
Light all the Scriptures were given forth, which 
thefe Deceivers take into their Mouths, and draw 
People from the Light that gave forth the Scrip- 


tures, and fo betray their Souls. Therefore, all 
People, to the Light in your Confciences, which & 


Chrift Jefus hath enlightned you withal, turn your 
Minds, keep to it, and go not forth, nor look out- 


ward; and it will let you fee the Deceivers and Be- 
trayers of your Souls: And if you are faithful and § 


obedient to it, it will let you fee your Saviour. 
Falfe Prophets are in the World, and Antichrifts 
are in the World, and the Deceivers are of the World, 
and thofe who do not confefs Chrift come in the 
Fleth, are of the World. But thofe that dwell in 
the Light, which Chrift Jefus hath enlightned them 


withal ; 
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_ withal; this leads out of the World, out of the .

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fett, as your heavenly Father is perfect, Mat. 5.28. 
And again, Chrift faith unto the young Man, who 
- afked him what he lacked yet, If thou wilt be per- 
fed, fell all that thou haft, and give to the Poor And 


again, the Apoftle faid, He preached Wifdom among 
them that are perfed. And when he parted with 
the Brethren, he bid them Be perfed, be of good com- 


fort, be of one mind, 1 Cor. 2.6. and 2Cor.1o. 11. 
And your Teachers tell you, That you muft never J, 


be perfect, but that you muft fin fo long as you 


are upon the Earth; and fo they are Minifters of 


Antichrift, and Upholders of Sin, and the Devil’s 
Kingdom. 

‘Try them by the Scripture, and you fhall find

it their Trade to plead for Sin, and againft Perfecti- 


on, which all that ever were fent of God preached 
and prayed for, as the Apoftle did night and day, 
praying exceedingly, that he might fee their face, 
and might perfect that which was wanting in their 


Faith, 1 Theff.3. 10. And the Apoftle Peter prayed, 


that they might be perfet, when they had fuffered 
awhile: And the Apoftle faid, who was a Minifter 
of God, That the Scripture was given forth by Infpi- 


_ ration of God, that the Man of God might be perfedt. 


And here your Teachers are found to be deniers of the 
Scriptures, and not fo much as Minifters of the Let- 
ter, who plead againft it, and the end it was given 
forth for; and fo are found to ‘be Minifters of Anti- 
chrift, and out of the Practice of all that ever taught 
for God.

the Work of God, converted Thoufands to the Faith, 
and ‘did great and wonderful Works and Miracles by 


the Spirit of Chrift which they had received, and 


they travelled up and down in feveral parts of the 
World, and turned People from Darknefs to the 
Light, and from the Power of Satan unto God ; and 


_ there was a Record of their Works, Service, and 
Adtions, which are called, The Aéts of the Apoftles, 


which do teftifie of feveral remarkable Works, ACtions 


and Converfions, that were wrought by them through

. that the Truth is manifefted, and rifen through this 
- Darknefs and Apoftacy, and they feeing that the J 


Scripture {peaks of falfe Prophets, they fay, the 
falfe Prophets are but come now; and they call the 
Spirit of Truth the falfe Prophet, becaufe it bears 


Teftimony againft the falfe Worfhips in the World. § 


But I would ask fuch People, Which of thefe Seéts, 
or Heads, or Horns, that have been fet up fince the 
Days of the Apoftles, which of them they look up- 
on to be the true Prophets? Whether it is the Pope, 
Luther, or Calvin? Or which other of the old Fa- 
thers, (fo called) or Bifhops and Presbyters, Inde- 


pendents or Anabaptifts? For all thefe have been, and 


have had their Time in this Apoftacy, and have 


gotten the Writings of the Prophets, Chrift, and thef 


Apoftles, and fo have all had the Form of Godlinefs, 


but fome of them denied the Power of Godlinefs ; 


according to the Prophecy of the Apoftle Peter, who 
faid, There. were falfe Prophets among the People, 
even as there fhould be falfe Teachers among them, 


which 
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which fhould bring in damnable Herefies, and that 


they fhould receive the Reward of Unrighteoufnefs, 
who have forfaken the right way, and are gone a- 
firay, following the way of Ba/aam, who loved the | 
Wages of Unrighteoufnefs; which the Apoftle Fude 
{aid, Whofe Mouths muft be ftop’d, who fubvert 
whole Houfes, teaching things they ought not, for 


filthy Lucre fake; who ferves not the Lord Jefus 


ea but their own Bellies, and counts Gain-God- 
inefs, 

_ Now let all People fearch and read who thefe are,. 
and whether thefe are the true Prophets, or the falfe? © 
and whether thefe have not been, and yet are, in the 
time of Apoftacy? For all Chriffendom (asit’s called) 
have had the Scriptures, and profefled Chrift from 
the Declaration thereof, and not from the Spirit of 


Truth in themfelves; but becaufe they have heard 


that there was fuch a Man which died at Ferufalem, 


and that there were fuch Men after him as the Apo- 
files were; and they having their Words and Wri- © 
tings upon Record, do make thefe a fufficient Tefti- 


_ mony for them of their Knowledge and Worfhip of | 
- God, and fo Preach and Teach, and take Texts out 


of thefe Words, and add thereunto their own In- 
ventions, and fo feed poor ignorant People- with 


} thefe. And here hath been the-Worfhip that hath 


been upon the Face of the Earth all the time of the 

dark Night of Apoftacy fince the Apoftles Days. 

_ Now let any honeft Reafonable Heart judge, whe-. 
ther this can be a fure Ground and trie Teftimony 

for People (to truft their Souls under fuch) for 'Teach- 


ing? For it was not the Apoftles Practice to take o- 


thers Records and Writings, that had been fpoken 
from others; but they fpoke as the Spirit gave them 


{| utterance, and as the Holy Ghoft taught them ; not. 


with Wifdom of Words, but in the Demonftration of 
the Spirit and of Power. Yet they will bring a Scrip-. 
ture, and fay, Chrift took a Text when he fpake of 
Tfatab’s Prophecy, where he faid, The Spirit of rhe 
Lord is upon me, and he hath anosnted me to Per, 
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and to open the blind Eyes, and to preach Liberty to

the Captives: And when he had read thefe words, } 


he clofed the Book, and faid, This day this Scripture 


“is fulfilled in your Ears, for it was He that the Pro- — 
phet {poke of, who is the Anointing, andthe Anoint- | 


ed, to preach Glad Tidings to the Poor, and Liberty 
to the Captive, and to the opening of the blind Eyes. 


- But thefe blind Leaders lead the Blind, but do not 
open their Eyes; though they can make the Scrip- 
- ture a Covering for their falfe Worfhip; for let any 


one prove and try the Teachers themfelves, andthey | 


are as Blind, and as Ignorant of their own Souls, and. 
as far from having a true Teftimony of Affurance 


of their own Salvation, as thofe they {peak to, or | 


pretend to teach. Now let People confider this, and 


ferioufly lay it to Heart, and beware how they truft |— 


their Souls under fuch Teachers, and Teaching, who 
have no other nor better Teftimony than Records 


- without them, which were given forth from the Spirit 


of God in others; which Spirit is Eternal and Infalli- 


. ble, which thefe Teachers of the World cannot in 


truth confefs, but muft (if they confefs truth) utterly 


_ deny that they have any fuch Spirit, as many of them 
~ have donealready. How can thefe be true Teachers 
of Peoplein the Way of Truth, which have not the 
Spirit of Truth? For if it be not an infallibleSpirit, | 


it is a lying Spirit, and not the Spirit of Truth. 


Now let People ferioufly confider what they ven- 


ture their Souls upon; for it is not a deceitful lying 
Spirit that will feed the Soul; it is the Spirit of Life 


and Truth, that nourifheth the Soul, and leads into | 


all Truth. Now here is the chief Difference betwixt 
them and us, They have the Words and Declaration 
of Chrift and the Apoftles,: declared from the Spirit 


of Life; and we have the Spirit, which thefe Words } 


were declared from, not another, but the fame Eter- 
nal Spirit which they had, do we witnefs, and bear 
our Teftimony of, the fame Chrift (and not of ano- 


ther) which witnefled a good Confeffion before Pon- | 


tins Pilate, and was crucified upon the Crofs at Fe- 
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rufalem ; This Chrift which all the Chriftians in 
Chriftendom profefs in words, do we bear Teftimo- 
ny of in the Spirit of Life and Power, according to 


the Scriptures. 


Obje#. But it may be objected and faid, How came 
youto thas Spirit, feeing that you fay, that darknefs — 
and Apoftacy bath been over the face of the Earth fince 
the days of the Apoftles, and that all Worfhips and Pro- 


Selhions have been but from the Letter of the Scrip- 


tures without them, this but an upftart Religion, 


bow ws it that you are attained to this that none are at- 


tained to in fo many hundred years before? And are 


you wifer than all our fore-fathers? What is become 


of all that is gone before? — 


‘ 


Anfw. This Objecfion is againft the unlimited Spi- 


rit and Power of the living God, which did forefee 


the Apoftacy before it came; and Chrift and the 
Apoftles did Prophefie of it; for the fame Objedtion 


might be againft the Lord, when he faid unto Pha- 


raob, I even for the fame purpofe have raifed thee | 
up, that I might fhew my Power in thee, and that 
my Power might be declared throughout all the 
Earth; therefore hath he mercy on whom he will 
have mercy, and whonrhe will he hardneth. Thou 
wilt fay then untome, Why doth he yet find fault, 


. who hath refifted his will? Nay, but oh Man! who 


art thou that replies againft God? (hall the thin 

formed, fay to him that formed it, Why haft thou 
made me thus? What if God, willing to fhew his 
wrath, and to make his Power known, endured with 
much long fuffering, the Veflels of Wrath, fitted to 
DeftruGtion, and that he :mght make known the 
Riches of his Glory on the Veilels of Mercy which 
he had before prepared unto glory; and this is the 
very Cafe; The Spirit of the Lord cannot be limi- 
ted, but limits all according to the good pleafure of 


his will, that he may make his Power known. 


- Butfurthermore, as to our particular, we anfwer, 


We received not this Spirit of Man, nor by Man, 


but by the immediate Power and Revelation of 
OR Jefus 
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‘of it in us; as the Apoftle faid, For when it pleafed 


Jefus Chrift, according to the work and operation 


the Lord to reveal his Son in the Apoftle, he con- 
fulted not with flefh and blood, but went on in o- 
bedienceunto the Lord: And fo the fame Spirit that 


revealed the Son in the Apoftle, revealed him in us; 
for we neither received it of Man, neither were we ~ 


taught it by Man, but by the Revelation of Jefus 


Chrift; for no Man could teach it us, but who had ~ 


the Revelation of Jefus Chrift, according as the A- 
poftle faid to the Romans, If the Spirit of him that 


_yaifed up Jefus from the dead, dwell in you, he that 


raifed up Chrift from the dead, alfo quicken 
your mortal Bodies, becaufe that hisSpirit dwelleth 


in you, Rom.8.11. And again, Know.ye not that 


ye are the Temple of God, and that the Spirit of 
God dwelleth ip you? 1 Cor. 3.1%. Now though 
thefe Scriptures bear Teftimony to the Truth of 
this, yet thefe Scriptures are not our Teftimony 


only, for we have our Teftimony in the fame Spirit | 
-as-was in them that {poke forth the Scriptures; and 


thefe Scriptures bears Teftimony with us, and we 
to them, and fo are in unity with the fame Spirit 
which gave them forth. 
And this is the Hope that we are to give an ac- 
count of to every one that asketh with meeknefs and 


_ fear; for God hath made known unto us the Riches 


of the glory of this Myftery amongft the Gentiles, 
which was,Chrift in them (and now inus) the hope 
of glory ; and this is the fame Chrift which was of- 


tered up at Ferufalem once for all, through.the 
ternal Spirit; and this isethe Hope which purifies, 


even as he is pure; which Hope maketh not afha- 
med, but Anchors the Soul upon the Rock Chrift 
Jefus; and the Apoftles who had the Eternal Spirit, 


are our Examples. And this is not an upftart Reli-. 


gion which we are of, but a pure Religion, and un- 
defiled before God, which keeps every one that keeps 
init, unfpotted of the World; yet this hath been 
hid trom Ages and Generations paft, but now 1s re- 
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"vealed unto us by the Spirit; which Spirit People 


have erred from in the time of Apoftacy, and from 


this they do err at this very day, and fuch counts 
‘the Spirit within Herefie, and goes to Scriptures 
- without them, and Traditions of Men, and teach 


thofe for Doctrine; and here is tha Reafon where- 
fore this Spirit and Revelation hath been hid fo ma- 
ny hundred years, even becaufe People have been 
arred from the Spirit of God in them, thro’ which 


the Revelation 1s manifefted, and they have been 
erred in their hearts; therefore the way of God hath 


é 


not been known. 
Chrift faid to the Woman of Semaria when he was 


on the Mountain where Facob’s Well was, where the 


Fews ufed to worfhip, he faid, They worfhiped they 


knew not what; and he alfofaid, that the time was 
coming that they fhould not worfhip at Ferufalem, . 


(which was a place commanded of God for the Fews 


to wore in) nor in this Mountain; and he fur- 


ther teftified, That God was a Spirit, and that they 


‘that worfhipped him, muft worfhip him in Spirit 
—andin Truth, faying, The Father was feeking fuch 


to worfhip him, for they only are the true Worfhip- 
pers of God. oni | 

Now I do ask all the Teachers and Profeffors in 
Chriftendom, where this Spirit is, that .God 1s to be 
worfhipped in, if it be not in Man? And how it is, 
or can be attained to, any otherwife than by the 
Light of Chrift Jefus, with which he hath lighted 
every Man that cometh into the World, in whom is 


Life, and this Life is the Light of Men? And where 


this Worfhip of God in the Spirit is performed, if 
it be not in Man? And where Gods Throneis, where 
the Ancient of days doth fit? And where the Scep- 
ter of Chrift is fwayed, which is a righteous Scep- 
ter? And where the King is that fhall reign and 
profper, whofe Name {hall be called, Lord our 
Righteoufnefs ? And how and where muft People 
come to worlhip God in the Spirit, which denies thé 
Light of Chrift to be their Leader and Teacher, and 
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fay it is Natural; and fome fay every one hath it 
not; andothers fay, It isnot fufficient, and fothey | 

all upon heaps, and in confufion, who believe 

~ not in the Light which Chrift Jefus hath enlightned © 
them withal, who is the Light of every Man; fo — 
denying the Light, and being erred from it, are in 


darknefs until now, and ftumbles, and knows not 
whether they go. | | ie 


_ Chrift faith, Iam the Light of the World, he — 
that followeth me, fhall not walk in Darknefs, but 
a fhall have the Light of Life: And again faith he, 
| - While ye have the Light, believe in the Light, ‘that — 
_ you may be the Children of the Light: I am come 
| a Light into the World, that whofoever believeth in 
. ame, fhall not abide in darknefs. Now I do ask any 
|| of the Teachers of the World, how any comes to 
fee Chrift any otherwife than by the Light, feeing 
that he faid to the Jews who talked with him, © 
_and he with them, They had not heard his voice, — 
nor feen his fhape; for he whom God hath fent, | 
| -_ This may be the Condition of the Priefts of the 
World, and Teachers of the Letter, and they ought 
_ toown it, That they have neither heard his voice 
at any time, nor feen his fhape; for how fhould 
they, when.they deny the Light of Chrift that 1s in 
them to be their Guide and Teacher, which Chrift 
hath lighted them withal, which is the Key of Da- 
vid, which opens and none fhuts, and fhuts, and — 
none opens? And he told theJews, That they did 
fearch the Scriptures that did teftifie of him, and in 
which they did think to have Eternal Life; but 
~ Clays he) you will not come to me that you may 
have Life: I receive not honour from Men (fays he) 
I defire not that you fhould come to me as to give 
~ honour as from Men, but that you would come that 
you might have Life; but I know you, that you 
have not the love of God abiding in you: This he 
‘poke to the Jews, that he faid had not his word 
abiding in them, yet they fearched the Scriptures, 


who 
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who did not believe in hin, though he did many 


_ Miracles amongft them, yet they perfecuted him, 
and fought to kill him, and took up ftones to ftone 
him, who is given for a Covenant to the People, 


and for a Light to the Gentiles, that he may be the 


Salvation to the ends of the Earth: And this is the 


New and Everlafting Covenant, the Promife of God 
the Father, who hath faid, Is it a light thing that 
thou fhould’ft raife up the Tribes unto Facob, and 


-reftore again the preferved of If/rae/? with whom 
the Lord hath faid, I will make a new Covenant, _ 
I will write my Law in their hearts, and put my | 
Spirit in their inward parts; and by this Spirit and 


Light doth God teach his People himfelf ; and all 
that come to the leading and teaching of this Spirit, 


comes to the knowledge of the Lord, which fhall co-— 
‘-ver the Earth, even as the waters cover the Sea; 


and to this Light did the Apoftle turn People from 
the Darknefs, and from the Power of Satan unto 
God. And by the nature of this Divine Light, did 


_ the Gentiles the things contained in the Law, which 
fhewed the Work of the Law (of the Spirit) written 
in their Hearts, their Confciences alfo bearing wit- 
_nefs in the day when God fhall judge the fecrets of 


Men by Jefus Chrift, according to the Gofpel: And 
here the Apoftle doth juftifie the Gentiles, in that he 
faith, Not the hearers of the Law are juftified, but 


the doers, and their uncircumcifion, which did the 


Law, he accounted circumcifion, and faid to the 


Jews, Shall not their uncircumcifion judge your cir-_ 


cumcifion, which breaks the Law; and he further 
faith, We are of the true circumcifion, who worfhip 
God in the Spirit, and rejoice in ChriftJefus, and 
have no confidence in the flefh ; for he is not a Jew 
that is one outward, neither is that circumcifion 
which is outward in the flefh; but heis a Jew which 
is one inwardly, and that 1s circumcifion that 1s of 
the hgart, in the Spirit, and not in the Letter,whofe 


praifeis not of Men, but of God, Rom. 2.« And this — 


is the Seal of the everlafting Covenant, that takes 
| 3 away 
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away the forefkin of the heart, and wafhes away 
the filth of the flefh ; and here the knowledge of the 
true God is manifefted in man, where God fhews it 
unto him, according to the Apoftles Doctrine, Rom. 


And when Pau] came to Mars-Hill, and faw the 
Athenians Altar, with the In{cription upon it, to the 
Unknown God, ‘he faid, God that made the.World, 


and all things therein, feeing that he is Lord -of ‘Hea- — 


ven and Earth, he dwelleth not in Temples made 
with hands, neither is he worfhipped with Mens 
hands, as though he needed any. thing, feeing he g1- 
veth to all life and breath, and all things, and hath 
made of one blood all Nations of Men, ‘to dwell on 


. the face of the Earth, and hath determined the 
Times before appointed, and the bounds of their ha-. 


bitation,. that they fhould feek the Lord if haply | 
they might feel after him, and find him, thoughhe | 


be not far from every one of us, for in him we live, 


move,.and have our being, 17. 24. Here the 
Apoftle did not lead them out to the Writings and 
Records of others without them, but he brought 
them to him in whom they did live, and move, 
and had their being, that fo they might feel after’ 
him, and find him; for he faid, He was not far | 
from every one of them; and he brought them off 

the outward Temple which was made with hands 
and faid to the Corinthians, Ye are the Temple of 
the living God, as God hath faid, I-will dwell in 
them, and walk in them, I will be their God, dnd 
they fhall be my People; and he that defiles the 
Temple of God, him will God deftroy ; for the Tem- 
pe of God isholy, whofe Temple are ye; and what, 
know ye not that your Bodies are the Temple of the 
Holy Ghoft which is in you, which ye have of God, 
and ye are not your own, but you are bought with 
a Price ; therefore glorifie himinyour body, and in 
your Spirit, which'atre God. 


Here the Apoftle clearly demonftrates, that the 


Bodies of God's People are his Temple, and God is

the Spirit that is in them; and this is the Teacher 
and Preacher, which the Apoftle turns and brings 
People to, whom he teaches: He told the Romans, 
That the Righteoufnefs of Faith fpeaketh on this 
wife, Say not in thy Heart, who fhall afcend, or de- 
fcend? But what faith it? The Word is very nigh 
| thee, in thy Mouth, and in thy Heart; and that is 
the Word of Faith that we’ preach, faith the Apo- 
file. (Mark) How then (faith he) fhall ye call on 
~ him, on whom ye have not believed? And how fhaill 

ye believe on him, of whom ye have not heard? And 
chow fhall ye hear without a Preacher? For Faith 
cometh by Hearing, and Hearing by the Word of 
God. And-this is the Word which the Apoftle 
preached, which is nigh, in the Heart; which Word 
~ | opens the blind Eye, and unftops the deaf Ear; and 
: they cannot hear without this Word of Faith, by 
* | hearing of which, Faith comes; and none can hear 


>.1. without this Preacher, who is fent to bring glad 
e tidings of good things. But this is not the Preach-— 
: ers of the Letter of the Scriptures without them ; 


for they have preached many Hundreds of Years, but 
“2 | the deaf Ears are not unftopped yet, nor the blind 
Eyes opened by their Preaching ; and fo the Strip- 
ture is now fulfilled, which the Prophet J/zicb fpake 
ft .of, who faith, Bring forth the Blind People that 
have Eyes, and the Deaf that have Ears. And a-— 
gain he faith, They have Eyes, and fee not; Ears, 
4 ang hear not; Hearts, and do not underitand, Ifa. 
3.10. | 

. And the Lord faith, I will lay wafte Mountains 
and Hills, and dry up ail their Herbs; and I will 
'a | make their Rivers Iflands, and I wiil dry up the 
he Pools; and I will bring the Blind by a way they 
d, | knew not, and Paths which they have not feen; I 
-will make Darknefs Light before them, and rough 

ways plain, and crooked things ftrait. ‘Them that 
come into this Path and Way, muft come from the 
he blind Teachers of the World, who are Leaders of the i: 

.Blind, and keep People in Blindnefs and Ignggance 
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of God and his Truth, who deny the Light to be a 
fufficient Teacher, which is the Eye of the whole Bo- 
dy. But with this Eye they do not fee, neither can 
they believe the Truth, if it be declared unto them, 
‘except they come to the Light, that. doth manifeft 
it in them. Now the Apoftle Peter directed thofe — 
' that he wrote to, unto a more fure Word of Prophe- 
cy than that which he heard in the Mount, 2 Pet. 1. 
19. Which Word was a Word of Prophecy, where- | 
unto (he faid) they did well that they took heed, as 
unto a Lighé that fhined in a dark place, until the 
Day dawned, and the Day-Star arofe in their Hearts: 
This is the Teftimony of Jefus, which is the Spirit 
of Prophecy. But the Teachers of the World fay, 
it is the Scripture that the Apoftle fpeaks of. Now 
let any that have but common Reafon judge, 
ther the Apoffle was like to fay, That the Scrip- 


tures were a more fure Word, than the Voice of God 


that was heard in the Mount, which faid, This «# my 
beloved Son, bear ye bim; and that the Scriptures 
_ fhould be a Light fhining in a dark Place; and that 
the Scriptures {hould be the Day dawning, and the 
Day-Star arifing in the Heart: If People would but 
log into things, they might fee their Deceiveable- 
— nefs;, for the Apoftle goes on with thefe Words, fay- | 

ing, Knowing this firft, that no Prophecy of the Scrip-_ 
tures 1s of any private Interpretation ; for the Pro- 
phecy came not in old time by the Will of Man, 
but holy Men of God fpake as they were moved by 
the Holy Ghoft. Here the Apoftle diflwades them 
from looking at the Scriptures to be of any private 
Interpretation, or coming by the Will of Man, which 
is their whole Work, to give their Meanings and In- 
terpretations in their own Wills unto, which is whol- 
Jy contrary to the Apoftles Exhortation and Do- 
¢trine, who faid, We have not followed cunning de- 
vifed Fables, when: we made known unto you the 
Power and the Coming of our Lord Jefus Chrift, but 
were Eye-witnefles of his Majefty. And the Apo- 
Paul, who was railed up by the Power, Spirit, 
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- and Voice of the Lord, who faid, Arife, and ftand 
upon thy feet, for Ihave appeared unto thee for this 
purpofe, to make thee a Minifter and a Witnefs both 
of thefe things which thou haft feen, and of thofe 
_ things in which I will appear unto thee, delivering 
_ thee from the People, and from the Gentiles, to 
- whom IT now fend thee, to open the blind Eyes, and > 
to turn them from Darknefs to Light, Ads 26. And _ 
Apoftle goeth on, bearing his Teftimony, Having | 1 
_ obtained the Help of God, witnefling both to Small 
and Great, faying none other thing than that which 
the Prophets and Mofes did fay fhould come, that — 
Chrift fhould fuffer, and that he fhould be the firft ih 
that fhould rife from the Dead, and fhould fhew a 
Light unto the People, and to the Gentiles. And 
this was the Witnefs and the Teftimony which the 
_Apoftle held forth, who was a Minifter of God. But 
thefe Teachers of the World deny and gainfay this 
Doétrine; and the Apoftle faith, therefore feeing we _ 
have this Miniftry, as we have received Mercy, we 
faint not, but have renounced the hidden things of 
difhonefty; not walking in Craftinefs, nor handling 
{ the Word of God deceitfully; but by the Manifeftation 
of the Truth, commending our felves to every Man’s | 
Confcience in the fight of God, 2Cor.4.2. Andif 
our Gofpel be hid, it is hid from them that are loft, 
in whom the God of this World hath blindegl the 
‘Minds of them that believe not, left the Light of - q 
the glorious Gofpel of Chrift, who is the Image of “i 
God, fhould fhine unto them. See here, and behold =) 
~ how the Apoftle recommended himfelf to every 
Man’s Confcience in the fight of God; yet his Gof- 
pel might be hid to them that were loft, and were 
from the Light, and would not believe, which the 
God: of this‘'World had blinded their Minds, left 
the Light thould fhine unto them; and fo it is the 
fame ftill, our Gofpel is hid unto fuch as believe not 
in the Light: For God, who commanded the Light 
_ to fhine out of the Darknefs, hath fhined in‘ our 
Hearts, to give the Light of the Knowledge 
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: 
Glory of God, ini the Face of Jefuus Chrift, 2 Cor. 
2,3,9.. And if our Gofpel is hid, it’s hid to them 

— that are loft. And again, he faith, Ye were fome- 

times Darknefs, but now you are Light in the Lord ; | 

walk as Children of the Light: For all things that 
are reproved, are made manifeft by the Light; 

Wherefore he faith, Awake thou that fleepeft, and 

ftand up, that Chrift may give thee Light, Eph. 

5. And this 1s the Meflage which the Apoftle did — 
declare, That God as Light, and in him is no Dark- 
nefs at all; and if we fay, that we have Fellow-— 
fhip with him, and walk in Darknefs, we lye, 
and do not the truth: But if we walk in the Light, | 
as he is in the Light, we have Fellowfhip one with 
another, and the Blood of Jefus Chrift his Son cleanf- 
eth us from all Sin, 1 1.5. ‘This isthe Meflage 
of the Minifter of God: And the Apoftie gave Thanks 
unto God the Father, who had made them meet_to 
be Partakers. of the Inheritance with the Saints in 

Light, who had delivered them from the Power of 

Darknefs, and had tranflated them into the King- 

dom of his dear Son. sae, 
This is not a new Doétrine, though it may feem 

fo to many; becaufe this Myftery hath been hid, 
and the Spirit of God, which opens this Myftery, © 

_ erred from, and turned from, by thofe that have 

been®feachers of People; and not only fo, but ‘even 

their Doctrine hath been, and now is, That none 
muft look for, nor expect Revelation nor Infpiration 
by the Spirit of God; and fo they do what in them 
lies, to ftop this Current of Life and Spirit, which 

Chrift Jefus, the Fountain of all Life, hath fet open ; 

who, in the laft Day of the Feaft, ftood up, and faid, 

If any Man be a-thirft, let bim come unto me and drink: 

He that believeth on me, out of his Belly fhall flow Ri- 

vers of living Waters: And this he fpake of the Spi- 

rit, which thefe Teachers of the World would ftop; 
the Pourings of which Spirit is unlimited to Sov. or 

Daughter, Few or Gentile, Barbarian, Scytbian, Bond 

or Free, Time ox Place, or Condition, but according 
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to the good Pleafure of hisWill, who is the Author 

4: and the Fountain of it, And all that are Minifters 

of God, and of the Spirit, it is their Joy and Defire, 

that People grow into the Light of Life; for they — 
that are in the Light, the Day of Deftruction fhall © 
not overtake them as a Thief, who are Children of _ 
the Light, and of the Day. And this is the defire 
of all the Faithful in Chrift Jefus, That they dwell 

_ and abide in the Light, where the Fellowfhip is one 

_ with another, and where the Power of God preferves 
and keeps from the Pollutions of the World, and - 
Temptations of Satan; which Power is made mani- 
feft by the appearing of Jefus Chrift, who hath abo- 
lifhed Death, and hath brought Life and Immor- 
tality to light through the Gofpel; whofe Immor- 
tality dwells in the Light, where the Lord God Al- 

mighty and the Lamb is the Temple, 272m. 1.10. 

: And here the City comes to be known,’ which hath 
no need of the Sun, nor of the Moon, to fhine in it, 

. for the Glory of God doth lighten it, and the Lamb 

is the Light thereof, and all the Nations of them 
that are faved fhall walk in the Light of it, and 

_ | the Kings of the Earth fhall bring ‘their Glory and 
Honour to it, and the Glory of the Nations fhall come 


| unto 1t; and there fhall in no wife enter into it that 
. which defiles, neither that which worketh abomi- 
, nation, or maketh a lye, but they which are writ- 
| ten in the Lamb’s Book of Life, -Rev.21. ‘This is 
| the great Work which the Lord is working in this _ 
| his Day, and the Spiritual Building which he. is 
, rearing and fetting up; and he hath put his Hand 
to the Work; and when he worketh, who can let 
‘it? who hath refifted his Will? who hath directed 
the Spirit of the Lord, or been his Counfellor, or 
: taught him? of whom tock he Counfel? or who in- 
: ftructed and taught him Knowledge, and fhewed him 
_ |e the way of Underftanding? Behold, the Nations are 
: but as the drop of a Bucket, and as the {mall duft of — 
j the Ballance before him; he taketh the Ifles as a ve- 
ry little thing; Lebanon is not fufiicient to burn, om 
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: wrought the Redemption of Man, 
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the Beafts thereof for a Burnt-offering; it is he that — 


fitteth upon the Circle of the Earth, and the Inha- 


-bitants thereof are as Grafhoppers. By his Spirit he 
will remove the great Mountains of the Earth, and 

_ they fhall become a Plain, and he will bring forth 
the Head Stone, and lay it a-top of all: For the 


Stone, which is cut out of the Mountain without 


Hands, breaks in pieces thie Image, and will become ~ 
a great Mountain; and his Kingdom, which fhall — 


never be deftroyed, (and fhall not be left to other 
People, but will break in pieces, and confume all 
Kingdoms) this is arifing, and the Ancient of Days 


is coming to fit inJudgment in the Saints of the. 
Moft High; and the Kingdoms of the World is be- 


coming the Kingdoms of the Lord, and of his Chrift 


and the little one fhall become a Thoufand, and the 
{mall one a great Nation, Daz.7. Andthe Lord of 
Hofts will haften it in his time: So it 1s in vain to 


ftand againft the God of Heaven, or to refift his 
Work, which he hath begun in the Earth, which he 


is working, and will work by his Spirit, .in this his’ 


Day of Power, he wiil make all his People willing 
and fubject to him, and every Knee muft bow to 
him, and every Tongue confefs to God: For the fir/t 


_ Adam was made a Living Soul, but the /econd is the 
Lord from Heaven, a Quickning Spirit, which doth 
quicken and raife up the Juft unto the Refurrection 


of Life; and he is made manifeft in his People to 


_ deftroy the Works of the Devil, which he hath © 
wrought in the difobedient Man, and fo brought the 


jirft Adam into the Fall, and under the Curfe, that 
the very Earth is curfed for his fake: But Chrift 
Jefus, which the Apoftle faw, made a little lower 
than the Angels, for the Suffering of Death, hath 

eh 2.6. to bring 


him into a bleffed, and happy, and perfect Condition: — 
Though the Priefts and Teachers of the World make 
it their Work to deftroy this Work of Redemption 

_ of the Son of God, who redeems out of Sin and all 
Evil, and from a vain Converfation, to ferve the 
living 
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living God in the newnefs of the Spirit, (and not in 
the oldnefs of the Letter) who redeems from the Earth, 
and from the Pollutions of the World, and from all 
Unrighteoufnefs, all thofe that believe on him, and 
¢ truft in him, and obey him, and wait for him, un- 
to them fhall he come the fecond time without Sin 
unto Salvation. But this isa Myftery, which can- 
not be believed by the dark and ignorant, finning 
_ and tranfgrefling Miniftry and Profeffors of the Na- 
tions, who lie wallowing in their Sins and Unclean- 
nefs, and drink up Iniquity as the Ox drinketh Wa- — 
ter: Thefe that are filling up theit meafure of Ini- 

- guity, and are wholly covered with the Power of 
‘Darknefs; thefe cannot fee how it is poflible that 
ever any fhould get out of this State and Condition, 
being that they are quite ignorant of their Redeemer 
living in. them; and fo go about to perfwade all 
People of an Impoffibility of being freed from Sin, 
but that they muft Sin all the Days of their Lives; 
and fo keep People in the Fall, in the Tranfgrefhon, © 
under the Curfe; and Death is the Reward of Sin: 
And fo thefe Minifters are the Minifters of Death. 
But Chrift Jefus redeems from under the Curfe, and 
from under the Bondage of Sin and Corruption, 
which all the Creation hath long groaned under, 
and waits for the bleffed Liberty of the Sons and 
Children of God. Glory and Honour be unto his 
holy Name for ever, who hath fent his only begotten © 
Son in the ‘likenefs of finful Flefh, and for Sin, con- 
demned Sin in the Flefh. For as by one Man’s.Dif- . 
obedience, many were made Sinners; fo by the Obe- 


| dience of one, fhall many be made Righteous. But 


this the Difobedient will never know, who turns 


from, and difobeys the Holy One, that fhould make 
them Righteous. 


| _ And here are all the Priefts and Teachers, and 


Profeflors of the World, in the Difobedience, erred 
from the Spirit, in the Tranfgreffion, and in the 
Sin; and fo teaching all People to be Sinners, as 
‘they can do no otherwife, who are not Minifters et 
the 
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the Light of Chrift, nor turn People to the Light of 
 Chrift, inwhom is no Sin; who hath faid, Except a 

Man be born of Water, and of the Spirit, be cannot 
enter into the Kingdom of God. Now that which is 
born of the Spirit, is Spirit; and this enters the 
Kingdom: For i¢ is the Spirit that quickens, the Fle(h 
peor or nothing , the Words that I fpeak unto you, 
(faith Chrift) they are Spirit, and they are Life: But 


there were fome that believed not. Now thofe that 
deny the Light of the Spirit of Life, they know lit- — 


tle of the Pourings forth of the Spirit, or of the 
-Manifeftation of the Spirit of God, which he hath 
given to every one to profit withal; but the Mini- 
fters of Darknefs, which have erred from the Spirit, 
and endeavours to keep all People back from the 


Teaching, and Leading, and Guiding of the Spirit, 


they do not profit with it, but hides their Talent in 
the Earth, and counts the Lord a hard Mafter ; 
therefore he muft needs take it from them, and give 
it unto thofe that have profited with it: This is 
witnefled, and manifefted, and feen, with thofe that 
have Eyes, in this Day. ‘The Apoftles fpake as the 


Spirit gave them utterance; and their Preaching was 


not with the enticing Words of Man’s Wifdom, but 
in the Power and Demonftration of the Spirit, not 


according to the Wifdom of the World; but he f{pake - 


the Wifdom of God in a Myftery, even the hidden 
Wifdom which God had revealed unto him by his 
Spirit ; which Spirit fearcheth all things, yea the deep 
things of God. Therefore it’s good for every one to 
have a true Teftimony of this Eternal Spirit, which 
believes not every Spirit,but tries them, whether they 
be of God; and proves allthings, and holds faft that 
_ which isgood. And he that lays his Foundation here, 
he buildsnot his Houfeon the Sand, but on the Rock, 
on which the whole Church is byilt, which is in God, 
the Father of our Lord Jefus Chrift, and Pillar and 
Ground of Truth: And when the Wind blows, the 
Storms and the Tempefts beats, this Houfe will ftand: 
For they that are joyned to the Lord, are one Spirit 


with 
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with him, and of one Heart and Soul if they were 
ten thoufand, they are all one, and all of one, who 
are begotten, and born, axd brought forth, and fan- 
étified by one Spirit ; and here is the Myftery of the 


- Fellowfhip of the Gofpel, which is in the Unity of 


the Spirit, which 1s the Bond of Peace. __ | 

And this is not a fhadow, nor 2 vanifhing fading 
thing, but this is a fubftance that proceeds from 
the living God, and returns unto him; by which 
Spirit he is made known unto the Sons of Men, and 


_ by which Spirit he works and creates in Chrift Jefus 


unto Righteoufnefs and true Holinefs; for by one 
Spirit we are all baptized into one Body, who have 
been made to drink all into one Spirit, whether 


Jews or Gentiles, Bond or Free; if they.come into 


this Spirit, which makes, and unites, and knits to- 


gether, they are allone; for the Body is not one. 


member, but many; but they that denies this Spi- 


-rit, and the teaching thereof, are not of this Body, 
nor do not drink of this Cup of the New-Teftament, 


but they are drinking of the Cup of Fornication and 


Idolatry ; for the Apoftle faid, They could not fit . 


at the Lord’s Table, and the Table of Devils; and 
they could not drink the Cup of the Lord, and the 


Cup of Devils ; and fo they that drink not of the 


Cup of the Spirit [ zew | in the Kingdom, let them 
read in their own bofoms what they are drinking of. — 


The Apoftle faid, That the Corinthians were ma- : 


nifeftly declared to be the Epiftle of Chrift mini- 
ftred by him; written not with Ink, but with the 
Spirit of the living God, not in Tables of ftone, but 
in the flefhly Tables of the heart. Here is the Mi- 
niftration manifefted by them that are Minifters of 
the Spirit of the living God, who reach unto that 


of God in the hearts cf People; and the fame Spi- 


rit in People anfwers to the anointing which jis in 
them, which they received, even the unction of the 
Holy one; and fuch need not that any Man fhould 
teach them, but as the fame anointing teacheth 
them, whichis truth, and no lye, 1 Fob, 2. ai. 
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But this is not the Miniftration of the Letter, but 
of the Spirit ; for the Letter killeth, but the Spirit 
giveth Life, 2°Cor.3. For the Apoftle was made 
an able Minifter of the NewsI eftament, whofe Mi- 


niftration was more glorious than the Law, which | 


‘was written in Tables of ftone, and he faith, The 
Lord is the Spirit, which Spirit is written 1n the 


flefhly Tables of the Heart, and where the Spirit of 


the Lord is, there is Liberty, and all that are the 
Sons of God, are led and guided by the Spirit of 
God, Rom. 8. According to the Apoftles words, 


_ who faid, Becaufe ye are Sons, God hath fent forth 


the Spirit of his Son into your hearts, crying Abba, 
Father, Ga/. 4. 6. And we through the Spirit, wait 


for the hope of Righteoufnefs by Faith, and who 


walks and abides in the Spirit, doth not fulfil the 
lufts of the flefh; for the Flefh lufteth againft the 
Spirit, andthe Spirit againft the Flefh, and thefe 
are contrary the one to the other, Ga/. 5. 5. And 


this is the Teacher, Leader and Guide of God’s Peo- 


ple, who are called to be Saints, and fandctified in 
Chrift Jefus, through the obedience of the Spirit 
which fubdues, and brings down, and fubjecteth un- 
der in Man and Woman, that which is contrary ; 
it working and operating in the Inward Man, and 
putting on, and adorning the heart with a meek, 
and with a quiet Spirit, which is with the Lord of 
great price. This is precious in the fight of the 
Lord, when the Spirit, beautifies with Salvation, 
’ and fandifies the heart to the Lord by its powerful 
_ working, here the Lord is glorified in his Saints; 
and this.Eternal Spirit, and Subftance, and Word, 


which is quick and powerful, fharper than any two- 


edged Sword, which feparates betwixt the precious 
and the vile, betwixt the holy and profane, pier- 
cing to the dividing afunder of Soul and Spirit, and 
of thé joynts and marrow, andisa difcerner of the 
thoughts and intents of the heart, Heb. 4.12. This 
is the fure Teacher that layeth a true Foundation, 
on which the Prophets and Apoftles are built, the 
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Corner-ftone, which all the wife Builders have dif- 
allowed and fet at nought, which is now become 


| the Head of our Corner ; glory and honour’be to the © 
) Higheft for ever, according to Chrift’s words, who © 
| faith, Did you not read in the Scripture, The Stone — 


which all the Builders rejected and fet at nought, © 
the fame is become the Head of the Corner; this is 


the Lords doings, and is marvelous in our eyes; 


and whofoever fhall fall on this ftone, fhall be bro- 
ken, but on whomfoever it fhall fall, it will grind 
him to powder, Marth. 21.42, 49. And Peter faith, 
That it-1s contained in the Scripture, Behold, I lay 
in Sion a chief Corner-ftone, elect and precious, and

but unto them who are difobedient, the Stone which22.

Word, being difobedient ; this is the Stone and 
Word that all the difobedient ftumbles at; Fews and

ned them withal; the obedience of the Light of 
Chrift Jefus, is the obedience to the Crofs of Chrift, 


the preaching of him crucified (the Apoftle faith) —

foolifhnefs; but unto all, both Fews and Greeks, 


Chrift the Power of God, and the Wifdom of God, 
1 Cor.1. The Light, the Power of God, the Crofs 
of Chrift, the Apoftle did not preach with the wif- 
dom of Words, left the Crofs of Chrift fhould be-. 
come of none effect, which is untoall that are faved, 
the Power of God: And he faith, After that in the” 
wifdom of God, the World by Wifdom knew not 
God, it pleafed God by the foolifhnefs of Preaching, | 
to fave them that believe. This is the Wifdom.of 

God, and the Way of God, not to teach People b 
that which Man’s Wifdom teacheth; and that whic 
Man’s dark heart invents and imagines, and ftudies 
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—gufnefs, Pomp and Vanity of the World, all which 


out of his brain, but by that which the Holy Ghoft |... 


~ teacheth in this his day in which he js rifen in his 


Eternal Spirit; and they that can believe in this 
foolifhnefs of preaching, are faved ;. and they that 
cannot believe,. to them this Gofpel is hid, becaufe | 
that the foolifhnefs of God is wifer than Men, and 

the weaknefs of God is ftronger than Men, who hath 
faid, I will deftroy the wifdom of the wife, and 


bring to naught the underftanding of the Prudent ; 


for God hath chofen the foolifh things of the world, | 
to confound the things that are mighty, that no 
flefh might glory in his prefence, but in him: This 
isthe Will, and Way, and Work of the Lord, by | 
which he teacheth his People, and fo they have ac- 
cefs by one Spirit unto God the Father, Fews, and 
Gentiles, Barbarians, Scytbians, Bond and Free, if 
they come unto Chrift Jefus the Light and Life, | 
and everlafting Covenant, which is given to be

{ciences cleanfed, and their Bodies wafhed with pure 
water, Eph. 5. And fo they bring forth the fruits 
of the Spirit, which are in all, Goodnefs, Righteouf- 
nefs, and Truth: Yea, Love, Joy, Peace, Long- 
Suffering, Gentlenefs, Faith, Meeknefs, and Tem- 
perance; and againft fuch there is no Law; who are 
in this State, keep the Law, and break it not, and 
are in the Love, which fulfils it, and one with the 


_ Juftice, Equity, and Righteoufnefs of it, which was 


added becaufe of tranfgreflion: And where there is 
no Tranfgreffion, there isno Law, the Law is not 
againft fuch. | 
But we find little of thofe fruits of the Spirit in 
the World (which cannot receive the Spirit of Truth) 
amonett all Profeflors, Priefts and Teachers thereof ; 
this is the Mark which Chrift hath fet us to try the 
Falfe Prophets by ; he faith, By their Fruits fhall — 
you know them, who get the fheeps cloathing (the. 


_ Scriptures) but inwardly are ravening Wolves. We 


have found the Priefts, Profeffors and Teachers of 
thefe Nations, to minifter Perfecution and Cruelty 
to us, as the Prifons and Goals of thefe Nations may 


bear, (and have born) Teftimony. And another 


Mark that Chrift gave of the Falfe Prophets to know 
them by, was, when all Men fhould fpeak well of 
them, for fo did their Fathers of the Falfe Prophets. 
Now let all People judge, whrether this be not the 
Condition of the Priefts and Teachers at this day ; 
for they bear rule by their — and yet the eR 
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ple love to have it fo; but what will they do in the 

' end thereof, when God comes with his overflowing 
Scourge, and breaks the Covenant with Death, and the 

_ Agreement with Hell, and fweep away the Refuge of 
Lyes, Matth.7, Which many hundreds of years have | 
been their ftrength; but God is coming to overturn}. 
them, and to confound them,and to cut down the fruit- 
lefs Trees that brings not forth good fruit; anddoth | 
manifeft that theevil Tree cannot bring forth good 

fruit ; for Men do not gatherGrapes of Thorns,nor Figs 
of Thiftles, for the beft of them have been but as a 
Bryar, and the moft upright of them as a Thorn- 

_ Hedge, .as many will come to fee,when their eyes comes 
to beopened, and they fhall be as a bowed wall, and 
as a tottering fence, P/a/. 62. Let but the honeftand’ 
the godly hearted judge betwixt them and us, whe- 
ther their fruits are not the fruits of the Flefh, 
which the Apoftle faith, (Ga/. 5. 17.) are thefe, A-—

q Now the Reader may judge it to be harfh or cen- 
| _ forioufnefs in charging all thefe Fruits of the Flefh 
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upon the Teachers and Minifters of the World, ma: 
ny of which they would feem to evade; but this I 
fay further for the Information of the Reader, that 


they are Minifters of Darknefs, and not Minifters 
of the Light, but deny the Light, both to Minifter 


_ from, and to Minifter to; which the Minifters of 
’ God were Minifters of the Light, and the Meflage | 


that they brought, was, That God was Light, and 


him was no Darknefs. at all, 1.14. And 


Paul was made an Able Minifter of the New Tefta- 
ment, not of the Letter, but of the Spirit; and he | 
turned People from the Darknefs to the Light, and 


‘from the Power of Satan unto God, who is Light, 


in which whofoever walks, the blood of Jefus Chrift — 
his Son, cleanfeth him from all Sin. Now thefe 


| Minifters and Teachers of the World, whofe Mini- 


ftry ftands in.the Darknefs where all fin is commit- 
ted, and all the fruits of the flefh acted, thefe can- 


not clear themfelves from none of thefe things be- 


fore mentioned, for they ftand in that ground which 


| brings forth the fruits of the flefh; and therefore is 


their Doctrine for Sin, and againft Perfection and 


-Cleanfing, and Preach frequently, That none can te 


free from fin while they are upon the Earth; for 


_ they are guilty in their Hearts and Confciences, 


that they. fin continually, and fo with their blind © 
dark Minds they can never fee that any can be 
cleanfed or redeemed from fin, which is_ wholly 
contrary to the Apoftle’s Doftrine, who faith, That 
Chrift was manifeft to take away fin, whofoever a- 
bideth in him, finneth not; whofoever finneth, hath 
not feen him, neither known him; he that commit- 


teth fin, is of the Devil; whofoever is born of God, 


doth not commit fin, for his Seed remaineth in him, 
and he cannot fin, becaufe he is born of God; inthis 
is the Children of God manifeft, and the Children 
of the Devil, 1 Fob. 3. And now Reader, do but 
in fobernefs weigh thefe things according to the 
truth of the Scriptures, and this willtake away the © 


‘prejudice, and remove the Objection which might 
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arife in thy Mind concerning the fruits of the flefh, 
applied to the Teachers and Profeflors., 

And all that defires after Godlinefs, and the Truth 

asit isin Jefus, they muft turn from them that have 

the Form, and deny the Power, who bring forth the 

_ fruits before-mentioned;, for as many as receive 

 ChriftJefus, (the Light) to them he gives power to 


become the Sons of God. It is the word of his 


Power by which all things were Created, by which 
he upholds all things; and it is his Power that 
brings his Seed out of Bondage, and out of the Houfe 
of Darknefs: And the Gofpel of our Lord Jefus 
Chrift,, which the Apoftle was not afhamed of to 
Preach, is the Power of God unto Salvation, unto 
every one that believes, to the Jew firft, and alfo to

and unknown to the Teachers and Minifters of the 
Letter, who are in forms and appearances, without 


the Power, and in the Ordinations of Men, and re- 
~ceives their approbations only from Men, and are 


made .Minifters by Men, thefe deny and refift the 
Power and:-‘Spirit the Apoftles were made Minifters 
of, and even deny Immediate Revelation, and fay it 
is ceafed, and fo deny the Gift of God’s Grace which 
hath appeared unto all Men, to teach the denying 
of Ungodlinefs, andall Worldly Lufts, and (all that 


obe it; and follow it) fo live Godly, Ri h saunas fly, 1 


and Soberly in this prefent evil World.- And fo thofe 
Teachers endeavour to limit the Spirit of the living 
God to Times and Perfons, which cannot be limi- 
ted; and faith, we muft not look for it now, as in 
the Apofile’s time, we muft look to the aeripane 
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and not to the Spirit, for Revelation: And fo blaf.. 


pheme the God of Heaven, and gainfay his Truth, 
and the Revelation of the Son of God, who faid, 


The Father was a Spirit, and they that worfhip — 


him, muft worfhip him in Spirit and in Truth, and 
he was feeking for fuch Worfhippers to worfhip him; 
and who hath faid, There is none that knows the 


Son, but the Father; neither doth any Man know 


the Father, fave the Son, and he to whom the Son 
And fo thefe Teachers, that denies Revelation, and 


the Spirit’s Teaching,do not defire that the Sonfhould 


be known by the Father’s drawing ; for there isnone 
that can come to the Son, except the Father draw 
him. Neither is it poflible for them to bring People 
to the Knowledge of the Father, who deny Revela- 
tion; being there is none’ that knows the Father, 
fave the Son, and he to whom the Son reveals him.

Lam come a Light into the World, that whofoever be- 
lieveth on me, fhould not abide in Darknefs. Mark 
here now, Chrift’s Words; He that fees him to be 
the Light come into the World, fees him that fent 
him; and he that believes in Chrift, that 1s come a 


Light into the World, believes on him that fent him, 


and he that believes on Chrift Jefus, who 1s come a 


Light into the World, abides not in the Darknefs, — 
but hath the Light of Life. This is the great Work 


of God, that every one believe on him that God 
hath fent; and he that believeth on him, hath the 


-Witnefs and Teftimony of him in himfelf, and:he 


that knows not that Chrift is in him, is a Repro- 


bate. And this is the Will of him that fent me, 
(faith Chrift) that every one that feeth the Son, may 


have everlafting Life, and I will raife him up at the 


laft Day. This is the Portion’: and Reward which 


the true Believers receive from him, who is the Re- 
furreCtion and the Life; He that believes on him, 


though he was dead, yet fhail he live;and he that © 
_ dives and believes, fhall never die: (He that can re-— 
ceive it, let him.) This was a Myftery unto Mar- 


tha. Jefus faith, No Man cometh unto me, except 
the Father, which hath fent me, draw him. It is 


written in the Prophets, (faith he) They ‘hall be all 
taught of God; every-Man therefore, that hath heard 


and hath learned of the Father, cometh unto me. 
So here now, every one, whofe Eye is fingle, may 


‘Lee, that none can come, but whom the Father 


draws; and they that are taught of God, come.to 
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the Son, which he hath given a Light into the World: 


And this is the Way, the Trzth, and the Life; and — 


no Man comes to the Father but by him: And in 
no other Way, nor by no other Name under Heaven 
fhall any one be faved, but by him; and he is able 
to fave to the utmoft all thofe that come unto God 
by him; and no other Foundation can any Man lay, 


than this, which is already laid. But let every one © 


' | \take heed how he builds thereon. And he which

vinced of Sin, of Righteoufnefs, and of Judgment: 
which Spirit of Truth, guided them into all Truth, 
and fhewed them things to come: For, faith Chrift, 
he fhall take of mine, and give it unto you. So 
they were made Minifters of the Eternal Spirit, 
not by Man nor of Man; but by the Revelation of 
_Jefus Chrift: And fo turned People from the Dark- © 
nefs to the Light, from the Power of Satan, to the 
_ Power of God; and toldthem, That God that made 
_ the World and all things therein, dwelt not in 
Temples made with Hands; neither is he worfhipped 
with Mens Hands, as though he needed any Thing: 
-for he giveth toall Life and Breath, and all Things, 
and hath made of one Blood, all Nations of Men 
that dwell upon the Face of the Earth, and hath 
' determined the times before appointed, and the 
bounds of their Habitations, that they fhould: feek 
the Lord, if happily they might feel after him and 
find him, though he be not far from every one of 
us; for in him we live, and move, and have our 
being : Forafmuch then as we are the Off-f{pring of 
God, we ought not to think, that the Godhead is 
like unto Gold and Silver, 7c. For God hath ap- 
pointed a Day, in which he will judge the World in 
Righteoufnefs, by that Man whom he hath ordain‘d, 
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So all Men and People upon the Face of the Farth, | 


'. . ought to know the true and living God, who isa 


Spirit, and whofe Worfhip and Fear is in the Spirit, 
and in the Truth in the inward Parts, by which E- 
ternal Spirit, they come to be the Temples of the 
Living God, if that the Spirit of God dwell in them, 
by this Eternal Spirit of the Lord, the whole Build- 
ing comes to be raifed, and ChriftJefus the true Vine, 
and his Father the Husbandman, who abide in him, 
and his Word in them, they bring forth Fruit unto 
God, and they come to be God’s Husbandry, and . 
God’s Building, and Chrift the Bifhop of their Souls. 
And this was that Doétrine that the Apoftles preach-- 
ed, and went out boldly, and were not afhamed of 
their Gofpel ; for it was the Power of God unto Sal- 
vation, to every one that believed, to the Jews and 
to the Gentiles; fo they gathered many thoufands 
into the Light, and into the Unity of the Spirit, 
both Jews and Greeks, all that were converted to the 
Faith, Bond and Free, they were one in ChriftJefus, 
and there was no difference; but when they were 
met together in the Unity of the Faith, and of the 
Spirit, the Lord put no difference between the 
Jews and Gentiles; but poured down of his Spirit on 
them both; by which their Hearts came to be puri- 
fied through their Faith: And therefore Fames the 
Apoftle, when there was a Controverfie among them, 
faid, Men and Brethren, hearken unto me, Simon 
hath declared how that God at the Firft did vifit the 
Gentiles, to take out of them a People for his Name, 
and to this agreeth. the Words of the Prophets, 1 
will return and buildagain the Tabernacleof David, 
which is fallen down; and I will build again the 
Ruins thereof, and will fetit up, that the refidue of 
Men might feek after the Lord: And all the Gentiles, 
upon whom my Nameis called, faith the Lord, who 
doth all thefe Things: Known unto God are all his 
Works from the Beginning of the World, and the 
depth of his Infinite Riches, 1s Unfearchable, and his 
Ways paft finding out; who hath enlarged Fapber, 
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‘moved into Corners; for the Spirit 


to dwell in-the Tents of Shem, and hath only caft 


out Ham, the curfed Spirit. So to the Man that is 
Meek, and Low, and Humblé, and of a Contrite 
Spirit, doth the Lord look, and hath regard unto; 
who dwells in the Light of his Righteoufnefs, and 
who worfhips in the Spirit; there the Lord 1s felt 


— prefent in the midft: So no outward feeming Profef- 


fion, nor feigned Humility, nor form of Godlinefs 
without the Power, will ferve any in this the day 
of the Lord; for as the Apoftle faid, Heis not a Jew 


‘that is one outward, mor that Circumcifion which 


is outward; but he is a Jew that‘is one Inward, and 


that is Circumcifion which is in the Heart. So we 


fay, that he is no true Chriftian that is one outward 
only ; nor is he a true Chriftian that hath a corrup- 


— ted foul unclean Heart: But heis a Chriftian that is 


one inward; heis a Chriftian whofe Faith hath pu- | 
tified his Heart; he is no true Chriftian that fets 
up a Prieft without him; he is no right Chriftian 


that pays Priefts Tythes as the Jews did, which 


Chrift Jefus hath taken away from the Jews, to all 
that believe in him,- and preaches freely to Jews and 
Gentiles, without Mony, and without Price; they are 
no true Chriftians, that hath their ogy Teachers re-: 


Truth, that 
leadeth into all Truth, is come to convince of Sin, and 
reprove every Evil Thought in the Heart and Con- 
{cience of Man; and he that is a Chriftian, his Eye 
feeth his Teacher, and his Ear hears the Word in his 
Heart, that faith, thisis the Way, walkinit: And © 
he is no Chriftian that hath the Word only without 
him; but he is the true Chriftian, that hears the 
Word of God in his Heart, which preacheth Righte- 
oufnefs and Faith very nigh, and fhews him every 
Evil Thought, and he 1s no Chriftian that worfhips 
in an outward Temple, and calls it a Church: 
That is not the Worfhip that Chrift Jefus hath fet 
up; but his Houfe and Dwelling is in his People, 


and his Worfhip is in the Spirit, on the top of all 


the Mountains of all outward Worfhips, and their 
Meeting

Meeting is in the Unity of. that Spirit; and their 
-Fellowfhip is in the Light of God’s Covenant of Life — 
and Peace. And fo all muft come to this Law which . 
goeth out of Sion, which is written in the Heart, 
‘and to the Word of the Lord which goeth from Fe- 
rufalem, whichis from above, which is the Mother 
of us all; and here allthe whole Affembly of the 
Body of Chrift may meet together; which is his 
Church and his Houfe, and his Building, which heis

And how are fe Men of this Generation blinded, | 
that bring thefe Scriptures, and pervert the Apo- 


ftles Words, and corrupt his Intent in {peaking of 
them? And by thefe Scriptures, endeavour to Rop 
theMeflage and Word of the Lord God in Women, 


by contemning and defpifing of them. If the Apo-. 
file would have had Womens {peaking ftop’d, and | 
did not allow of them; Why did he intreat his true | 
-Yoak-Fellow to help thofe Women who laboured 
with him in the Gofpel? Phil. 4.3. And why did | 
the Apoftles join together in Prayer and Supplica- 


tion with the Women, and Mary the Mother of je- 


fus, and with his Brethren, 4@s 1.14. if they had 


not allowed, and had Union and Fellowfhip with the 
Spirit of God, where-ever it was revealed, in Wo- 
men as well as others? But all this oppofing, and 
gainfaying of Womens Speaking, hath rifen out of 


‘the Bottomlefs Pit, and Spirit of Darknefs, that 


hath {poken for thefe many Hundred Years together 
in this Night of Apoftacy, fince the Revelations

Ethinks I hear the Bifhops mutter, murmur, 
and contemn, that I fhould publifh it out 


the beginning of his Reign) to beware of their Coun- 
fels ; therefore I do hereby give them my Reafons of 
the Caufe why I did fo, which Reafons may fatisfie 
them and the whole World, except they can, by as 
good or better, overturn them. ti 

In the firft place I defired, fince it pleafed the 
Lord to bring the King to the Crown of his Ance- 
ftors, that he might have done that whereby he 
might Profper, according to the Words of the wife 
King Solomon, who faid, It is the Glory of God to con- 
cealathing, but the Honour of a King to fearch out 


a matter. Take away the Wicked from before the 


King, and his Throne fhall be eftablifhed, Prov. 25. 
And again he faith, The Thoughts of the Righteous. 
are right, but the Counfel of the Wicked is deceit : 
The Words of the Wicked are to lie in wait for: 


‘| Blood, but the Mouth of the Upright fhall deliver 


them; the Wicked are overthrown, and are not, but 
the Houfe of the Righteous fhall ftand, Prov.12.

And Fames the Apoftle {peaks exprefly, My Bre- 
thren, have not the Faith of our Lord Jefus Chrift, 


the Lord of Glory, with refpect of Perfons, for if 
there come into your Affembly, a Man with a Gold 
Ring, or goodly Apparel, and there come alfoa 
Poor Man in vile Raiment, and ye have refpect to 
him that weareth the gay Cloathing, and not to 


him that is Poor, Are ye not partial in your felves, 
_ &c. Butif ye have refpect to Perfons, ye commit 


Sin, and are convinced of the Law as Tranfgredflors, 
Fames 2. 


the Apoftle gives perfec Judgment againft 
the refpecting of Mens Perfons, which Men do, be- 
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caufe of Advantage; but with Chrift Jefus amd his 
Holy Apoftles, you fee it was not fo; And there- 
fore thofe that take upon them the Name of ‘the 

_ ff Minifters of the Gofpel of Chrift, fhould follow their 

Examples, and not act quite contrary. And this I 

| look upon to be fufficient for the proof of the firft

Mourn: Blefled are the Meek; as you may read, 
Mat. 5. | 
And likewife when he fent forth his Difciples, 
he faid; Behold I fend you as Lambs in the midft 
of Wolves; be ye therefore. Wife as Serpents, but 
Harmlefs as Doves, Mat. 10. «And when he had 
fent out the Seventy, by two and by two, he faid ~ 
-unto them, Go your ways, Behold! I fend you forth 
as Lambs among Wolves, Luke 10. This was one 

Quality of thofe that Chrift fent forth, they were 
Meek, they were Harmlefs. 

Secondly, They were fuch as were to go into Suf- 
ferings, as he hid unto them in the next Verfe; 
Beware of Men, for they will deliver you up to the 
Counfels, and they will Scourge you in their Syna- 

- gogues; and ye fhall be brought before Governors 
and Kings, for my Names Sake, fora Teftimony .

_ J Brethren, when I came to you, came not with 
Excellency of Speech, or Wifdom, declaring unto 
* ‘you the Myftery of God; for I determined not to 

‘ ‘know any thing among you, fave Jefus Chrift and 
_ him Crucified, And I was with you in Weaknefs 


and Fear, and in much Trembling; for Chrift fent 
me not to Baptize, but to preach the Gofpel; not 
with Wifdom of Words, left the Crofs of Chrift fhould 
be made of none Effect; for the preaching of the 
Crofs, is to them that Perifh, Foolifhnefs, 1 Car. 1, 
and Chap. 2. | 

It is many Ages fince thofe that took upon them 
the Preaching (that which they have called the Go/- 
pe/) were in this State and Condition ; for the Crofs 
of Chrift which 1s the Power of God, which makes 
to Treinble, as the Apoftles did, hath been an of- 
fence unto them, and is mocked and {coffed at by 
them, to this Day. 

Thirdly, They were alfo fuch as were to live in 
Love ; and of this Chrift himfelf gave them an Ex- 
ample, when he took a Towel, and girded himfelf, 
and poured Water into a Bafon, and began to wall 
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the Difciples Feet, and faid, Ye call me Lord and ~ 


Mafter, and ye fay well, for fo I am: If Ithen your | } 
Lord and Mafter have wafhed your Feet, ye ought 


-alfo to wafh one anothers Feet. And a New Com- 


mandment I giveunto you, that ye love one another, 
as Lhave loved you; forl have given you an Exam- 
ple, that ye fhould do as I have done to you: By 
this fhall all Men know that ye are my Difciples, 
if ye love one another, Fobn13, andChap.135. 

And the Apoftle faith, when he wrote tothe Thef- 


falonians;, but as touching brotherly Love, ye need 


not that I write unto you; for ye your felves are -

it towards all the Brethren. But we befeech you, 
that ye increafe more and more, 1 The/. 4. ° a 
And the Apoftle Fobz faith, He that faith he is 
in the Light and hateth his Brother, isin Darknefs: 
He that loveth his Brother abideth in the Light, 
1 Fobn 2. And again he faith, This is the Meflage 
that ye have heard from the Beginning, that we 
love one another ; not as Caiz that flew his Brother, 
and wherefore flew he him? becaufe his own Works — 


were Evil, and his Brother’s Righteous. But we 


know that we have pafled from Death to Life, ‘be- 


- caufe we love the Brethren. He that loveth not his 


Brother, abideth in Death: Whofoever hateth his 
Brother, is a Murtherer, and ye know that no 
Murtherer hath Eternal Life abiding inhim. Here- 


by perceive we the Love of God, becaufe he hath ~ 


laid down his Life for us: We ought alfo to lay 


down our Lives for the Brethren, Chap. 3. | 


And fo this is contrary to what hath been the 
Pra¢tice of thofe that have taken upon them the 
Function of the Minifters of Chrift, for many Hun- 


dreds of Years; for though they have profefled 


Chrift and Chriftianity, yet they have been killing, 
and flaying, and murthering one another, as many 


_ Examples might be inftanced in Ages paft. Thofe 


that call themfelves Papi/ts, and thofe that call 
themfelves Froteftants, one killing, and flaying, and 
murthering

feffing themfelves to be Chriftians, and would pro- 
fefs the Scriptures, Chrift and the Apoftles Words; 
and in doing thus one to another, they have thought

doth God good Service: And thefe‘things will they

_ And again, when he wrote to the Ga/etians, he 


wrote thus; Pau] an Apoftle, not of Men, neither 
by Man, but by Jefus Chrift,. and God the Father, 


| who raifed him from the Dead, and all the Brethren 


which are with me, unto the Churches of Ga/atza. 
And he faith farther, I certifie you, Brethren, that 


the Gofpel, which was preached of me, is not after #ge- 


Man; for I neither received it of Man, neither was 
I taught it, but by the Revelation of Jefus Chrift. 


' But when it pleafed God, who feparated me from 
‘| my Mother’s Womb, and called me by his Grace, to. 
' reveal his Son in me, that I might preach him a- 


mong the Heathen; immediately, I conterred not 


with Flefh and Blood, Ga/.1. And again, when he 
| wrote to the Epbefians, when he was a Prifoner of 


Jefus Chrift, he wrote thus to the Geztiles, Ye have 
heard of the Difpenfation of the Grace of the Gofpel 
of God, which is given me to you-ward; how that 
by Revelation he made known unto me the Myftery, 


as I wrote unto you in a few words; which in other 
|) Ages was not made known unto the Sons of Men, as 
‘ it is now revealed unto his holy Apoftles and Pro- 

| phets by the Spirit, Epbe/. 3. 
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I dé not know, neither have I heard, that the 


Miniftérs, and fuch as take upon them to teach | 


People, neither thofe that are their Lords, Bifhops, 


and Archbifhops, that they have had their Calls af-_ 
ter this Order; for there have been other ways and 


means ufed for many Hundred of Years together ; as 


- Schools, and Colleges, and Univerfities, and Nurfe- | 
ries of Learning, which they call their Morbers, 


with a heap of Stuff; which are better known by 


- them that exercife themfelves in them, than the Re- 
-velation of Jefus Chrift is: And the Minifters they | 


make are by Men, and of Men, and they will have 


them fitted and ordained according to their Ways 


and Orders. But if any one have received the Re- 
velation of Jefus Chrift and his Holy Spirit, if any 


fuch have a Word to fpeak from the Lord, they | 


muft not be received nor admitted; this is not ac- 
cording to their Order; this they call an Herefe, 
and a §e#: ‘Any that fpeak, and meet together, and 
worthip the Lord God in his Spirit, and in his Truth, 


_fuch are taken notice of, and are brought under the 


Whip and the Scourge, and are apprehended and 
caft into Prifon, if they do but pretend the-Teach- 
ings and Leadings of the Spirit of God; and if they 
have not freedom in their Spirits to pay them Tithes, 
or to maintain their Steeple-houfes, prefently they 
are brought into the Bifhop’s Court, and if they 
cannot for Confcience-fake {wear, and take an Oath, 
then prefently they are caft into Prifon. But of 


this, more hereafter. | 
__ And thus it is truly manifefted, that the order of 
their Calling is not according unto Chrift, nor his 


Apoftles; for Chrift faith:exprefly, All things are 
delivered unto me of my Father; and no Man know- 
eth the Son but the Father, neither knoweth any 
Man the Father fave the Son, and he to whom the 
Son revealeth him, Mat. 11. 


_. And again, Chrift faith, It is written in the Pro- |

Truth; forthe Father feeketh fuch 


to worfhip him. God is aSpirit, and they that wor- 
fhip him, muft worfhip him in Spirit and in Truth, 
Fobn 4. And to this purpofe did Jefus {peak to Nico- 


_demus, who came unto him by Night, when he faid un- 


to him, Verily, verily I fay unto tHee, Except a Man 
be born again, he cannot fee the Kingdom of God. 
At which words, Nicodemus wondred ; but Jefus an- 
{wered, Except a Man be born of Water and the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the Kingdom of God. 
That which is born of the Flefh, is Flefh; and that 
which is‘ born of the Spirit, is Spirit. Marvel not — 
that I faid unto thee, Ye muft be born again; the © 
Wind bloweth where it lifteth, &c. Fobn2. . 
And to this purpofe was the Man, whofe Name 
was Fobn, fent of God, to bear witnefs of Chrift Je- 


} fus the Light, that all Men through him might be- 


lieve. He was not that Light, but was fent to bear 
witnefs of that Light, qhat was the true Light that 

lighteth every Man that cometh into the World. — 
He was in the World, and the World was made by | 


‘him: Which were born not of Blood, nor of th 
Wall of the Flefh, nor of the Will of Man, but of 


God. ‘fobn bare Witnefs of him, and cryed, fay- 
ing, This is he of whom I {pake, He that ap

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after me, is preferred before me; and of his Fulnefs

And to bring People to this Light and Spirit of 
the Lord within them, did Chrift Jefus and all his 
holy Apoftles endeavour, by their Preaching: There-

ye receive not our Witnefs. ‘This is the Condemna- | 


tion that “Light is come into the World, and Men 
love Darknefs rather than Light, becaufe their Deeds 
are evil. For every one that doth evil, hateth t 


Light, left his Deeds fhould be reproved: But he | 
that doth Truth, cometh to the Light, that his | 


- Deeds may be made manifeft, that they aré wrought 

in God. This is Chrift’s Doctrine and Worthip

Fourthly, Their but they did not confefs him, be-

Words, hath one that judgeth him; the Word that 
I have fpoken fhall judge him at the laft day ; and 
fo on, Fobn 12. 
And Chrift told the Pharifees, that the Kingdom 

of God came not by Obfervation; but the Kingdom 
of God was within them. And when he fent forth 
his Difciples, he faith, As ye go, preach, faying, 
The Kingdom of God is at hand, Mat. 10. Alfo 
when he fent out the Seventy, he faid, Heal the n c 
that 
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that are therein; and fay, The Kingdom of God is | 
nigh unto you, Evke1o.9. And we alfo fee by the 
Epiftles of the Apoftles, which are left upon Record, 
after what manner of Doétrine, and Exhortation 
they fpake unto the People; as the Apoftle Fobn, 
who was the beloved Difciple, what he hath writ- 


ten in that, which hath been already mentioned in 
ithe Firft, Second, Third, and Fourth Chapters of | 
| Fobn. 


 Alfo the Apoftle Peter, in his firft Epiftle, faiths 


For we have not followed. cunning devifed Fables, 
{When we made known unto you the coming of our 
# Lord Jefus Chrift; but we are Eye-witnefles of his 


-, | Majefty : For he received from God the Father, Ho- 


jnour and Glory, when there came fuch a Voice to 


him from the excellent Glory, faying, This is my Be» 


»5_ | loved Son, in whom Iam well pleafed. And this Voice, 


which came from Heaven, we heard, when we were 
with him in the holy Mount. We have alfo a more | 


fure Word of Prophecy, whereunto ye do well that 


ye take heed, as unto a Light that fhineth in a dark 
place, until the Day dawn, and the Day-Star arife in © 
your Hearts. Here the Apoftle directs them to a more 
fure Word,’than that which was heard in the Mount, 
which came from the Excellent Glory, which they 


taking heed unto, might have the Day to dawn, and 


the Day-Star to arife in their Hearts: This was a 

true and a right Minifter. Alfo he faith, Knowing 

this firft, that no Prophecy of the Scriptures is of 
any private Interpretation, 2Pet.1. How is it then 
that it is kept fo private, that none muft interpret 
it but Learned Men, fuch as have been at Oxford 
or Cambridge. But the Apoftle faith, That the Pro- 
phecy came not in old time by the Will of Man, 
but holy Men of God {pake, as they were moved by 
the Holy Ghoft. But thofe that have had Learning 
at Cambridge and Oxford, will hardly give a right 
Interpretation of that which the Holy Ghoft hath 
{poken forth. 3 
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But when the Apoftle wrote to Timothy, who was a 
Bifhop, and an Overfeer made by the Holy Ghoft, to J 


him he faith, Continue thou in the things which 
thou haft learned, and haft been affured of, know- 
- ing of whom thou haft learned them ; and that from 


a Child thou haft known the holy Scriptures, which 


are able to make thee wife unto Salvation, through 
Faith in Chrift Jefts. Here Tzmotby did not go to 
Cambridge nor Oxford, nor no fuch place, to learn 


what he had done from a Child. All Scripture 
(faith he) is given by Infpiration of God, and 1s. 


_ profitable for Doctrine, for Reproof, for Correction, 
for InftruGiion, that the Man of God may be per- 


fected, throughly furnifhed unto all good Works, 


2 Tim. 2. 

And when Peter fpeaketh of his beloved Brother 
Paul, and of his Epiftles which he had written, and 
what he fpake: Some things, he faith, are hard to 
be underftood, which they that are unlearned and 
unftable wreft, as they do alfo the other Scriptures, 
unto their own Deftruction, 2 Pet.2. So they that 
have not the Infpiration of the Almighty, and Mo- 
tion of the Spirit .of the Lord God, the fame that 
gave forth the Scriptures, when they come to Inter- 


pret them, and give Meanings to them, being un; § 


Jearned therein, they juft wreft them to their own 
Deftruction, and therefore they do not profit the 
~ People at all: Thefe be they who feparate them- 
felves, Men that are fenfual, not having the Spi- 
rit, Fude 19. 

Alfo the Apoftle Paz/,.when he was fent forth to 


Preach the Golpel of Chrift, the Voice that {pake 


unto him, when he was ftruck down unto the Earth 
with the fight of a Vifion, faid unto him, Arife, 


ftand upon thy Feet, for I have appointed thee for ff 


_ this purpofe, to make thee a Minifter and a Witnefs, 
‘both of thefe things thou haft feen, and of thofe 
things in the which I fhall appear unto thee; dell- 
vering thee from the People, and from the Gentiles, 


unto whom now I fend thee, to open their Eyes, 


and 
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and to turti them from Darkiefs to Light, and from’ 


the Power of Satan unto God, Afs 26. 

And according to this, the Apoftle confeffed him- 
felf, when he wrote to the Romans, I am.a Debtor 
both to the Greeks and to the Barbarians, both to. 


the Wife and the Unwife, fo.muchasinmeis, Iam 


ready to preach the Gofpel to you that are at Rome 
alfo: For I am not afhamed of the Gofpel of Chrift, 
for it is the Power of God unto Salvation, to every, 
one that believeth; to the Jew firft, and alfo to the - 


Greek: For therein is the Righteoufnefs of God re- 


vealed from Faith to:-Faith. And the Wrath of God — 


is revealed againft all Ungodlinefs and Unrighteouf- 


nefs of Men; becaufe that which may be known of - 
God, is manifefted in them, for God hath fhewed it ~ 
unto them. And thus the Apoftle goes on, exhort- 


ing and teaching the Romans, in the firft and fecond 


Chapters, and telleth them, That.God will render 


to every Man according to his Deeds; to them who 
by patien€g contingg.in well doing, feek for Glory, 
and Honour,~and Immortality, wegk Eternal Life : 


Cys 
But unto them that are contelitions, and do not obey 
the Truth, but obey Unrighteoufnefs; Indignation 


and Wrath. For, faith he, there is no Refpect of 


Perfons with Godi: For as many as have finned with- | 


» out the Law, ‘hall perifh without the Law ; and as 


many as have finned in the Law, fhall be judged by 
the Law; for not the Hearers of the Law are juft 
before God, but the Doers of the Law fhall be jufti- 
fied, 


' And in the Tenth of the Romans, where he is 


{peaking of his Hearts Defire and Prayer to God for 


Wfrael, he tells them, That Chrift is the End of the 
- Law to every one that believeth. For, faith he, the 


Righteoufnefs of Faith fpeaketh on this wile, Say 
not in thy Heart, who fhall afcend into Heaven, 
that is, to bring Chrift down from above? or who 
fhall defcend into the deep, that is, to bring Chrift 
up again from the dead? But what faith it? The 
Word is nigh thee, even in thy Mouth, anf in 
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- thy Heart, that is the Word of Faith which we 


preach. 
And when he wrote to the Hebrews, he rehearfeth 


the New Covenant, that the Prophets J/aiab and Fe- 


remiah had prophefied of, and faith, This is the 
Covenant that I will make with them after thofe 
Days, faith the Lord, I will put my Laws into their 
Hearts, and in their Minds will I write them, Hed. 
10. Thefe, with many more places of Scripture, 
might be inftanced of the Apoftles, how they mini- 
fired both in Preaching and Writing. 
And in the firft Epiftle of Fobn, he faith, That 


which was from the beginning, which we have 
heard, which we have feen with our Eyes, and our 
Hands have handled the Word of Life, This- we de- | 
clare unto you, that ye may have fellowfhip with 
and truly our fellowfhip is with the Father, and 


with his Son Jefus Chrift. Here was a right Mini- 
{ter of God, that would have had t 
to have been in fellowship withjmim, whg'was in fel- 


- Jowfhip with thedather and with theSon; and there- 


fore he faith unto thm, Thefe things I write unto 
you, that your Joy may be full. This then is the 
Mellage which we have heard from him, and declared 
unto you, That God is Light, and in him is no 
Darknefs at all. If we fay we have fellowfhip with 
him, and walk in Darknefs, we lye, and do not the 
truth; but if we walk in the Light, as he is in the 
Light, we have fellowfhip one with another, and 
the Blood of Jefus Chrift-his Son cleanfeth us from

Commandment I write unto you, which thing 1s 
true in him and in you; becaufe the Darknefs is

But 
now fhe is coming forth again, Glory to the Higheft 
for ever: And the Man-Child, which hath been 


caught up to God, and tohis Throne, is coming to 


Rule all Nations; and now are thefe Munifters of 
Darknefs, which have miniftred inthe Night, com- 
ing to be feen, now that the Day appears. For 
God, that hath commanded Light to fhine out of 
Darknefs, hath fhined in our Hearts, and hath given | 
us the Light of the Knowledge of the Glory of God. 
in the face of Jefus Chrift, which is the Son of 


Righteoufnefs, by which we fee and comprehend 


them all. So to proceed to the Particulars. 

The firft thing that I except againft in Matter 
and Form of their Worfhip, wiz. All forts of Preach- 
ers and Teachers that are out of Chrift and his Apo- 
ftles Spirit, Doétrine and Rule, is the taking a part 
or portion of Scripture for a Text, and adding there- 


ito their own Inventions, which they ftudy out of 


their own Brain; and alfo bringing other Authors, . 


who have done the like, many of them not Chriftians 
but Heathens; and thus make an Image, and fetup, . 


and deceive poor People’s Souls, and keep them ever 
learning, but never come to the knowledge of the 
Truth; and are more ignorant of God, than many 
Bb 2 Heathens 
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Heathens that never profefled Chrift, nor the Scrip- 
tures; and fo it is ordinary with them to bring the 
Heathens Philofophy in that which they prepare 
for them, and ftir them up ; and this is quite con- 
trary to Chrift and the Apoftle’s Practice. & 

It is true, Chrift took the Book when it was de- 
livered unto him, and he open’d and look’d upon 
it, and found a place where it was written in I/aiah 
61.1. The Spirit of the Lord 1s upon me, be- 
caufe he hath anointed me to preach the Gofpel to 


the Poor; he hath fent me to heal the Broken- 
hearted, to preach Deliverance to the Captives, 
and recovering of Sight to the Blind, and fet 
at Liberty them that are Bruifed, to preach the | 


acceptable Year of the Lord. And he clofed the 


_ Book, and gave it again to the Minifter, and fate 


down; and he began to fay unto them, This day is 
this Scripture fulfilled in your Ears: And all bare 
him witnefs, and wondred at the gracious words 
that proceeded out of his Mouth. And they faid, 


Js not this Fofeph’sSon? Luke 


Now this was he that the Prophet [/ziab prophe- 


fied of ; -and therefore when he began to preach, he § 
turned to this Scripture, to let them fee that this 
' Prophecy was fulfilled, and fo clofed the Book. 

But when he preached among them, and taught, as 


ye may read through all the Evangelifts, as firft, 
in Mas.5. andin Luke 6. He opened unto them the 
Law, and alfo told them, That whofoever did break 


one of the leaft Commandments, fhould be called 


feaft in the Kingdom. And taught the Difciples, 
faying, Let your Light fo fhine before Men, that 
they may fee your good Works, and glorifie your 
Father which isin Heaven. Think not that I come 
to defiroy the Law, or the Prophets; Iam not come 
to deftroy, but to fulfil, For verily I fay unto you, 
till Heaven and Earth pafs, one jot or one tittle shall 
inno wife pafs from the Law till all be fulfilled: 
Fer I fay unto you, Except your Righteoufnefs hall 
exceed -—o of the Scribes and Pharifees, 
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ye fhall in no cafe enter into the Kingdom of God. 
This was the manner of his Preaching and Teaching, 
and fo he goes on, and opens unto them the Law ; 
and tells them it had been faidfointheOldTime; Ye 
have heard it hath been faid in the old Time, thou — 

fhalt not forfwear thy felf: But I fay unto you, 


Swear not at all. And it hath been faid unto you 


in the old Time, An Eye for an Eye, and a Tooth 
for a Tooth; but I fay unto you, refift not Evil, 
He that {mites thee on the one Cheek, turn the other. 
And thus he goes on in opening of the Law, of which 
he was to fulfil every jot and tittle, and alfo open- 
ing unto them the Myfteries of the Gofpel, which is 


| Love even to Enemies; and which the Apoftle faith, 


is the fulfilling of the whole Law. And he told 
them, that fo they might be the Children of their _ 
Father which is in Heaven; for he maketh his Sun © 
to rife on the Evil and on the Good; andfendsRain 
on the Juft and on the Unjuft. Be ye therefore Per- 
tect, as your Heavenly Father is Perfect. 

Here is the perfect Miniftry indeed, of the true 
Circumcifion, which makes the true Jew indeed in- 


~ ward, which circumcifeth the Heart with his Holy 


Spirit. The Apoftle faith, Now I fay unto you, 
that Jefus Chrift was a Minifter of the Circumcifion, . 
for the Truth of God, to confirm the Promifes unto 
Abrabam : And that the Gentiles might glorifie God 


for his Mercy ; and fo the Blefling of Abraham, may 


be upon all, Jews and Gentiles: All that are in the 
Faith, are blefled with faithful Abraham. And this 


is he of whom the Apoftle to the Hebrews faith, 


We have fuch an High Prieft, who is fet on the 
right Hand of the Throne of the Majefty 1n Heaven: 
A Minifter of the San@uary, and of the true Taber- 
nacle, which the Lord hath pitched, and not Man, 
Heb. 8. | 

And as he was a Minifter of the fame San&uary, 
which God hath pitched, fo alfo were his Apoftles, 
they preached by his holy Spirit. For as God is 
true, (faith Pax/ the Apoftle) fo our Word to you- 
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wards was not yea, and ay; for the Son of God, | 


Jefus Chrift, who was preached among you by us, 
by me, and Sy/vanus, and-Timothews, was not 
yea, and may; but-in him was yea: For all the Pro- 


mifes of God, are in him Yea, and in him, Amen. }- 


tart. 
And by this Spirit and Power of the Lord Jefus, 
did Stephen, who was full of Faith -and Power, do 
great Wonders and Miracles among the People; and 
when the falfe Witnefles came to accufe him before 
the high Prieft, and thofe that fate in Counfel, look- 
ing ftedfaftly on him, faw his Face as it had been 
the Face of an Angel: Then faid the high Prieft, 
Are thefe things fo? And he faid, Men, Brethren, 
and Fathers, hearken; and he began at Abrabam, 
and he opened unto them the Royal and Holy Seed, 
_ throughout the Scriptures, until hécame to Chrift 
Jefus, whom he faid they had crucified and flain. 
And he faid, Ye Stiff-necked, and Uncircumcifed 
in Heart and Ears, ye do always refift the Holy 
Ghoft, as your Fathers did, fo do ye: Which of the 
Prophets have not your Fathers Perfecuted? And 
_ they have Slain them which fhewed before of the com- 
ing of the Juft One, of whom ye have been now the Be- 
trayersand Murtherers,When they heard thefe things, 
they were cut to the Heart, and gnafhed on him 
with their Teeth: But he being full of the Holy 
Ghoft, looked ftedfaftly into Heaven, and faw the 
_ Glory of God; and he faid, Behold! I fee Heaven 
open, and the Son of Man ftanding on the right Hand 
of God. And they cryed with a loud Voice, and 
fiop’d their Ears, and ran upon him, and caft him 
out of the City, and Stoned him: And they ftoned 
epee he calling upon God, and faying, Lord 
Jefus receive my Spirit, és 7. | 
- Alfo Paul, when he came to Antioch, and went 
into the Synagogue on the Sabbath Day; after the 
reading of the Law and the Prophets, the Rulers of 
the Synagogue fent to him and his Company, and 
faid, Men and Brethren, if ye have any Exhorta- 
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tion to the People, fay on. Then Pax/ftoodup,and 
beckoned with his Hand, and faid, Men of Ifrae/, . 


and ye that fear God, give Audience. And he be- 
gan to declare, how God brought their Fathers out 


- of Eeypt, with a high Hand; and how they were 1n 


the Wildernefs, and how he deftroyed the Nations 


of the Land of Canaan; and how:they were govern- _ 


ed, from that time unto Chrift; and how that Chrift 
came of the Seed of David; and likewife how the © 


Rulers of Ferufalem dealt with Chrift, and though | 


they found no caufe of Death in him; yet defired 
they Pilate that he fhould be flain. And when they 
had fulfilled all that was written of him, they took 
him down from the Tree, and laid him in a Sepul- 


chre; but God raifed him from the dead, and after- 


wards he preached unto them his Refurrection; as 
may be read at large throughout Ais 13. And how 
the Gentiles alfo fhould partake of his Refurrection; 


‘but the Jews contradicted and blafphemed againft 


their Doctrine. Then Paxu/ and Barnabas waxed bold 
and faid, It was neceflary that the Word of God 
fhould firft have been preached to you Jews; but 
feeing you put it from you, and judge your felves 


‘unworthy of Everlafting Life; Lo! we turn unte 


the Gentiles, for fo hath the Lord commanded us: 
[have fet thee to bea Light to the Gentiles, that 
thou. fhould’ft be for Salvation to the Ends of the 
Earth. And when the Gentiles heard this, they 
were glad, 13. | 

Thus we fee how the Apoftles opened unto them 
the Myftery of the Refurrection of Chrift, as alfo 
Chrift himfelf, when he met with the Difciples, 


after his Refurretion; and they not knowing him, 
told him what things had happened concerning 


Chrift. He faid unto them, O Fools, and flow of 
Heart; ought not Chrift to have fuffered thefe things, 
and to enter into his Glory. And beginning at Mo- 


_fes and all the Prophets, he expounded unto them 


in all the Scriptures the things concerning himfelf, 


Luke 24. 
And 
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And this is the matter, and manner, and method — 


of all Chrift’s Minifters, to preach the Refurre¢tion 
of Chrift Jefus, in his Light and Spirit, which is a 
Myftery to all Carnal Men, and Carnal Minds: 
And this is not a deal of Imaginations, and Divi- 
nations of the Brain, and Studyings of Men, -who 
take one Verfe of Scripture, and add unto it.what 
they pleafe, out of other Old Author’s Writings, 
Heathen .Philofophers, or any thing that will make 
up an Hour’s Talk, till their Glafs be run, which is 
quite contrary to the Apoftles Practice, and that 
which they witnefled, and exhorted againft; for he 
faith unto the Co/offians, As ye have received Chrift 


— Jefus, fo walk ye in him; rooted and built in him, - 


‘eftablifhed in the Faith, as ye have been taught. 
Beware left any Man {poil you through Philofophy, 
and vain Deceit, after the Traditions of Men, after 


the Rudiments of the World, and not after Chrift, 


Col. 2. Hereisan exprefs Command laid uponthem, 
that they fhould not be deceived by the Teachings 
Men, whotaught not after Chrift. 

And the Apoftle faith alfo, that Chrift fent him, 
not to preach the Gofpel with Wifdom of Words; 
For, (faith he) it is written, I will deftroy the Wif- 
dom of the Wife, and bring to nothing the Under- 
ftanding of the Prudent. Whereis the Wife? Where 
is the Scribe ? Where is the Difputer of this World? 
Hath not God made Foolifh the Wifdom. of this 


‘World? For after that in the Wifdom of God, the, 


World by Wifdom knew not God, it pleafed God 
by the Foolifhnefs of Preaching, to fave them that 
believe. For the Jews requirea Sign, and the Greeks 
feek after Wifdom, but we preach Chrift Crucified, 
unto the Jews a Stumbling-block, and unto the 
Greeks Foolifhnefs; but unto them that are called, 
both Jews and Greeks, Chrift the Power of God, and 
the Wifdom of God: Becaufe the Foolifhnefs of God 
is wifer than Men, andthe Weaknefs of God, ftronger 


than Men: For ye fee your Calling, Brethren, how 


that not mapy Wife Men after the Flefh, not many

Mighty, not many Noble are called; but God hath. 
chofgg the Foolifh Things of the World to confound — 
the Wife; and God hath chofen the Weak Things. of 
the World, to confound the Things which are Migh- 
ty; and Bafe Things of the World, and Things 

which are defpifed, hath God chofen; yea,: and 
Things which are not, to bring to nought iqings 
which are, that no Flefh fhould Glory in his*Pre- 

‘fence; but thofe that Glory, fhould Glory in the 
Lord, 1 Cor. 1. 
_ And the Apoftle faith farther, And my Speech 

_and Preaching was not with inticing Words of Man’s 
Wifdom, but in the Demonftration of the Spirit and 
of Power; that your Faith fhould not ftand in the 
Wifdom of Men, but inthe Power of God. Howbeit | 

we {peak Wifdom among them that are Perfe ; yet 
not the Wifdom of this World, nor of the Princes: 
of this World, that come tonoughe; but we {peak the © 
Wifdom of God ina Myftery ; even the hidden Wif- 
dom which God ordained before the World. For 

we have not received the Spirit of the World, but 
that {pirit that is of God, that we might know the | 
things that are freely given us of God; which Things 
we {peak not in the Words which Man’s Wifdom — 
teacheth, but whichthe Holy Ghoft teacheth; com- 
paring Spiritual Things with Spiritual. aes 
Here the Apoftle teftifies clearly againft the Wif- 
dom of Mens Teaching, which is a clear Teftimony 

J, againft the Teachings that have been in thefé laft 

Ages; for that hath been taught for many Genera- 

tions of Teachers, fince the Apoftles Days; the Wif- 

dom of Men, and Traditions of Men, and Inventi- 
ons, and Imaginations of Men, one quoting and re- 
hearfing what another faith, quite contrary to the 
| “Apoftles Practice. We do not make our felves of 


the Number, or compare our felves with fome that 
commend themfelves, and meafuring themfelves 
by themfelves are not wife. But we will not-boaft — 
our Selves, above our Meafure; butaccordingtothe ~ 
Meafure of the Rule which God hath dagributed to

2Cor.1o. Not that we are fufficient of our felves, 
to think any thing as of our felves,but our Sufficien- 


cy is of God; who hath alfo made us able Minifters 
of thé New Teftament, not of the Letter, but of the: 


Spirit, for the Letter killeth, but the Spirit giveth Life, 


2Cor.3. 6. In this Chapter the Apoftle gives his | 
Teftimony, that the Life of the Miniftry is in the | 


Miniftration of the Spirit. As alfoin Rom.7. But 


now we are delivered from the Law, that being dead 


wherein we were held, that we fhould ferve in new- 
nefs of Spirit, and not in the oldnefs of the Letter; 
which he calls, the Minzftration of Death, 1n the a- 
fore-mentioned Chapter. 
' And when he wiates to his Son Timothy, who was 
a Bifhop, he faith thus, I charge thee therefore be- 
foreGod, and the Lord Jefus Chrift, who fhall judge 
the quick and the dead, at his appearing, and his 


Kingdom; preach the Word, be inftant in Seafon, 


and out of Seafon; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all — 


Long-fuffering and Doétrine ; for thetime will come 
_ when they will not endure found Doctrine; but after 
their own Hearts Lufts, fhall heap to themfelves 


Teachers, having itching Ears, and they fhall turn 


away their Ears trom the Truth, and fhall be turn- 
ed unto Fables, 2 Tim 4. noe 


Here the Apoftle was a true Prophet, and faw the 


Apoftacy coming on, and therefore he laid a hard 
charge upon Timothy: For, faith he, watch thou in 
all things, endure Afflictions, do the Work of an 
Evangelift,; make full Proof of thy Minifiry ; for I 
am ready to be offered, and the time of my Depar- 
ture draweth nigh, 2 Tim. 4. 

As alfo when he writes tothe Theffalonians, of the 
Day of the Lord, and of the Man of Sin; the Son of 


Perdition, and thanks God for them, who had cho- | 


- fen them to Salvation, through Sanétification of the 
Spirit 
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Spirit, and belief of the Truth, whereunto he called. 


you, (faith he) by our Gofpel to the obtaining of the 
Glory of our Lord Jefus Chrift,; Therefore Brethren, 


| and faft, and hold the Traditions which ye- have 


been taught, whether by Word, or our Epitftle, 


2 Thef. 2. 


This Scripture the Papifts, and many others, 


make a Cloak and a Covering for teaching their 


Traditions; becaufe the Apoftle bids them hold faft 


the Traditions that they had taught them, by their 
Gofpel; which in the Words before, he faith, was 
to the obtaining of the Glory of our Lord JefusChrift ;_ 


_ | the which they had good reafon to hold faft; for.if 


they let that go, they were not like to attaintofuch | 
another: But there is no Comparifon between thefe, — 
and the Traditions of the Priefts in the Apoftacy, — 
either Papifts or cthers; for through their teaching 
of their Traditions, they have done nothing but 
brought People into a Body of Darknefs, and into 
a Heap of Ignorance, keeping them Ignorant both 
of the Scriptures, and all that is Good; For if Peo- 
ple had but Liberty+to look into the Scripttires, they 


~ [| would foon be wifer than their Teachers, and fee 


their grofs Darknefs: But they tell them, they can- 


not underftand them, they muft be expounded by 
learned Men; and fo will not let the Light of Chrift 


arife in Peoples Hearts, nor never direct their Minds 


to it, but keep them in Darknefs, and make a Trade 
of the Scriptures for their own Advantage, and fo 


‘deceive poor Peoples Souls. And thefe Scriptures . 


may ferve to prove this particular of the fourth 


Head, which is, concerning their Worfhip, which is, 


their matter and manner of Preaching. 

The fecond particular of that Head, is their Prayer, 
which is alfo contrary to Scripture Example, they 
having Prayers formed and made by Men, as all 
their other Worfhip.is, and fo read their Prayers in 
Books, and fet any to read it, if he have but the 


| Name of Curate or Clerk, if he read but that in the | 


Book, they account it Praying: And if any of the © 
| «greater 
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greater Sort, as Bifhops, Deans, Vicars, or Parfons, i 
if they pray, they either pray in a Book, or elf | 


they have a Prayer formed up, and made and pre- 


pared before-hand, that they pray. And many ] 


times they fet wild and wanton Boys, with Prieft, 
and Clerk, and all the People to Sing their Prayers, 
and this they account and call Praying. 

When Chrift Jefus in his Sermon in the Mount, 
was teaching the People feveral Things, ( as was 
{aid before) as concerning Alms, and many other 
Particulars, in which he bad them not to do as the 
Pharifees did; he alfo {pake tothem that they fhonld 
‘not pray as they did ; for they prayed ftanding in 
the Synagogues. And, faith he, When ye pray, ufe 
not vain Repetitions, as the Heathens do: Be not ye 
therefore like unto them, for your Father knoweth 
what things ye have need of, before ye afk. After 

this manner therefore Pray ye; Our Father which 
art in Heaven, &c. And fo he giveth them feveral 
particular Heads, what they fhould pray for, and 
after he had done that, he rehearfeth thefe Words 
again; *Ifye forgive Men their ‘Prefpafies, your Hea- 
venly Father will forgive you; but if ye forgive 
not Men their ‘Crefpaffes, neither will your Heaven- 
ly Father forgive you your Trefpaffes, Mat.6. And 
again he faith unto one of his Difciples, who defir’d 

him to teach them to pray, he faid unto them, 


When ye ftand praying, forgive if ye have ought 


again{t any, that your Father alfo which is in Hea- 
ven, may forgive you your Trefpafles; but if you 
do not forgive, neither will your Father which is in 
Heaven forgive your Trefpafles, Afark 11. 25. | 
Now how the Bifhops, and all their Officers which 
they imploy under them, forgive thofe that Tref- 
pafs againft them, is manifefted by their Courts 
they keep; as alfo all the Papifts, Bifhops, Priefts, 
and Jefuites, that make this Prayer be faid over fo 
often by their People, how they forgive thofe that 
Trefpafs againft them, is alfo manifefted by their 
Inquifitions, Wracks and Tortures; and yet this 
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| Prayer they make their ground for all the Forms, 


_ | and forming up of Prayers, which is quite contrary 


to the Apoftle’s Practice and DoGtrine; for he faith, — 
We are faved by hope ; but hope that is feen, that 


} is not hope; but if we hope for that we fee not, then 


do we with Patience wait for it. Likewife the Spi- 
rit helpeth our Infirmitities; for we know not what 
we fhould pray for as we ought, but the Spirit it 


felf maketh Interceflion for us, with Groanings which 


cannot be uttered; and he that fearcheth the Heart, 
knoweth the Mind of the Spirit, becaufe he maketh 
Interceflion for the Saints, according to the Will of 
_ And this Spirit is he that knows the Mind of 


Chrift, and the Will of God; and therefore the Apo- 
ftle faith, I will pray with the Spirit, and I will - 


pray with Underftanding alfo, 1Cor.14. For the 
Spirit, faith he, fearcheth all things, even the deep 
things of God; for what Man knoweth the things. 
of a Man, fave the Spirit of a Man that is in him; 
even fo the things of God knoweth no Man, fave 
the Spirit of God: For the Natural Man knoweth 
not the things of the Spirit of God, for they are 
foolifhnefs to him, becaufe they are fpiritually dif- 
cerned. So how can thefe Natural Men, that read 
a Prayer in a Book, pray unto God, that know not 
the things of God? and what effet can fuch Prayers 
have? Indeed the Prayers of the Righteous avail 
much, if they be fervent: But can their Prayers a- 
vail that are unrighteous, and know not the things 
of God, neither have any fervency in them? 

But the Apoftle faith, We know the Mind of 
Chrift; and therefore he faith, Be kindly affectioned | 
one towards another, with Brotherly Love, in Ho- 
nour preferring one another; not flothful in Bufinefs, 


fervent in Spirit, ferving the Lord: Rejoycing in 
| Hope, patient in Tribulation, continuing inftantin 
Prayer, Rom. 12.12. And again, Peter faith, As — 


every Man hath received the Gift, even fo minifter, 
the fame one to another, as good Stewards of the 
manifold 
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tnanifold Grace of God: If any Man fpeak, let hiirn 


fpeak as the Oracles of God ; if any Man minifter, 


let him do it as of the ability which God giveth; 


that God in all things may be glorified, 1 Per. 4. 


So here is a great difference between this fort of 


Praying that the Apoftle here mentions, and Pray- 


ing by that which is called the Common-Prayer ; 


which indeed is common, and may: be common to— 


any that have Eyes and can read it; as alfo faying 
the Pater-Nofters and Ave-Maries of the Papifts, 


| though they call that which Chrift taught his‘Difci-. 


ples the Pater-nofter, but he did not call it fo; tho’ 
they patter it over, and teach all People to patter 


it over, but he did not fo with thofe he taught it; _ 


but he told them, they fhould not ufe vain Repeti- 
tions, nor vain Bablings,; and he taught them in 


- the Holy Spirit of the Lord, and fo directed them 
that they might learn it in that Spirit, or elfe he 

~ would not have learned them to have prayed, That 
~ the Will of God might be done on Earth, as it was 


in Heaven. Vain-bablers and Patterers over of ma- 
ny Words, do not the Will of God on Earth, as it 


\is in Heaven, but this Prayer is abufed by them all, 
as many other places of Scripture are. And this 


may ferve for the Second Particular of their Worfhip, 


_ which is Prayer. 


The Third is their which indeed is more 
like May-gaming than Worfhipping of God, play- 
ing and piping of Organs, and fetting a Company 
of wild, ungodly, light Boys to fing Tunes to them, 
which is fuch a kind of Worfhip, as no Chriftians 


in the Primitive Times exercifed. 


It’s true, there was in David’s and Solomon’s Days, 
fuch as were appointed to minifter in way of Singing 
and giving Thanks; as David, when he had brought 


the Ark of God, and fet it in the midft of the Tent, 


which he had made for it, he offered Burnt-offerings 


and Peace-offerings before God; and he appointed 


certain of the Levites to minifter before the Ark of 
the Lord, and to record, thank and praife the Lord 


God 
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God of Ifrael.. Afapb the chief, and next to him 
Zachariah, Faaziel, Shemiramoth, Febiel, Mattathiab, 
Eliab, Benaiab, and Obed-Edom, 1 Chron.15,16, and 
47. and Febiel, with Pfalteries and with Harps: 
But Afapb made a Sound with Cymbals, Benaiah 
and alfo Eliezer the Priefts with Trumpets, -conti- 
nually before the Ark of the Covenant of God. 


§ Then on that day David delivered firft this Pfalm, 


to thank the Lord, into the hands of 4/zpb and his 
Brethren, who were the Singers: Give thanks unto 
the Lord, call upon his Name, &c. Pfal.1o5. This 


was upon a {pecial Occafion, when the Ark of God | 


was brought up among them: And thofe that David 


| committed this Pfalm unto, were fuch as were ap- 
| pointed of God for that Place and Office, as 4/aph, © 


and thofe that were called to that Office. 
~Alfo Solomon had Singing-Men and Singing- 
Women, Ecclef. 2.8. and them of this Order came 
with them again out of the Captivity in Babylon, 

But thefe were all before Chrift: And why may 
not Chriftians as well imitate Circumcifion, Burnt- 
offerings and Sacrifices, which were in the time of 
the Law, as well as imitate with Singing-Boys ? 
And we do not find that any of the Apoftles and 
Saints in the Primitive Times did fing David’s Pfalms 
in Meeter and Rhime, and turn his Lamentations, 
and Groanings, and Sufferings, and Tears, and An- 
guifh of his Bones, being burned like a Hearth, and 
that he was as a Pe/ican in the Wildernefs, and like 
an Ow/ in the Defart; when he cryed out, that 
his Heart was {mitten and withered, and his Prayers 
and Cries, Pfal.102. 

We do not find that the Apoftles turned this ftate 
of Weeping and Lamentation of his into Rhime and 
Meeter, and fang it: But Chrift and his Apoftles, — - 
and Chriftians and Saints, when they fung, they 
fang with the Spirit in Praifes to the Lord, and in 
the Joy and Rejoycing of the Spirit. This was not | 
to take another Man’s Sighs, and Groanings, and — 

Cc Lamen- 
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- Lamentations, and Tears, and Cries, to turn this in- 
to’a Song, and fing it: This is not the Truth, neither 
is it the Practice of the Spirit of Truth. But when 


the Soul and the Spirit is joyful in the Lord, and] 


enjoys his Prefence, and feels his Life; then there 
is Joy, and Honour, and Praifes given to the Lord 

God, in the Truth and in the Reality, in his own 
_ Spirit; and this Glory and Praifes,are acceptable to 


the Lord God: And therefore doth the Apoftle fay, } 
I will pray with the Spirit, and with the Under-} 


-flanding alfo; I will fing with the Spirit, and with 
the Underftanding alfo, 2Cor.14. Yet the Apoftle 
_ did not turn his Praying into Singing, nor any that 
have the Spirit of the Lord Jefus to pray and fing 
with; but when they pray, they pray unto the Lord, 
and when they fing, they fing unto the Lord, yet 

‘ both by his own Holy Spirit. | | 
When Chrift Jefus and his Difciples were at the 
Paffover, and that he had broken the Bread, and 
given them the Cup of the New Teftament, he faid 
unto them, I will drink no more of the Fruit of the 
Vine, until the day that I drink it new in the 
Kingdom of God. And when they had fung an 
Hymn, they went out into the Mount of O/ives, 

Mark 14. 26. 

And according to this, the Apoftle in his Exhor- 
tation to the Epbefians, among many other Particu- 
Jars, he faith, Be not drunk with Wine.wherein is 
excefs: But be filled with the Spirit, fpeaking to 
your felves in Pfalms and Hymns and Spiritual 
‘Songs, finging and making melody in your. Hearts 
to the Lord; giving thanks always for all things 
unto God the Father, in the Name of our Lord Jefus 

Chrift, Epbef.5. 19, 20. | 
_. And again, in his Epiftle to the Co/offians, he 
faith, Let the Word of Chrift dwell richly in you, 
in all Wifdom, teaching and admonifhing one ano- 
ther, in Pfalms, and Hymns, and Spiritual Songs, 
finging with Grace in your Hearts to the Lord. 
Likewile the Apoftle Fames faith, Is any among 
| you 


fend, 
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you afflifed? let him pray; is any merry? let him 
fing Pfalms, fam.5. 


_ But he faith not, fing thofe Pfalms which David 


fung; but the Apoftles fung in the Spirit, with 
Grace in their Hearts, as before; and faid, Thofe 
that do Glory and Rejoyce, let them do it in the 
Lord; and in fo doing, they may worfhip and give 


thanks unto the Lord, in Rejoycing and Singing, 


as well as in other parts of Worfhip, in the Spirit 


of the Lord God: But thefe are not wild, wicked, 


ungodly People and Boys, who are imployed in this 
Service in our Days; but the Lord’s Holy Spirit, 


where it dwells, and rules, and lives, is the fame as — 


ever it was, and can worfhip the Father in Spirit 
and in Truth; who is a Spirit, and his Worfhip is 
in his own Spirit ; and this Spirit fpeaking, or pray- 
ing, or finging, worfhips him. 
More might be faid concerning their Altars, and 
Bowing, and Cringing to Stocks and. Stones, and 
calling Wood and Stones, fet together by Men’s 
Hands, and adorned with Inventions, 4 Church; but 
all this will fall together. Since that Temple that 
Solomon built, which God commanded, Chrift faid, 
fhould not be left one Stone upon another of its — 
Building, but it fhould be all thrown down, thefe 
Popifh Houfes have no long Reign. And fo this 
may ferve for the finifhing of the Third Particular, 
and Fourth Head, which we except againft, which 
is their Worfhip. | 
The Fifth is their Praétice, which is fo large, and 
indeed fo contrary to all Scripture-Rule, it is much 
to exprefs the Heads of it, except it be fuch as are 
practifed in it; for the Body of Darknefs is deep, 
and is fuch a Puddle to rake in, that it is fit for 
none, but thofe whofe Garments are filthy and de- 
filed, to meddle with: Yet for the Seed’s fake, 
which is kept in Bondage and in Captivity, in and 
by this Power of Darknefs, that hath lodged in this 
Body of Teachers and Preachers, who have called 
themfelves Chriftians, both Papiits, and Proteftants, 
in 
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in this Night of Apoftacy, that the true Church of | 


God hath been in the Wildernefs, and the Witnefles 
prophefied in Sackcloth ; this hath been a Night of 
Darknefs, but the Day is fpringing, Glory to the 


-* Lord for ever: I fay, for this Seed’s fake, we fhall 


proceed to mention fome particular Heads of their 
Practice, and try them by the Scriptures. 
And the firft 1s that which they call their Study- 
ing, and their placing the very Foundation of their 
Call, and all their Practices in that Function, in that 
which they call Learning; which thing we never 
find, neither in the Old Teftament nor New, that 
they, who were called to the Office of the Prieft- 
hood, obtained it by fuch ways and means as they 
ufe, vz. That which they call their Studies and 
- Fountains of Learning, which is their Univeriities ; 
and in them, fo many feveral Orders and Degrees; 
to ordain and appoint fuch as belong to that Fundion 
of the Miniftry, which we do not find in the Old 
Teftament, that either Azron or his Sons, or thofe 
that were of the Tribe of Levi, were ordained after 
fuch a manner, and by fuch Orders as they pretend 
‘to theirs; for when the Lord fpake unto Mofes for 
the fetting up of the Tabernacle, and after what 
manner he fhould do all things about it ; he faid, 
Thou fhalt fet the Laver betwixt the Tent of the 
Congregation and the Altar, and thou fhalt put Wa- 
ter therein, and thou fhalt bring 4aron and his Sons 
unto the Door of the Tabernacle of the Congregation, 
and wafh them with Water; and thou fhalt put up- 
on Aaron the holy Garments, and anoint him, and 
fanctifie him, that he may minifter unto me in the 
Prieft’s Office; and thou fhalt bring his Sons, and 
cloath them with Coats, and thou fhalt anoint them 
as thou didft their Father, that they may minifter un- 
to me in the Priefts Office; for their Anointing fhail 
 -furely be an everlafting Priefthood throughout their 
Generations: Thus did Mofes according to all that 
the Lord commanded him, for he fet the Laver be- 
tween the Tent of the Congregation and the Altar, 
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and Mofes, and Aaron and his Sons, wafhed their 


Hands and their Feet thereat, as the Lord com- 
manded Mofes, Exod. 28, 29. chap. Levit. 8. | 

Moreover, the Lord faid unto Mofes, Take the 
Levites from among the Children of I/rae/, and 
cleanfe them; and thus fhalt thou do unto them, to 
cleanfe them, Sprinkle Water of Purifying upon | 
them, and let them fhave them, all their Flefh, and 
let them wafh their Clothes, and fo make them 
clean; then let them take a young Bullock, with 
his Meat-offering, even fine Flower mingled with. 
Oil; and another young Bullock thou fhalt take for 
a Sin-offering ; and thou fhalt bring the Levites be- 
fore the Tabernacle of the Congregation; and thou 
fhalt gather the whole Affembly of the Children of 
I/rael together, and thou fhalt bring the Levites 
before the Lord, and the Children of I/rae/ thall 
put their Hands upon the Levites, and Aaron thall 
offer the Levites before the Lord, for an Offering 
for the Children of I/rae/, that they may execute 
the Service of the Lord; and the Levites fhall lay. 
their Hands upon the Heads of the Bullocks, and 
thou fhalt offer the one for a Sin-offering, and the 
other for a Burnt-offering unto the Lord, to make 
an Atonement for the Levites; and fhalt fet the Le- - 


|vites before Aaron, and before his Sons, and offer 


them for an Offering to the Lord. Thus fhalt thou 
feparate the Levites from among the Children of 
I/rael, and the Levites fhall be mine; and after that 
ihall the Levites go in, to do the Service of the Ta- 
bernacle of the Congregation, and thou fhalt cleanfe 
them, and offer them for an Offering; for they are 
wholly given unto me from among the Children of 
V/rael, inftead of fuch as open every Womb, even 
inftead of the Firft-born of all the Children of J/-- 
rael, 1 have taken them unto me; for all the Firft- 
born of the Children of I/rae/ are mine, both Man— 
and Beaft, in the day that I {mote the Firft-born in 
the Land of Egypt, I fanctified them for my felf, 
and I have taken cpm for all the Firft-born. 
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of the Children of I/rae/, and I have given the Le- 
vites asa gift to Aaron,.and to his Scns, from among 

the Children of J/rae/, to do the Service of the Chil- 

_ dren of J/rae/ in the Tabernacle of the Congrega- 
tion, to make an Atonement for the Children of 


Ufrael, that there be no Plague among them, when 


they come nigh my Sanctuary. 
And Maofes and Aaron, and the Congregation of 
Ifrael, did unto the Levites, according as the Lord 
commanded them; and the Levites were purified, 
and they wafhed their Garments, and Azron offered 
them as an Offering before the Lord, and Aeron 
made an Atonement for them, to cleanfe them, and 


after that the Levites went in to do their Service in 


the Tabernacle of the Congregation, before Aaron, and 
before his Sons: And the Lord fpake unto Mofes, 
faying, This is it that belongeth to the Levites, from 
Twenty Years Old and upwards, they fhall go in 
to wait upon the Service of the Tabernacle of. the 
Congregation, and from the Age of Fifty Years 
they fhall ceafe waiting upon the Service thereof, 
and fhall ferve no more; but fhall minifter with 
their Brethren in the Tabernacle of the Congrega- 
tion, to keep the Charge, and fhall do no Service: 
~ Thus fhalt thou do unto the Levites touching their 
Charge, Numb. 8. 
- Now here is nothing of Studying, or going to the 
_ Univerfities, nor diving, nor divining into the Bo- 
dy of Darknefs, which defiles and pollutes; but 
here was Waihing, and Cleanfing, and Purifying, 
and an Offering of two Bullocks, one for a Sin- 
' offering, another for a Burnt-offering, the Levites 
_ being offered, and they laying their Hands upon the 
Heads of the Offerings, and Mofes making an A- 
tonement for them, to cleanfe them, before they 
could be admitted into the Service, (thefe things 
were typical; ) and then they were to. wait from 
Twenty five Years, and upwards unto Fifty Years, 
before they might ceafe waiting, and then they 
were to minifter with their Brethren in the — 
nacle 
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nacle; but they did not wait at the Univerfities, 


and at the Schools of Learning ; but they waited 


upon the Service of the Tabernacle of the Congre- 
gation; for the Lord had called them for that end, 
that they might make an Atonement for the Chil- 
dren of Ifrae/, that there might be no Plague a- 
mong them. 
So that it is ftrange that Minifters that profefs 
Chriftianity, and profefs themfelves to be Minifters 
of Chrift, and Minifters of the Gofpel, fhould run 
into fuch Extravagances, being that they profefs the 
Scriptures, and that they fhould not walk in By- | 
Paths; but they go quite oppofite to what the Scrip- 
tures of Truth hold forth concerning both the firft 
and fecond Priefthood. It is true indeed, the Lord 
complaineth by his Prophets, when I/rae/ was gone 
away from the Lord, and turned unto Idolatry and 
Abomination, and was in Rebellion againft him, 


then he complains of their Teachers, That they {peak 


a Divination of their own Brain, and not from the 
Mouth of the Lord; but the Lord faith, That he 
will fruftratethe Tokens of the Lyars, and make the 
Diviners mad, and turn the Wife Men backward, 
and make their Knowledge Foolifh. Ifa. 44. 

And again, he complains of the Blind Watchmen, 
and faid, They are all Ignorant, they are all dumb 
Dogs, they cannot Bark, Sleeping, lying down to 
Slumber; yea, they are greedy Dogs, which can 
never have enough; and they are Shepherds that 
cannot underftand, they all look to their own way, 


every onefor his Gain from his Quarter: Come ye, 


fay they, and I will fetch Wine, and we will fill our 
felves with Strong-Drink, and to Morrow thall beas 
this Day, and much more abundant, Jfai.56. 
_ Again, the Lord complains of them by his Pro- 
phet Feremiah, Feremiah’s Heart was broken within 
him becaufe‘of the Prophets, and his Bones did fhake 
like a drunken Man, becanfe of the Lord, and the 
Word of his Holinefgs; For the Land, faith he, is 
full of Adulteries; for becaufe of Swearing the Land | 
Cc 4 ‘mourneth 
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mourneth : For Prophet. and Prieft are Prophane , 


yea, in my Houfe have I found their Wickednefs, 
faith the Lord. Wherefore their Ways fhall be unto 


them as flippery Ways, in the Darknefs they fhall 


be driven on, and fall therein. I will bring Evil 
upon them, even the Year of their Vifitation, faith 


the Lord. Thus faith the Lord of Hofts, Hearken 
- not unto the Words of the Prophets that prophefie 
unto you; they make you vain, they {peak a Vifion 


of their own Heart, and not out of the Mouth of the 
Lord. They fay ftill unto them that defpife me, 
The Lord hath faid, ye fhall have Peace. And they 


fay unto every one that walketh after the Imagina- | 


tions of his own Heart, No Evil fhall come upon 


“you. But behold! The Whirlwind of the Lord is 


come forth in Fury, and it fhall fall grievoufly up- 
on the Head of the Wicked; The Anger of the Lord 
fhall not return, till he hath executed, and till he 


hath performed the Thoughts of his Heart. Inthe §- 


latter Days ye fhall confider it perfectly. I have 
not fent thefe Prophets, I have not fpoken unto 


them, yet they prophefied. I heard when the Pro- 


phet faid, that prophefied Lyes in my Name, which 
caufe my People to forget my Name, as their Fa- 
thers have forgotten my Name for Baa/. Is not my 
Word like a Fire, faith the Lord, and like a Ham- 
mer, that breaketh the Rocks in Pieces? Therefore 
behold! Iam again{t the Prophets, faith the Lord, 
that fteal my Words every one from his Neighbour. 
Behold! I am againft the Prophets, faith the Lord, 
that ufe their Tongues, and fay, He faith, Behold ! 
{am again{t them that prophefie falfe Dreams, and 
tell them, and caufe my People to err through their 
Lyes, and by their Lightnefs; and yet I fent them 
not, nor commanded them: Therefore they fhall 
not profit my People at all, faith the Lord, Fer 23. 

And again the Lord faid unto me, The Prophets 


_ prophefie Lyes inmy Name. I fent them not, nei- 


ther commanded I them, ‘neither fpake I unto them, 


"yet they prophefied unto you q falf Vifion, and a 


Divination 
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_ Divination, and a thing of nought, and the Deceit 
of their Heart, Chap. 14. Therefore hearken not-ye 
to your Prophets, nor to your Diviners, nor to your 
Inchanters, nor to your Sorcerers; for I have nat 

_ fent them, yet they prophefie a Lye in my Name, 
that I might drive you out, and ye might perifh, 
Fer. 27, Forthus faith the Lord of Hofts, the God 
of Ifrael, Let not your Prophets, nor your Diviners, 
that be in the midft of you, deceive you, for they- 
prophefie falfly unto you; I have not fent them, 
faith the Lord, Fer. 29. 3 

And Ezekiel faith, Her Prophets have daubed them 

! with untemper’d Morter; feeing Vanity, divining 
Lyesunto them, faying, Thus faith the Lord, when 
the Lord hath not fpoken, Ezek. 22. 28. 

And Zechariab {aith, The Idols have fpoken Va- 
nity, and Diviners have feen a Lye, and have told 
falfe Dreams, and have comforted in vain, Zech. 

_ And Micab faith, Then fhall the Seers be afhamed, — 
and Diviners confounded ; yea, they fhall all cover 
their Lips, for there is no Anfwer from God, 
Micab. 3. 7. 

After the Children of I/rae/ and Fudab were fal~. 
len away from the Lord God, and from his Wor- — 
dhip and Service, into Idolatry, and worfhipping of 
Baal, then their Priefts, and Prophets, and Teach- 
ers, fell to Divining, and Enchanting in the Power 
of Darknefs, and fell into all manner of Wickednefs,

Days, in this Night of Apoftacy, in which the A- 
— poftle Fobn faid that Antichrift fhould come, have 

taken Example by thefe falfe Prophets, and falfe 
Teachers, that were fallen away from the Lord, 
and from the Ordinances of his Law, that he gave 


out to thofe that were to mimifter at the Altar, and 


were to minifter in the Priefts Office: When they 
were fallen away into Idolatry, they then fell into 
Divination, and digging and diving into the Dark- 


nefs and Imagination of their wicked Hearts, and fo | ) 


_ fpake falfe Vifions, and falfe Dreams, and falfe 
Prophefies, and faid, The Lord faith, when the 


Lord had never fpoken to them. So it hath been 


with our profeffed Chriftian Minifters, in this time 
of Apoftacy, fince the Apoftles Days; they read 
the Prophets Words and faid, Thus faith the Lord. 
And they read Chrift’s Words, and. the Holy Apo- 
ftles Words, who worfhipped the only true God, 
and {pake in and by his Holy Spirit. And they 


will confefs the Lord never fpake unto 
ba hein, neither do they ever expect to know Revela- § 
* tion, nor hear the Voice of God, as the Apoftles— 


did; For they have preached to People, that that 


1s ceafed. 
- And though it is true, that it hath been ceafed 


among them, in their dark Night of Apoftacy ; yet § 


the Holy Spirit of the Lord Jefus Chrift, which 
{pake in him, and in all his Holy Apoftles, is alive, 
and lives for evermore; which he fent, and fignified 
by his Servant Fobn, Rev. 1. Whe bare record of 
the Word of God, and the Teftimony of Jefus 
Chrift, and of all things that he faw. Who, when 
he faw him, fell at his Feet as dead ; and he laid his 
right Hand upon him, faying, Fear not, I am the 
Firft and the Laft; Iam he that liveth and was 
dead, and behold! I am alive for evermore, and 
have the Keys of Helland Death. Write the iit 
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which thou haft feen, and the things which are, 
and the things which fhall be hereafter. And this 
Revelation which Fobn faw of Jefus Chrift, will as 
furely be fulfilled, as all the other Scriptures that 
prophefied formerly of his coming in the Flefh; 
who in the fulnefs of time came and fulfilled all that 
was written of him. Socertainly will he come and 
fulfil the Revelations that have been of him, and 
of his Power and great Glory, and of his coming in 


his Spirit; and in his Revelation, by which he re- 


veals the Father, as he faid himfelf in the Days of © 


| his Flefh, Hereafter I will not fpeak unto you in 
| Proverbs, but I will fhew plainly of the Father, 


Fobn 17. Howbeit, when the Spirit of Truth is 


come, he will guide you into all Truth. And this 
hath the Lord fulfilled, and will fulfil in his Day 
and time appointed; For the Times and Seafons are 


in the Father’s Hand, although they who have been 
inthe Darknefs, have ftriven to put this Light out, 
when it would have fhined in their Time. a 
And therefore have they ftriven together, and 
combined together to make their Mountain Strong, 
and fet up Schools of Learning, as they call them, 
and educated Youth up in that Darknefs, and keep 
them ftudying and divining in their Brains, till 
many have ftudied themfelves out of their Wits; 
and fo they might follow their Orders, and Ordina- 
tions, and Degrees, one above another, and one 
below another; and none might fpeak, nor preach, 
nor read, no nor teach School; but fuch as take 
Orders, or Degrees, or Licences from them: And 
all os is quite contrary to Scripture-Rule and Ex- 
ample. 


‘It is true, the Apoftle exhorted the Theffalonians 
to — be quiet, and to do their own Bufinefs, 
and to Work with their own Hands, 1 Thef. 4. 11. 
And wrote to Timothy, to ftudy to be approved to 
God, a-Workman that needeth not to be afhamed, 
tightly dividing the Word of Truth, | 
This was not Studying in their Carnal Wifdom, 
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to be approved of Men, to ftudy to invent an Hours 
Talk to pleafe Men, and fo they take the Scripture, 
and Garnifh, and Adorn, and Flourifh this dark. 
muddy Stuff with it, and when they have done, 
fell it for Money ; and fo bear Rule by the Poor Peo- 
ples Means, and the poor People are kept fo in Dark- 
nefs and Ignorance by them, that the People love 
to have it fo. But, as the Prophet Ifaiah faith, 
What will they do in the end thereof ? oF 
But furely the Lord is coming to gather his Flock, 
according as he fpake by his Prophet Ezekze/, As I 
live, faith the Lord God, becaufe my Flock 1s be- 
come a Prey, and becaufe there is no Shepherd, nei- 
ther did the Shepherds fearch for my Flock; but they. 


feed themfelves, and not my Flock: Behold! Iam — 
-againft the Shepherds, I will require my Flock at 


their Hands; neither {hall the Shepherds feed them- 
felves any more. I will deliver my Flock from 


their Mouths. As a Shepherd feeketh out his Flock, 
amthe Day that he is among his Sheep; fo will I feek 


out my Sheep, and will deliver them, Ezekiel 34. 
So the Lord will fulfil his faithful Word, which 
changeth not; however they .promife themfelves 
Peace, till fudden DeftruGtion come upon them. 

_ For fo Chrift faid, when he fpake of the coming

_ So thefeare none of the Priefts of our Days, that 
come from the Univerfities, and have their Orders 
and Degrees from thence, for they confefs them- | 
felves to be all polluted and filthy, from the Crown 
of the Head, to the Sole of the Foot ; and they telk 
People they muft never be free from Sin and Iniqui- 


‘— ty, and they muft never look for Revelations: So 
) thefe are none of Levi’s Tribe, for he turned many 
from Iniquity, and the-People were to feek the Law 
f his Mouth; becaufe the Law of Truth was in his © 

Mouth. 


And fo by what hath been fpoken before concern- 
ing their attaining to the Miniftry, as alfo their 
Principles what they hold; you fee that they are 


4 none of God’s Minifters under the Law, neither did 
-any that were ordain’d of God to be Minifters under 


the Law, attain to it by fuch means, or in fuch a 


-manner as they have done to theirs, viz. by School- 


Learning, neither are they God’s Minifters under 


the Gofpel: So that they are neither God’s Minifters 


under the Law nor Gofpel. i 
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‘As alfo Chrift, thofe that he chofe to be Mini¢ 


fers, you may read what fort of Men they were, 


When he was on the Coaft of Zebulon and Napbthaili, 
he preached unto them Repentance. And as Jefus 


was walking by the Sea of Galilee, he faw two Bre- | 


—thren;, Peter and Andrew, and he called them: They 
_ were cafting their Nets into the Sea, for they were 
Fifhers; and he faith unto them, Follow me, and I 
will make you Fifhers of Men: And ftraightway 


they followed him, Mat.4. Mark 1. And when he 
a 


gone a little farther thence, he faw Fames the 
Son of Zebedee, and Fobz his Brother, who alfo were 


in a Ship mending their Nets, and ftraightway he ] 


called them: And they left their Father in the Ship 


with the Servants, and went after him. Matthew | | 
was a Pyblican, SimonaCanaanite. Alfo when Chrift 
fent forth the Seventy, Lue 10. there were no Uni- 


-werfities provided for them, nor had they Ordina- 

tions or Degrees from thence; but ye may read, 

wey had their Command and Commiffion from 
im. | 

_ And again, when he had wrought the Miracle on 

the Man that was fick of the Palfie, As he pafled 


from thence, he faw a Man named Matthew, fitting 


at the Receipt of Cuftom, and he faid- unto him, 
Follow me; and he arofe and followed him, Mat- 

- Alfo Jefus, when he was going forth into Ga/i/ee, 
findeth Phi/ip, and faith unto them, Follow me: 


Philip findeth Nathaniel, and faith unto him, We | 
have found him of whom Mofes in the Law and in 


the Prophets did write, Fe/us of Nazareth, the Son 
of Fofepb, John1. Alfo two of Foba’s Difciples, when 
they had heard him fpeak, and looked upon him, 
- followed Jefus,; and one of them which followed him 
was Andrew, Simon Peter’s Brother, and he faith un- 
to his Brother, We have found the Meffiah, which 
by Interpretation is Chrift, Fobz 1. 

And thus they had the Teftimony of Chrift Jefus 
in their Confciences, through which they gave up 


all, 
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ter this, when the Apoftle Paz/ was ca 


all, and forfook all, and followed him; and he ha- 
ving all Power in Heaven and in Earth given unto 
him, gave them Power and Authority over unclean 
Spirits; infomuch that they faid, the Devils were - 
fubjet unto them. And when they came unto him, 


- and told him, he faid unto them, Rejoyce not that | 


the Devils are fubje& unto you; but rather rejoyce 


_ that your Names are written in Heaven. And this 


was their Power, and the matter of their Joy, that 
they had their Teftimony and Commiffion from him, 
their Lord and Mafter. ee 

So here was no Ordinations of Men, nor Degrees — 
taken from Univerfities, nor Nurturing up in Schools 


of Aare as hath been in thefe latter Days; for 


this hath all been fince this Power and Spirit of the 
Lord Jefus hath been loft, and gone from, and re- 
belled againft, in this Night of Apoftacy. Alfo af- 

led to be a 
Minifter, he was called by Vifion, and by the Voice 
of God, and fent forth by the Command of his Word 


and Power, 26.16. and yet he confeffed him- 


felf, that he was brought up at the Feet of Gama/iel, 
and taught according to the perfect Law of the Fa- 
thers, 4s 22.3. Yet he defires his Brethren, to be- 
ware of Dogs, beware of Evil-workers, beware of 
the Concifion; for we are the Circumcifion, which 
worfhip God in the Spirit, and rejoyce in Chrift Je- 
fus, and have no Confidence in the Flefh; though E 
might alfo have a Confidence in the Flefh: If any 
other Man thinketh that he hath whereof he might 


. truft in the Flefh, I more. Circumcifedthe Eighth 


Day, of the Stock of I/rae/, &c. But what things 
were gain to me, thofe I counted lofs for Chrift: | 
Yea, doubtlefs I count all things but Drofs. for the 

Excellency of the Knowledge of Chrift Jefts my _ 


_Lord; for whom Ihave fuffered the !ofs of all things, 


and do count them but dung, that I may win Chrift, 
and be found in him, Pbi/. 2. 


Here the Apoftle clears himfelf concerning his 
Choice, and fees the Vanity of all tranfitory things ; 
| an 
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and this was a fit Minifter of the Eternal Gofpel of | 


_ Chrift, who did not build upon his Humane Know- 
ledge, Learning and Wifdom ; but chofe the Holy 


Spirit of the Lord God, the Crofs of Chrift, where- 


by he faid, he was crucified to the World, and the 
World tohim: And this is quite contrary to the 
Miniftration of Men’s Wifdom before mentioned. 


And ‘fo this may fuffice for the Firft Particular of | 


the Fifth Head, which is their Praétice, to wit, their 
Way and Means to attain to the Miniftry. 


The Second Particular of the Practice, is the li- ; 
miting and binding of People unto their Way and. 


Worfhip, by their Laws and Courts, which they 
call Ecclefiaftical, with the feveral Degrees of Of- 
fices to get Money from People, and to bring them 


into Bondage, and keep them in Awe and continual . 


Trouble, in tying of them up to their Inventions 
and Laws, which they make for their own Gain and 


. Advantage, not leaving poor People to the Liberty 


of their Confciences, and to the Freedom of their 
Spirits, but bind them to fuch things as pertain to 
their own Advantage, and Superiority, and in this 


lord it over poor People’s Eftates, Perfons, and 


Confciences ; and yet they call themfelves Gofpel- 
Minifters, and in Words profefs Chrift and Chriftia- 
nity. But this is quite contrary to the Practice and 
Fxample of Chrift, and his Apoftles and Minifters ; 
for thofe that he fent forth, into whatfoever City 
they went, they were to enquire who was worthy, 
and there to abide tillthey went thence. And when 
you come into one Houfe, falute it ; and if the Houfe 
be worthy, let your Peace come upon it; but if it be 
not worthy, let your Peace return to you; and who- 
foever fhall not receive you, nor hear your Words, 
when ye depart out of that Houfe, or City, fhake 
off the Duft of your Feet, Matr. 10. Mark faith 
— thus, And whofoever fhall not receive you, nor hear 
you, fhake off the Duft under your Feet, tor a Tefti- 
mony againft them; verily I fay unto you, It os 
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be more tolerable for Sodom and Gomorrab in the Day 
of Judgment, than for that City, Mark 6, : 

And again, when he fent out the Seventy, he faid 

unto them, Into whatfoever Houfe ye enter, firft 
fay, Peace be to this Houfe; and wee 
if the Son of Peace be there, your _ The fecond Particu- 
Peace fhall reft upon it; if not, it 7 of their Prattice, 


fhall return to you again: But in- binding and limi- 


ting People to their 
Worfhip, by citing 
them to their Courts. 


to. whatfoever City ye enter, and 
they receive you not, go your 
way into the Streets of the fame, a 

and fay, EventheDuft of your City, which cleaveth * _ 
on us, we do wipe off againft you; notwithftanding, 

be fure of this, that the Kingdom of God is come 
nigh unto you; but I fay unto you, it fhall be | 


| more tolerable in the Day of Judgment, &c. 


Luke 10. | 
And according to this Command of Chrift, Pzz/ 


and Barnabas, who were, feparated by the Holy 
-Ghoft for the Work of the Miniftry, when they had 


preached ‘the Gofpel among the Jews, and witnefled 
forth Chrift Jefus, and his Sufferings, among the 
Jews, who had crucified him, and alfo preached him 
unto the Gentiles, and the Jews contradicting Pay/’s 
Miniftry : Then Paz/ and Barnabas waxed bold, and 
faid, They would turn to the Gentiles; for, fay 
they, fo hath the Lord commanded us, faying, I 
will fet thee for a Light unto the Gentiles, that thou 
fhouldeft be my Salvation to the ends of the Earth: 
But when the Jews heard this, they ftirred up the 
devout and honourable Women, and chief Men of 
the City, and raifed Perfecution againft Pex/ and 
Barnabas, and expelled them out of their Coafts; but 
they fhook off the Duft of their Feet againft them, 
and came unto Iconium, Acts 12. 

This was that which the Minifters of Chrift, that 
he fent forth, were to do againft thofe that would 
not receive them; not to hale them to Courts, and 
punifh their. Bodies and Eftates, and make them give 
them Money, by their citing of them; if they did not 
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believe in their Doétrine, they did not deliver them 


up to the Civil Magiftrate, to lay their Laws upon 
them, and to whip them and fcourge them, as the 


Chriftians of thefe Ages have done, both Papifts and | 


Proteftants; what they cannot do with their Inqui- 
fitions and Bifhops Courts; they can deliver them 
up to the Civil Magiftrates, to their Racks and Tor- 
tures, and Hanging and Banifhment, and Imprifon- 


ment to Death; and this is the way that the Chri-. 


ftians cf thefe Jate Ages have ufed, with fuch as did 
not believe in their Doctrine of Darknefs, as many 
Thoufands of Witnefles might be inftanced, that 

have born their Teftimony againft them, even to 
- the lofs of their Lives and Blood ; and in this they 
have been like unto the High-Priefts, and Scribes, 
and Pharifees, and manifefted themfelves to be of 
that’Generation, which Chrift pronounced Woe up- 
on, That upon them may come all the Righteous 


Blood thed upon the Earth, from the Blood of Righ- | 


—teous Abe/, Mat. 22. 


But this was not the way that Chrift taught his 


Difciples todo; for he faid unto them, It 1s impof- 
fible but that Offences fhould come, but woe be to 
them by whom they come; it were better for him, 
that a Milftone were hanged about his Neck, and 
he caft into the Sea, than that he fhould offend one 
of thefe little ones. ‘Take heed to your felves: If 
thy Brother trefpafs again{ft thee, rebuke him; and 
if he repent, forgive him; and if he trefpafs againft 
thee feven times in a day, and feven times in a day, 
and turn again unto thee, faying, I repent, thou 
ihalt forgive him. And the Apoftles faid unto the 
Lord, Increafe our Faith; and the Lord faid, If 
ye had Faith as a Grain of Muftard-Seed, ye might 
fay unto thisSycamine-tree, Be thou plucked up by 
the Roots, and be thou planted into the Sea, and it 
fhould be fo, Luke 17. Here is the Power of their 
Fath and Miniftry. | | 

Moreover, he faith, If thy Brother fhall trefpafs 
again{t thee, go and tell him his fault between pie 
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and him alone: If he will hear thee, thou haft gain- 


ed thy Brother; but if he will not hear thee, take 
with thee one or two more, that in the mouth of 


two or three Witnefles every Word may be efta- 


blifhed; but if he fhall negle& to hear them, tell it 
unto the Church; but if he neglect to hear the 
Church, let him be unto thee as an Heathen Man, 
and a Publican. Here is no citing to the Bifhop’s 
Court, though he was to be brought.to the Church, 


‘it was but to inftrud him. and exhort him, and to 


fhew hini his fault; and if he would not hear, let — 
him be as an Heathen, or asa Publican ; not to de- 
liver him up to the Civil Magiftrate, or to be caft 


into Prifon all his Days, or to be tortured or racked. _ 


And when Peter heard thefe Exhortations of Chrift, 


he came unto his Mafter, and faid, Lord, how oft 


fhall my Brother fin againft me, and I forgive him, 


till feven times? Jefus faith unto him, I fay not un- 
to thee, till feven times, but till feventy times feven ; 
Therefore the Kingdom of God is likened unto a 


certain King, which would take an account of his | 
Servants, Mat. 18. | 
I defire the Mafters, and Upholders of the Courts 
and Inquifitions, Racks and Tortures, Imprifoners 
and Perfecutors, to read the remaining part of this 
Chapter, and fee whether they be not the Men that 
have owed much unto the Lord, and finned and 
tranfgrefled againft him, and had need to crave his 
Patience and Mercy, though they have been cruel 
with their Fellow-Servants, and have laid violent 
Hands on them, and have taken them by the Throat, 
and faid, Pay me the Debt, and would not have 
Patience, but caft into Prifon; fo that the Lord 
may well fay unto them, O ye wicked Servants, I 
forgave you, becaufe ye defired me; and fhould not 
ye have Compaffion on your Fellow-Servants; fure- 
ly the Lord is wroth for thefe things, and will de- 
liver you unto the Tormentors. 
Here ye fee, to ufe Violence and Cruelty, 1s ab- 
folutely contrary to the Dottrine and Command of 
Dd 2 Chriff, 
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Chrift, though fome bring that Scripture, where 
Chrift faith, Go into the High-ways and Hedges, 


and Compel them to come in: This*Chrift fpake 
when he was in the Houfe of one of the chief Phari- 
fees to eat Bread, and he exhorted them in feveral 
Particulars; one of them was, That when they made 
a Dinner, or a Supper, they fhould not invite their 
Friends, Brethren, Kindred, and Rich Neighbours; 
but when they made a Feaft, they fhould invite the 


Poor, which could not recompence them again: And 


when one of them that fate at Meat heard thefe 
gracious Words that proceeded from him, he faid 
unto him, Blefled is he that fhall eat Bread in the 
Kingdom of God; and then he fpake a Parable unto 
them, and faid, A certain Man made a great Sup- 
per, and invited many, who made Excufes, and did 


not come; as you may read in this 14th Chapter of 


Luke. And therefore it was that he fent into the 
High-ways and Hedges, becaufe thofe that were-bid- 
den, were not worthy to tafte of his Supper, neither 
went he about to compel them. And there were 
great Multitudes with him, and he turned and faid 
unto them, If any Man come to me, and hate not 
his Father and Mother, and Wife and Children, and 
Brethren and Sifters, yea, and his own Life alfo, 
he cannot be my Difciple. And whofoever doth 


“not bear his Crofs, and come after me, cannot be 


iny Difciple. 

And this Scripture they abufe, and make it a 
Cover for their Violence and Cruelty; but what is 
‘their Supper or Dinner, that People can receive, 
when they have compelled them? Is it worthy of 
forfaking Father and Mother, Wife and Children, 
Houfe and Lands, and ones own Life? I trow not. 
But this is but like the Scribes and Pharifees, when 
they came to Chrift, and faid, Why did his Difci- 
ples tranfgrefs the fradition of the Elders, in eat- 
ing with unwafhen Hands? But he anfwered and 
faid, Why do ye tranfgrefs the Commandments 
of God by your Traditions? In vain do they ea 
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fhip me, teaching for Doctrine the Traditions of 
Men, Mat.195. | 
_ And this hath been the Dotrine of our Ages laft 
_paft, the Traditions of Men, and Imaginations and 


Inventions of Men: By this they have holden up 
the Superiority, according as the Apoftle faith, 
Having Mens Perfons in Admiration becaufe of 
Advantage, and fo have Lorded over God’s Heri- 
tage; and fo have kept his People under the weight | 


| of Oppreflion, as the Scribes and Pharifees did ;— 


binding heavy Burthens grievous to be born: - But 

this is contrary to Chrift and his Apoftles Doctrin 

and Example; as hath been fhewed already. 
Moreover, the Apoftle Pau/, when he writeth his — 


fecond Epiftle to the Corinthians, chap,1. and re- 


lateth the Sufferings and Hardfhips that they had 


| paffed through, how that they had the Sentence of ° 


Death in themfelves; he faith, Now he which efta- 
blifheth us with you in Chrift, and hath anointed 
us if God, who hath alfo fealed us, and given us 


the Earneft of his Spirit in our Hearts; not that we 


have dominion over your Faith, but are helpers of 
your Joy; for by Faith ye ftand. Here the Apoftle 
did not bindthem, and limit them, nor called them 
to Courts, to keep them under Oppreflion and Pe- 
nalty in thofe things that were contrary to their 
Faith and Principles, this was contrary to Paxz/’s 
PraGtice; for when he called the Elders of the Church — 
of Ephefws unto him, he faid unto them, Ye know that 
from the firft day that I came unto you, after what 
manner I have been with you at all feafons, ferving 
the Lord with all Humility of Mind, and with ma- 
ny Tears and Temptations which befef me, and how 
I kept back nothing that was profitable unto you, 
but have fhewed you, and have taught you publick- 
ly, and from houfe to houfe; teftifying both to Jews 
and Greeks, Repentance towardsGod, and Faith to- 
wards our Lord Jefus Chrift. And when he goeson | 
mentioning his Sufferings, he faith, None of thefe 
things move me, neither count I my felf dear unto 
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omy felf, fo that I may finifh my Courfe with Joy, |. 
and the Miniftry which I have received of the Lord 
Jefus, to teftify the Gofpel of the Grace of God; for 
I have not fhunned to declare unto you the whole 
- Counfel of God. Take heed therefore unto your 
felves, and to the whole Flock of God, whereof the 
Holy Ghoft hath made you Overfeers, and feed the 
Church of God, which he hath purchafed with his 
Here the Apoftle gives them no Commiffion to 
opprefs or bondage thofe that they were Overfeers 
over, but to feed them, and to watch over them ,; 
For, faith he, after my Departure fhall grievous 
Wolves enter among you, not {paring the Flock. | 
Alfo of your own felves fhall Men arife, {peaking pre- 


_ This hath been fulfilled, and largly manifefted, 
Wolves and Devourers have had a large time fince 
. that Day. Alfo the Apoftle Perer faith thus, The } 
Elders which are among you I exhort, who anf alfo 
an Elder, and a Witnefs of the Sufferings of Chrift, 
and alfo a partaker of the Glory that fhall be re- 
vealed. Feed the Flock of God which is among 
you, taking the overfight thereof, not, by conftraint, 
but willingly: not for filthy Lucre, but of a ready 
‘Mind; neither as being Lords over God’s Heritage, 
but being Examples:to the Flock; and when the 
chief Shepherd fhall appear, ye fhall receive a Crown 
of Glory that fadeth not away, 1 Pet. 5. Here is 
a perfect Example and Rule for all the Overfeers of 
the Church of God. 

Moreover, when the Apoftle writes unto his Son 
Timothy, he faith, That the end of the Command- 
ment 1s Charity, out of a Pure Heart, and a good 


_Confcience, and Faith unfeigned. Alfo he exhorts 
him firft of all, That Supplications, Prayers, and 
{nterceffions, and giving of Thanks, be made for all 

Men; for Kings, and for all that arein Authority, 
_ that we may lead a quiet and peaceable Life, in all 
Godlinefs and Honefty. And fo he goes on, exhort- 


ing 


_verfe Things; Therefore Watch and Remember, €c. | 
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thisBifhop ; but never biddeth him fet up Courts, 


nor be a Lord over God's Heritage; for he faith, 


‘This is a true faying, If any any Man defireth the 


Office of a Bifhop, he defireth a good Work ; a Bi- 
{hop muft be Blamelefs, the Hufband of one Wife, 
Vigilant, Sober, of good Behaviour, given to Hof- 


 pitality, apt to teach. I believe our Bifhops are 
wanting here, becaufe they Hire and Imploy fo 
‘many petty Teachers under them; but he goes on, 


Not given to Wine, no Striker, not greedy of filthy 


-Lucre; but Patient, not a Brawler, not Covetous, 


(now our Laws and Courts fignifie the contrary of 
this) not a Novice, left being lifted up with Pride, 
he fall into Reproach, and the Snare of the Devil. 


Moreover, he muft have a good Report of thofe that 
are without, holding the Myftery of Faith ina pure 


Confcience: So the Apoftle goeth on, exhorting the 
Bifhops and Deacons, that they may know how to 


_ behave themfelvesin the Houfe of God, which is the 
Church of the Living God, the Ground and Pillar 


of Truth, 1 Jim: Chap.2,3. | 
So he goes dn, exhorting them what to Teach and 
Preach, and how to order the Church, in the 4th 
and sth Chapters, concerning the Elders, Elder- 
Men, and Elder-Women, Younger-Men, and Young- 


- er-Women; as alfo Servants, he directeth him how 


to go by way of Exhortotion to them all, and faith, 


If any Man.teach otherwife, and confent not to — 


wholfum Words, even the Words of our Lord Jefus 


-Chrift, and to the Doétrine which is according to 


Godlinefs, he is Proud, knowing nothing, doting 
about Queftions; So he gueth on, dehorting them 
from thofe things: But thou, O Man of God, faith 


he, flee thefé things, and follow after Righteouf 


nefs, Godlinefs, Faith, Love, Patience, and Meek- 
nefs; fight the Good Fight of Faith, lay hold on 
Eternal Life, whereunto thou art called, and haft 
profeffed a good Profeflion before many Witnefles , 
I give thee charge in the fight of God, who quick- 
neth all things, and = — Jefus, who before 
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keep this Commandment without Spet, unrebuke- 


able, until the appearing of our Lord Jefus Chrift ; 
O Timothy, keep that which is committed unto thy 


Truft, Chap. 6. 


Here is a weighty, and a hard Charge laid upon 


T imothy, the then Bifhop and Overfeer of the Church  . 


but here is nothing of making of Laws, and fetting 


up Courts, and opprefling People, jand keeping them. 


in Bondage and Slavery ; for when he writeth his 
Second Epiftle to Timothy, he faith, My dearly be- 
loved Son, Grace Mercy, and Peace, from God the 
Father, and from our Lord Jefus Chrift. When I 
call to Remembrance the unfeigned Faith that is in 
thee, which dwelt firft in thy Grandmother Lois, 


and thy Mother Eunice, and I am perfwaded that | 
in thee alfo: Wherefore I put thee in Remembrance, 


that thou ftir up the Gift of God which is in thee, 


by the putting on of my Hands; for God hath not 
- given-us the Spirit of Fear, but of Power, and of © 
Love, and of a found Mind: That good thing 


which was committed unto thee, keep, by the Holy 


Ghoft which dwelleth in us. This thou knoweft, — 
that all they which were in Afa be turned away 


from me; yet he doth not bid him Arraign them, 
nor call them up to Courts, nor Cite them, nor Ex- 
communicate them, nor caft them into Prifon; but 
he exhorts him to be ftrong in the Grace that is in 


-Chrift Jefus; and he layeth down how he fhould 


teach the People; and commit thofe things he hath 


heard of him unto faithful Men. And thou there- 
fore endure Hardnefs, as a good Soldier of Jefus — 


Chrift. And if a Man alfo ftrive for Maftery, yet 
he is not Crowned, except he ftrive Lawfully. Con- 
fider what I fay, faith he, and the Lord give thee 
an Underftanding in all things: Study to {hew thy 
felf approved unto God, a Workman that needeth 
not beafhamed, rightly dividing the Word of Truth: 
but {hun prophane and vain Bablings; and fo he goes 


_ on exhorting him, faying, Flee alio youthful Lufts, 


but 


Pontivs Pilate witneffled a sood Confeffion, that thou — 
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but follow Righteoufnefs, Faith, Charify, and Peace 


with them that call on the Lord out of a pure 


Heart; but foolifh and unlearned Queftions avoid,. 


knowing that they gender to Strife; and the Ser- 
vant of the Lord muft not ftrive; but be gentle un-— 
to all Men, apt to teach, Patient, InftruGing them 
that oppofe themfelves, if God peradventure will 
give them Repentance to the acknowledging of the 
Truth; and that they may recover themfelves out 
of the Snare of the Devil, 27im. 2. oe 
This is contrary to the Striving and.Contention, 
that hath been by our Bifhops and Deacons, that 
have profefled thefe Scriptures, both Papi/ts and 


teftants; one ftriving with Inquifitions and Racks, 


Tortures; the other ftriving and Terrifying 


poor People, with their Courts, and Chancellors, 
and Prifons, and Commiflaries, and Subordinate 
Officers not a few; infomuch that there hath been 
fuch a Yoke of Bondage upon the Necks of the Poor 
and Innocent, that Grievous Groans have afcended . 
under it, from them unto the Lord: But of this 
the Apoftle was a true Prophet to his Son Timothy, 
the then Bifhop and Overfeer of the Churches of — 
God. This know alfo, faith he, That in the laft 
Days, Perilous Times fhall come; for Men fhall be 
lovers of their own felves, Covetous, Boafters, Proud, — 
Blafphemers, without Natural Affection, Falfe Ac- 

cufers, Fierce, Defpifers of thofe that are Good, 
Heady, High-minded, Lovers of Pleafure more than 
Lovers of God, having q Form of Godlinefs, but 
denying the Power thereof. See here, Is not this 


| fulfilled? But the Apoftle faith unto Timothy, From 


fuch turn away; for of this fort are they which 
creep into Houfes, and lead Captive filly Women, 
Jaden with Sin, and divers Lufts, ever Learning, 
and never able to come to the Knowledge of the 
Truth. | 

And hath not this been our State and Condition 


Hin all this Night of Apoftacy? Have they not crept 


into Houfes, and called them Churches? And he 
ept 
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kept People ever Learning, but they never brought 
— them to the Knowledge of the true Church, nor of the 
true God. And the Apoftle faith farther unto him, — 
But thou haft known my Dotrine, manner of Life, 
Purpofe, Faith, Long-fuffering, Patience, Charity ; 
continue thou in the things that thou haft learned, 
_and haft been affured of, knowing of whom thou haft- 
learned them, 2 7zm.3. I charge thee before God, and 
the Lord Jefus Chrift, Preach the Word, be inftant in 
feafon, and out of feafon, reprove, rebuke, with all 
Long-fuffering and Do@trine. This is not to ufe Vio- 
dence nor Compel, as hath been ufed for many hundreds 
of Years; but he biddeth him, Watch:in all things, 
endure Afflictions, do the Work of an Evangelift, — 
make full proof of thy Miniftry, 2Tim.4. This was. 
not the full Proof of Gain and Advantage upon poor 
Peoples Eftates and Livelihoods, as hath been made 
of in thefe late Days; for if that be it, they have 
done it to the utmoft. 

Moreover, when he writes unto ditzs, his own Son, 
he faith, For this caufe left I thee at Crete, that 
- thou fhould’ft fet in order the things that are want- 
ing, and ordain Elders in every City, as I appointed 
thee: If any Man be blamelefs, the Hufband of one } 
Wife, having faithful Children, not accufed of Riot, 
or unruly: For a Bifhop muft be blamelefs, as the 
Steward of God; not Self-willed, nor foon angry, 
not given'to Wine, no Striker, not given to filthy 
Lucre; but a Lover of Hofpitality, a Lover of good 
Men, Sober, Juft, Holy, Temperate, holding faft 
the faithful Word, as he hath. been taught, that he 
may be able by found Doétrine, both to exhort and 
convince the Gainfayers: For there are many unruly 
and vain Talkers, &%c. Tit.1. But fpeak thou the 
things that become found Dodirine. And fo he di- 
rects him to exhort the Aged-Men, and Aged-women, 
~ Young-men, and Young-Women, and Servants, how 
they ought to walk in their Places and Callings, 
that they might all adorn the Doctrine of God. For 
the Grace of God that bringeth Salvation hath ap- 
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‘peared unto all Men, faith he; teaching us, that 


denying Ungodlinefs and Worldly Lufts, we fhould 
live Soberly, and Godly in this prefent World ; 


looking for the blefled Hope, and glorious Appearing ~ 


of the Great God, and our Saviour Jefus Chrift, who 
gave himfelf for us, that he might redeem us from 


all Iniquity, and purifie unto himfelf a peculiar 


People, zealous of good Works: ‘Thefe things fpeak 
and exhort, J7t. 2. 


This is contrary to the Doétrine of the Bifhops . 


-and Teachers of our Days; for they do not turn 


People to the Grace of God that hath appeared to 
all Men, that teacheth to deny Ungodlinefs and 
Worldly Lufts: But they fay, we muft never be 
redeemed from Iniquity, nor never be purged nor 


- purified from Sin while we are upon Earth; and 


then how can we be Peculiar and Zealous of good 


Works? For the worft of People are but Sinners: 


But furely this, which they Preach, is another 
Gofpel. 


The Apoftle goes on with his Exhortation to Ti- 


tus, and bids him, Put them in mind to be fubje&to © 


Principalities and Powers, and to obey Magiftrates, 
and to {peak Evil of no Man, to be no Brawlers, 
but gentle, fhewing all Meeknefs unto all Men: 
For we our felves, faith he, were fometimes foolifh, 
difobedient, ferving divers Lufts and Pleafures, 1i- 
ving in Malice and Envy, hateful and hating one 
another: But after that the Kindnefs and Love of God — 
our Saviour towards Man appeared, not by Works of 
Righteoufnefs that we have done, but according to his 
Mercy he hath faved us, by the Wafhing of Regene- 
ration, and Renewing of the Holy Ghoft, which he. 
fhed on us abundantly, through Jefus Chrift our Sa- 
viour. Thefe things I will that thou affirm con- 
ftantly, that they which have believed in God, might 
be. careful to maintain good Works; thefe things 
are profitable unto Men, 77.3. 

Thus ye fee that thefe Bifhops, Timothy and Titw, 


| are far different both in Doctrine, Practice and Exam- 
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oF ple, from the Bifhops that bave been feveral Hundreds 


of Years laft paft, the Night hath been upon them, 


and come over them, fo that they have erred from 


the Faith and Doétrine of the Apoftles, neither have 
they received the Holy Ghoft. For Timothy, who 


was a Bifhop, was a Man that the Apoftle had much | 


Confidence in, and Belief of, as he expreffeth in fe- 
veral of his Epiftles: For he faith to the Corinthians 

in his firft Epiftle, Though ye have Ten Thoufand 
~ InftruGors in Chrift, yet have ye not many Fathers ; 
for in Chrift Jefus I have begotten you through the 
Gofpel. Wherefore, I befeech you, be ye Followers 
of me.. For this caufe I have fent unto you Tzmo- 
theus, who is my beloved Son, and faithful in the 
Lord, who fhall bring you into Remembrance of 
my Ways which be in Chrift, asI teach every where 
in every Church, 1 Cor. 4. 

And again, when the Apoftle exhorteth the Phi/ip- 
pians 1n his Epiftle, To let nothing be done through 
Strife, or Vain-glory, but in lowlinefs of Mind, let 
-¢ach efteem other better than themfelves. Look not 
every Man to his own things, but every Man alfo 
to the things of others: And fo he goes on, opening 
the Myftery of the Sufferings of Chrift: But he 
faith, I truft in the Lord Jefus to fend Timorhews 
fhortly unto you, that I alfo may be of good Com- 
fort when I know your State: For I have no Man 
like-minded, who will naturally care for your State: 
For all feek their own, not the things that are Jefus 
Chrifi’s; but ye know the proof of him, that asa 
Son with a Father, he hath ferved me in the Gofpel, 
him therefore I fend unto you, €c. Phil. 2. 

And again, when he writeth to the Thef/alonians, 
he faith, We fent Timothezs our Brother and Minifter 
ef God, and our Fellow-Labourer in the Gofpel of 
Chrift, to eftablifh you, and comfort you, concern- 
ing your Faith, 1 Theff 3. 

Thus ye fee, that this T7mothews, who was the Bi- 
fhop and Overfeer of the Church of God in the Apo- 
ftles Days, was a faithful Labourer and — + 
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Chrift Jefus, and much trufted in, and approved of 
by the Apoftle; for he laboured with him in the 


| Gofpel, as a Son laboureth with his Father.” And it 


is {trange that the Bifhops, that have been in thefe 
latter Ages, fhould call themfelves by that Name, 
fince they have both derogated from their Doérine 
and Principles, and added what their own dark Minds 
and Inventions could invent; for in that they have 
erected unto themfelves a Supremacy and a Superio- 
rity above others, which they have practifed, and | 
lorded over Peoples Faith and Confciences for many 
Hundreds of Years together; under which many 
Thoufands have groaned, and fuffered even until 
Death, and fhedding of their Blood; and in all thefe 
things, they have quite contradicted ChriftJefus his 
Doctrine, Practice and Example; as alfo all his holy 
Apoftles after him: For he and they were always 
Sufferers, as hath been fhewed already, and as we 
fhall fhew hereafter. But they were never Oppreflors, 
nor Layers of Yokes and Burthens upon the Con- 
{ciences of Men and People; but they always preach- 
ed Liberty and Freedom to others, though they: fuf- 
fered themfelves; and there was their Crofs that 
they took up, when they followed Chrift. And fo 
thofe Church-Governors, as they call themfelves, 
that have been Blood-fhedders, that have been Op- 
preflors and Perfecutors, they have no Example nei- 
ther from Chrift, nor none of his Apoftles. And 
fo let the Blood that they have fhed for fo many 
Hundreds of Years return upon their own Heads: 
For they learned none of this from Chrift, nor from 
any of his Apoftles. | 
For Chrift, when he fent his Meflengers, and they 

entred into a Village of the Samaritans, and they 
received him not, becaufe his Face was as though 
he would go to Ferufalem; and when his Difciples, 
Fames and Fobn, faw this, they faid; Lord, wilt 
thou that we command Fire from Heaven, and con- 
fume them, even as Elias did? But he turned, and 
rebuked them, and faid, Ye know not of what man- 
net 
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ner of Spirits ye are of ; for the Son of Man isnot | 
come to deftroy Men’s Lives, but to fave them, - 
Euke 9.55,56. And to fave Men’s Lives, he laid | 


down his own Life, as he faith himfelf. He hath 


laid down his Life for his Sheep, and they fhall ne- 
ver perifh; Yea, he hath laid down his Life for his — 


Enemies. For the Apoftle faith, Let every one of 
us pleafe his Neighbour for his Good and Edification : 


For even Chrift pleafed not himfelf, but as it is writ- 


ten, The Reproaches of them that reproached thee 
fell upon me. Wherefore receive ye one another, 


ee as Chrift alfo received us, to the Glory of God, 


And ‘again, the Apoftle faith, All things are in 
God, who hath reconciled us unto himfelf, by Jefus 
Chrift; and hath given to us the Miniftry of Re- 


conciliation; to wit, That God was in Chrift re- 


conciling the World to himfelf, not imputing their 
Trefpafles unto them: And hath committed unte 
us the Word of Reconciliation. Now then, we are 


Ambaffadors for Chrift, as though God did befeech 


you by us, we pray you in Chrift’s ftead, be ye re- 


-conciled to God, 2Cor.s. 


Here is no Violence nor Cruelty ufed, neither 


- Bondages nor Snares laid upon Mens Confciences ; 


for the Apoftle faith, Give no Offence in any thing, 
that the Miniftry be not blamed, but in all things 
approving our felves as the Minifters of God: In 
much Patience, in Afflictions, in Neceffities, in Di- 
ftrefles, in Stripes and Imprifonments, in Tumults, 
in Labours, in Watchings, in Faftings; by Purenefs, 


by Knowledge, by Long-fuffering, by Kindnefs, by 


the Holy Ghoft, by Love unfeigned, by the Word 


of Truth, by the Power of God, by the Armour of 


Righteoufhefs on the right hand and on the left; 
by Honour and Difhonour, by Evil Report and 
Good Report; as Deceivers, and yet True; as Un- 


~ known, and yet Well-known ; as Dying, and behold 


we Live; as Chaftened, and not Killed; as Sorrow- 
ful, and yet always Rejoycing; as Poor, and yet 
| | making 


fed. 
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| inaking many Rich; as having Nothing, yet poffef- 
| fing All Things, 2Cor. 6. 


Here is a Miniftry of God indeed, which is quite 
oppofite and contrary to what hath been fet up, 
and practifed in the Chriftian World. Alfo read 
2 Cor.11. And likewife in Chap. 4. the Apoftle 
faith, Therefore, feeing we have this Miniftry, as we 


have received Mercy, we faint not: For if our Gof- 


pel be hid, it is hid to them that are loft, in whom 
the God of this World hath blinded the Minds of | 
them that believe not, left the Light of the.glorious 
Gofpel of Chrift, who is the Image of God, fhould 
{fhine unto them. 
And this Gofpel hath been hid in this time of 
Darknefs ; for the God of the World hath blinded 
the Minds of all that have not believed in the Light 
of the Glorious Gofpel ,; and fo they have been loft 
from it, and kept from it, by the Minifters of 
Darknefs, who have preached the Divination of their 
own Brain, and not from the Light of the Lord. 
But the Apoftle faith, We preach not our felves, but 
Chrift Jefus the Lord, and our felves your Servants 


| for Jeftis fake, (thefe are not Lord-Bifhops, nor Pope- . 


Holinefs) For, faith he, God who commanded Light 
to fhine out of Darknefs, hath fhined in our Hearts,’ 
to give us the Light of the Knowledge of the Glory 
of God, in the Face of Jefus Chrift. For we have 
this Treafury in Earthen Veflels, that the Excellency — 
of the Power may be of God, and not of us: For we 
are troubled on every fide, yet not diftrefled, we 
are perplexed, but not in defpair; perfecuted, but 
not forfaken ; caft down, but not deftroyed ; al- 
ways bearing about in our Body the dying of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, that the Life of Chrift might be — 
manifefted in our Body: For we who live are al- 
ways delivered unto Death for Jefus fake, that the 
Life of Jefus might be made manifeft in our Mor- 
tal Flefh; fo that Death worketh in us, but-Life 
inyou. 


Thus 
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Thus the Apoftles laboured in the Work of the 


-Miniftry, even under cruel Sufferings; which Gof- 


pel, it may well be faid, hath been hid; for the 
Gofpel, that hath been preached fince the Apoftacy, 
hath laid Oppreflions and Sufferings upon others, 
and they themfelves have Ruled and Lorded over 
Peoples Confciences: But the Apoftle Pex) faid, 


Payl am made a Minifter of the Gofpel, that is 


preached to every Creature under Heaven; now rer 


“Joyce in my Sufferings for you, and fill up that 


which is behind of the Afflictions of Chrift, in my 
Flefh, for his Body’s fake, which is the Church ; 
whereof I am made a Minifter, according to the 
Difpenfation of God, which is given to me for you, 
to fulfil the Word of God, Co/.1. 

But this Miniftry and Miniftration hath been loft, 


~ and the Church, for which the Apoftle fuffered, hath 


been in the Wildernefs ; and if there was any finall 


Appearance or Teftimony of Jefus Chrift in any, fuch § 
have fuffered Oppreflions and Hardfhips, and much 


Detriment, from fuch as were the profefled Miniftry. 
So thefe Scriptures, with many more which might 


be mentioned, fhew the contrariety between the Mi- 


nifters of the Gofpel in the Apoftles Days, and the 
Profeffed Miniftry that hath been fince the Apoftles 
Days, in the Apoftacy. And as the Supremacy and 


Superiority hath been contrary to the Apoftles Way, § 
and Manner, and Order, in laying Oppreffions and | 
- Burthens upon the People: So alfo they have been | 
- contrary and oppofite to Chrift and the Apoftles 


Doétrine, Practice, and Example, in not preaching 
Liberty and Freedom to the Spirits in Prifon; for 


Chrift Jefuis, who is the Anointing of God, preach-} 


eth Glad Tidings to the Poor, Liberty to Captives; 
his Commiffion that he gave to his Difciples was, 
to Preach the Gofpel to all Nations, to every Crea- 


ture. 


And he faid to thofe that believed in him, -If ye 


- continue in the Truth, the Truth will make you 


free, Fobn 8. And the Apoftle confefleth, a the 
aw 
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Law of the Spirit of Life had made him free from 


the Law of Sin and Death, Rom.8. And the Apo- 
ftle faith, when he was {peaking of the Miniftration 
of the Law, and the Gofpel; When Mo/es is read, 
the Vail is over the Heart; neverthelefs, when it 
fhall turn to the Lord, the Vail fhall be taken away: 
Now the Lord is that Spirit, and where the Spirit 
of the Lord is, there is Liberty, 2Cor.2. And fo - 
this is that Subftance the Apoftle preacheth from, 
and preached the Spirit of the Lord, that takes a- 


way the Vail, and giveth Liberty, and Redeemeth 


from under the Power of Darknefs, and from the 


Bondage of Corruption; and therefore they did not 


fet themfelves to rule over Mens Faith, or to lord — 
over their Confciences, but they endeavour ftill to 
be made manifeft to every one’s Conf{cience in the 
fight of God: But we have, faith the Apoftle, Re- 
nounced the hidden things of Difhonefty, not walk- 


Ing in Craftinefs, nor handling the Word of God de- 


ceitfully ; but by Manifeftation of the Truth, com- 
mending our felves to every Man’s Confcience in 
the fight of God, 2Cor.4. Knowing therefore the - 
Terrors of the Lord, we perfuade Men; but we are 
made manifeft unto God, and I truft alfo are made 
manifeft in your Confciences. 

So here the Apoftle preached to God’s Witnefs in 


- Peoples Confciences, and that anfwered to them a- 


again, and they were made manifeft to that; and 
therefore did the Apoftle Fobz fay, That they need- 
ed not-any Man to teach them, but as the fame 
Anointing teacheth them, which is Truth, and is no 


Lye: And fo this is unlimited, neither doth the A- 


poftle limit this, when they were gathered into the 
Eternal Spirit, and all drank into one Spirit, and all 
baptized into one Body, by one Spirit; he told them 
they might all prophefie one by one; and that, tho’ 


« they were many Members, yet they were one Bread 


and one Body, and every Member of the Body had 
its feveral Office ; the Head did not fay to the Feet, . 


I have no need of you. | 
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Now concerning Spiritual Gifts, Brethren, I' would | 


- not have you ignorant; there are diverfity of Gifts, 
but the fame Spirit; and there are differences of Ad- 
miniftrations, but the fame Lord; and there are di- 
verfities of Operations, but the fame God which 
worketh ail in all: But the Manifeftation of the Spi- 
rit is given to every Man to profit withal. For to 
one is given, by the fame Spirit, the Word of Wif- 


dom; to another the Word of Knowledge, by the 


fame Spirit; to another Faith, by the fame Spirit; 
to another the Gift of Healing, by the fame Spirit ; 
to another the working of Miracles, by the fame 
Spirit; to another, Prophecy ; to another, difcerning 
of Spirits; to another, divers kinds of Tongues; to 
another, Interpretation of Tongues: But all thefe 
worketh that one and the felf-fame Spirit, dividing 
to every Man feverally as he will: For as the Body 


is one, and hath many Members, and all the Mem- 


bers of that one Body, being many, are one Body ; 
fo alfo is Chrift. For by one Spirit we are all bap- 
tized into one Body, whether we beJews or Gentiles, 
whether we be Bond or Free, and have been ail made 
to drink into one Spirit; for the Body is not one 
Member, but many, 1Cor.12. And fo the Apoftle 
soes on to the end of the Chapter, difcourfing of the 
feveral Gifts, all given by one Spirit. aes 

_. So here is no binding nor limiting, nor Suprema- 
cy one over another, not to fit Judges one of ano- 


_ ther, but every one to wait in their feveral Gifts of 


the Spirit given unto them to profit withal: For I 


fay, faith the Apoftle, through the Grace of God } 


given unto me, to every Man that is among youn, 
not to think of himfelf more highly than he ought 
to think, but to think foberly, according as God 
hath dealt to every Man the meafure of Faith: For 
as we are many Members in one Body, and all Mem- 
bers have not the fame Office; fo we being many, 
are one Body in Chrift, and every one Members one 
of another. Having then Gifts, differing according 
to the Grace that 1s given us, whether Prophecy, 


let 
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f. us prophefie according to the proportion of Faith ; 
or Miniftry, let us wait in our Miniftring; or he 


that Teacheth, on Teaching; or he that Exhorteth, 
on Exhortation; he that giveth, let him do it with 
Simplicity ; he that Ruleth, with Diligence; he that 
fheweth Mercy, with Cheerfulnefs: Let Love be 
without Diffimulation; abhor that which is Evil, 
cleave to that which is Good. And thus the A- 
poftle goeth on with gracious Exhortations, Rom. 
12. to the end of the Chapter, not preferring one © 
before another, but every one to abide and wait in | 
- Alfo, when he writeth unto the Epbefians, he 

writeth thus, I therefore the Prifoner of the Lord 
befeech you, walk worthy of the Vocation where- 


with ye are called, with all Lowlinefs and Meeknefs, 


with Long-fuffering, forbearing one another in Love, 
endeavouring to keep the Unity of the Spirit in the | 
Bond of Peace: There is one Body, and one Spirit, 


even as ye are called in one Hope of your Calling, 


one Lord, one Faith, one Baptifm, one God, and one 
Father of all, who is above all, and through all, and 


in you all, Hpbef.4. And in this Chapter he alfo 


goes on, in opening of the Manifeftation of the Gift 
of the Spirit of God, and in holy Admonitions, 
even to the endof the Chapter: Which Gift, he faith, 


is given for the Work of the Miniftry, for the Per- 


fecting of the Saints, for the Edifying of the Body | 
And this Doétrine and Miniftry is contrary to 


—thofe Minifters, which have been of late, that limit 


and bind under their Power; which Power is con- 
trary to the Power of God, and his Spirit, as they 
themfelves will confefs; for they cannot fay they 
have the fame Power and Spirit that the Apoftles 
had, and yet they inflict Punifhments, and lay Op- 
preflions, and Burthens, and Bondages by their Laws, 
upon thofe that do not follow and obey their Do- - 
rine and Practices, which is quite contrary to 


Chrift and his Apoftles: For there are but two ways, 
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Truth and Error, Light and Darknefs. So let 


wife and honeft in Heart judge what a Condi- 
tion the Saints of God are in, while this Power of 
~ Darknefs ruleth. And thus much for the Second 
Particular of their PraGtice, which is Binding and 
Limiting, antl keeping in Bondage thofe that are 
under their Power. 
~ The Third Particular of their Praétice is, That 
they uphold and carry on many-of thefle Practices 


_ before-mentioned, by caufing People to fwear in | 


their Courts, or upon any other occafion, what they 
like, and preach up Swearing, and allow of it, and 
hold it up in all occafions whatfoever. | 
And in this they are abfolute Breakers of the {pe- 
— cial Command of Jefus Chrift, and alfo out of the 
Doétrine and Practice of Chrift and his Apoftles, 


and contrary to their Teftimony: For Chrift Jefus, 


_ when he was in his Sermon on the Mount, and was 
rehearfing the Heads of the Law, as we faid before, 


_ he mentioned this alfo again, Ye have heard that: 


it hath been faid to them of old time, Thou fhalt 
not Forfwear thy felf, but fhalt perform unto the 
Lord thine Oaths; but I fay unto you, Swear not at 


all, Mat.5. Now Chrift being the fulfilling of the | 


Law, and the End of the Law, as the Apoftle faith, 
for Righteoufnefs; and being that one Offering, that 
hath been offered up once for all, in which he faid, 
Lo, I come to do thy Will, O God; he hath taken 
away the Firft, that he. might eftablifh the Second ; 
and when he had offered one Sacrifice for Sin, for 
ever he fate down at the Right Hand of God, ex- 
pecting his Enemies to become his Footftool. And 
the fame Apoftle faith, when he is fpeaking of his 
Priefthood, And in as much as not without an Oat 

he was made a Prieft: For, faith he, thofe Priefts, 
(to wit, thofe that were under the Law) were made 
without an Oath, but this with an Oath, by him 
‘that faid unto him, The Lord fware, and will not

5 | Gal.3.16. Alfo he is that Prieft that is for ever, 
ie | that ever liveth to make Intercetlion for us; and 
nf thisis he that the Apoftle faith, At his Name every 
st | Knee fhall bow, and every Tongue confefs. ‘Then. 
a | 1 fay, let all Mouths be ftop’d, in {peaking againf 
him, and oppofing of him; who hath faid, But I fay 
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unto you, Swear not at all; he that is the Sum and 


the Subftance, and the Performance of all that God 
hath fworn, and hath put an end to the Law, under 


which Oaths and Swearing was allowed; he had full 


Power, as well to put an end to Oaths, as he had to 


put an end to the Sabbath: For, he faid, The Son 


of Man is Lord of the Sabbath; which was one of | 
the TenCommandments, (and Swearing was none of 
them.) And furely.thofe that difobey Chrift Jefus 


his Commands, who is the Sum and Subftance of 


God’s Oaths, and the Fulfilling and End of the whole 
Law; furely they fin againft that Holy One. For 


the Apoftle faid, He that defpifed Mo/fes Law, died 


without Mercy under two or three Witnefles; how | 


much forer Punifhment, fuppofe ye, fhail be thought 


worthy for them, who have trodden under foot the 
Son of God, &c. Heb. 10. | 


All thofe that are Fighters againft God, and Hold- 
ers up of Swearing, againft Chrift’s Command, they 


will find it a fearful- thing to fall into the Hands of 
the LivingGod. - 


But they have three Objections: Fir/t, That God 
fwore: Secondly, That the Angel fwore: Third- 
ly, That the Apoftle faith, Men verily fwear by the | . 
Greater, and an Oath for Confirmation is to them 


an End of all Strife. 


In Anfwer to thefe three: Firft, For what the | 


Lord hath fworn concerning Chrift, it is already 


proved, and fulfilled in Chrift; but it is faid in I/aiah | 
_ .45. where the Lord-by his Prophet was fpeaking 
that I/rael fhould_be faved, and he faith, Look un- 


to me, and be faved, all ye Ends of the Earth; for 


Iam God, and there is none elfe: I have fworn by 
my felf, the Word is gone out of my Mouth in Righ- 
teoufnefs, that to me every Knee fhall bow, every 
“Tongue fhall fwear. 


Now the Apoftle Paz/ rehearfeth thefe Words a- 


gain, when he writ unto the Philippians, where he 
‘faith, If there be any Confolation in Chrift, if any 


Comfort of Love, if any Fellowfhip of the Spirit, 


f 
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if any Bowels and Mercies, fulfil ye my Joy; and 
let the fame Mind be in you, which was alfo Chrift 
Jefus, who being in the Form of God, &c. Where 
he rehearfeth the Humility of Chrift, even to Death 


upon his Crofs, in which he became a Saviour, as _ 


the Lord by his Prophet faid, Even to the Ends of 


the Earth: Wherefore, faith the Apoftle, God hath 


highly exalted him, and given him a Name above 
every Name, That at the Name of Jefus (that figni- 
fieth a Saviour) every Knee fhall bow, of things in 
Heaven, and things in Earth, and things under the 
Earth; and that every Tongue fhall confefs, that 


Jefus Chrift is Lord, to the Glory of God the Father, 


So here the Apoftle hath omitted thofe words, 
Every Tongue fhall fwear; and faith, Every Tongue 
fhall confefs, as a faithful Witnefs, and an obedient 
Servant of Chrift Jefus, whom he faith is the Lord, 
who hath faid, Swear not all. Now fince that the 
Apoftle, as.a Witnefs of Chriftianity, and an Obeyer 
of Chrift’s Commands, hath left out the word Swear, — 


and put in Confefs, according to Chrift’s own Words, 
who faid, He that confefleth me before Men, him 
will I confefs before my Father which is in Heaven. ° 


Now fince that Chrift and his Apoftles have left us 


| this Example; who faith not, Swear before Men; 


but Confe/s before Men; who are they that dare op- 
pofe and gainfay Chrift Jefus and his Apoftles, un- 


der a Colour of what the Law faith, and what the 


Prophet faith, and that the Angel '{wore: But, 
the Apoftle faith, unto which of the Angels faid he 
at any time, Thou art my Son? Who faid, Swear 


not at all. When he bringéth his Firft-begotten in- | 


to the World, he faith, And let all the Angels wor- 
fhip him; and of the Angels he faith, Who maketh 
his Angels Spirits, and his Minifters a Flame of Fire. 


The Angels are his Meflengers and Servants, as may 


be read in the Revelations. And what hath any one 
to do, to bring that where the Angel {wore by him 
that liveth for ever and oe That Time fhould be 
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no longer? when he was upon his Meflage and Ser- 


vice, which the Lord fent him about? What is this |. 


to Men that have the Command of the Son of God 


upon them? who hath faid, Swear not at all. Unto | 


which of the Angels faid he at any time, Sit thou 
on my Right Hand, until-I make thine Enemies thy 
_ Footftool? But unto the Son he faith, Thy Throne, 
O God, is for ever and ever! a Scepter of Righteouf- 
nefs, is the Scepter of thy Kingdom. Let all fuch 
as contend with the Almighty in this matter, read 
Heb.1. and fee how they can an{wer him there. 


_ And as for that, where the Apoftle faith, An 


Oath is for an End of Strife. This he faith, when } 


he fpeaketh of the Affurance of the Oath of God; 
he bringeth a Comparifon of them that Swore, when 
Swearing was lawful, under the Law: For Men, 


faith he, Swear by the greater, and an Oath for Con- | 


firmation, is to them an End of all Strife. Now 
there is none that have the Reafon of a Man, but 


they may fee the Apoftle fpeaketh of fuch as did | 


ufe Swearing, becaufe he faid, An Oath for Con- 
firmation is an End of all Strife; and fo it was un- 
der the Law. But Oaths, for ending of Strife, were 
never ufed among the Chriftians ; for Chrift had coms 
manded to the contrary, and the Apoftle manifefted 
the contrary, when he wrote to the Philippians, as 
is proved before. 
Moreover, the Apoftle Fames, who wrote to the 
Twelve Tribes fcattered up and down, who were

, Confirmation, and an End of Strife, as the Apoftle 

faith before, even to tlm the Apoftle Fames, when 
he writes to them of the Suffering of Affliction, that 

they fhould be as Examples to endure, he faith, Ye 
have heard of the Patience of Fob, and have feen the 
End of the Lord, that he is very pitiful and tender 


mercy : But above all things, faith he, my Bre- 


thren, Swear not; neither by Heaven, neither by 
Earth, neither by any other Oath: But let your

| Condemnation, Fam.5. | 


And into this State of Condemnation, are the 


Teachers and Leaders of our Age fallen, who are’ 


not only Swearers, but Teachers, Upholders, and 
Forcers to Swear, and preach it up for Dotrine to — 
‘Swear, and in this oppofe and gainfay Chrift Jefus, 
and all his Apoftles, and all that bear Teftimony to | 
his Name, and Truth, and Word, and obey his Com- 
mand; fuch fuffer by them, and under them; and 
if they bring them into their Courts for any thing, 


_becaufe they cannot pay them Tythes, or becaufe 


they cannot pay.them Steeple-houfe Dues, and Eafter- 
Reckonings, when they have Sued them, except they . 
will Swear, they cannot put in their Anfwers; and 
then they get out Writs, and caft them into Prifon. 


And thus they that profefs themfelves to be Mini- 


fters of Chrift, and the Gofpel, make havock of his 
Flock: But furely he will come and feek his Sheep, 


and fearch them out. And thus much for the Third 


Particular of their Practice, which is their caufing 
People to Swear. 

_ The fourth Particular that they pradctife without 
ground from Scripture, is, Sprinkling Infants with 
Water, upon their Heads and Faces, and fome plunge 


them all over, which we do not find Chrift or his 


Apoftles did the like with Infants. 
It is true, there was brought unto Chrift little 
Children, that he fhould put his Hands 6n them and 


pray; and he laid his Hands on them, but his Dif- 


ciples rebuked them; but Jefus faid, Suffer little | 
Children, and forbid them not to come unto me, for 
of fuch is the Kingdom of Heaven, Mat. 19. Now 
Mark faith, that he took them up in his Arms, and 
put his Hands upon them, and bleffed them, Mark 
10. And Eywke faith, They brought unto him In- 
fants, that he might touch them; but. when his 


| Difciples faw, they rebuked them; but Jefus was 


difpleafed with them, and faid, Suffer little Chil- 
dren ta come unto m¢. and forbid them not, " i:

of the Jews, were at difference about Purifying, and 
they came to Joba, and faid, He that thou bore 
witnefs of, baptizeth. ‘Fobm anfwered and faid, Ye 
your felves bear me witnefs, that I faid, Iam not — 
the Chrift, but I am fent before him: He muft in- 
creafe, but I muft decreafe. When Jefus therefore 
knew that the Pharifees heard that he baptized and 
made Difciples more than Fobz, though Jefus him- 
felf baptized not, but his Difciples; he left Fudea,. 
and departed, Foba4. 
Alfo when Fobz was preaching and baptizing, and 
preaching Repentance and Remifhon of Sins; then 
cometh Jefus from Galilee to Ffordan, unto Fobn, to 
be baptized of him; but Fobz forbad him, faying, 
I have more need to he baptized of thee, and he 
thou to me? And Jefus anfwering, faid, Suffer it to 
be fo now, for thus it becometh us to fulfil all Righ- 
teoufnefs. And Jefus when he was baptized, went: 
up ftraightway out of the Water, and the Heavens 
were opened unto him, and he faw the Spirit of 
God defcending like a Dove, and lighted upon him, 
and a Voice caine from Heaven, faying, This is my 
beloved Son, in whomI am well pleafed, Mat.3. 
This is the main Scripture that the Baptifts build 
upon, for their Water-Baptifm ; and here is a fecret 
in this, which they never came to fee: For fobs 
faith, I knew him not, but that he fhould be made © 
manifeft to I/rael, therefore am I come baptizing 
with Water.

41. And this is not an outward Element of Water, 
neither is this poured only upon Infants, but upon 
all that are a-thirft. And this is that one Baptifm 
which the Apoftle mentioneth, in Ephe/.4. where he 
faith, There is one Body, and one Spirit; one Lord, 
one Faith, one Baptifm, one God and Father of all. 
So as there is but one Lord, and one God, and one 
Faith, and one Spirit, and one Body; fo there is 
buat one Baptifm, if we believe the Apoftle ; who 
faith, By one Spirit we are all baptized into one 
Body, 1Cor.12. Then we cannot believe that it is 
outward Water: So this one Baptifm, and one Spi- 
rit, 1s not outward Water. So the baptizing of In- 
fants, with outward Water, which both Papifts and 
Proteftants ufe, is contrary, and without any ground 
from Scripture; for if there be but one Baptifm, fure- 
ly outward Water is not it. wee 
And whereas they fay, They do it as a Sign or 
Signification, and call it a Sacrament. This is no- 
thing but their own Invention and Imagination, to 
keep People in Ignorance and Darknefs, for they 
h-ve no Scripture for it. So much for that Parti- 
cular of Baptifm. 
There is no Scripture that mentioneth a Sacra 
ment; this Word hath been invented at Rome, b 
the Pope, who was the firft that fet up the Sacra 
ment, and the Altar, and the Eucharift, which the

becaufe they are blind of the Spiritual Eye; and fo 
as the Apoftle faith, That which can be feen 1s Tem- 


| poral, but that which cannot be feen is Eternal, 
-1Cor, 14.18. But this is hid from their Eyes. And 


thus much for this Particular, which they call the 


Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. 
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They have alfo feveral other vain Practices, which 
they have no Example in Scripture for; as Praying 


over the Dead; and for the Dead, which the Apo- 
ftle exhorted from, when he Writ to the Thef[alonians, | 


he faith, But I would not have you ——. Bre- 


‘thren, concerning them which are afleep, that ze 


forrow not even as others, which have not Hope; for 


if we believe thatJefus died, and rofe again; fo they 


ts that fleep in Jefus, will God bring with him, 
1 Theff.4. Here is nothing of Praying for them, nor 
over them, after they are dead: But they manifeft 
by their Prayers, that they have not a true Hope 


nor Belief in Chrift Jefus, who is rifen from the} 


Desi. and become the Firft-fruits of them that fleep, 
1Cor. 15. | 
"fhe like may be faid alfo of their Churching 
Women, and Marrying People with Rings. But it 
appeareth that the main end of thefe Practices are 


to get Money of People; for they have no Example} 
in the Scriptures, that the People were married with 


a Prieft, neither in the Old Teftament nor New. 
Ye do not read that Abraham and Sarab were mar- 


ried with a Prieft; and Ifaac took Rebecca to Wife; “ 


and Laban gave Facob Leah and Rache/, but not by 


Prieft. The Apoftle faith, is honoura- 


ble, and the Bed undefiled; but he doth not fay 


that they fhould be married by a Prieft, or with a 
Ring. But it is manifefted, that this Generation of 


Priefis, that have fet up fuch Imaginations and In- 
ventions as thefe, are the fame that the Apoftle pro- 


-phefied of unto his Son Timothy, that good and true 


Bifhop, where he faith, Now the Spirit {fpeaketh ex- 
prey that in the latter times fome {hould depart 
rom the Faith, giving heed to feducing Spirits, and 


Doédtrines of Devils, {peaking L.yes in Hypocrifie, 


having their Confciences feared with a hot Iron, 
forbidding to Marry, and commanding to abftain 


. from Meats, 1 Tim. 4. Now let the Reader but fe- 


rioufly read this Chapter, and confider whether thefe 
be not they, both Papi/ts and Proteftants, who yeaa 
eople, 
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People, as before mentioned, and yet forbid to mar- 
ry all that will not marry according to their Way 
and Will; though the Apoftle faith, They may mar- 


‘| ry whom they will, only in the Lord, 1 Cor.7.39. 
Yet, if they be not married with a Prieft, and ac- 


cording to their way, they account it no Marriage. 
And thus they run themfelves quite off from the 
Scriptures, as bad as they that never heard of them; 
for though they profefs them in Words, they are ut-' 
terly, and quite out of them in their Practices. And 


that they abftain from Meats, and caufe People 
fo to do, this is well known to be their common 


Practice, all which the Apoftle faith, are the Do- 
Ctrines of Devils; and fo here I have found them in 


their Practice, and I will leave them. Thefe with 


many more frivolous things, which might be men- 
tioned, as their,keeping of Idle Days, and caufing 
People to do fo, but what hath been faid before, 


may give People a fight of their Practices, that they _ 
are quite contrary and oppofite to the Rule of the 


Scriptures: And thus much for the Fifth Head, which © 


is their Pradfice. 


The Sixth is their Maintenance, and this is as 
rT to the Scriptures of Truth, as any of the 

They profefs themfelves to be Chriftians, and — 
Gofpel-Minifters, and yet will not be content with 
Gofpel-Maintenance; but their Gofpel is dead, and 


fo cold, that they preach to People, that it will not 


quicken them out of their dead and natural State; 
and therefore they dare not truft themfelves upon 
their Maintenance, nor caft themfelves upon the 
Freedom or Liberality of the People. And fo when 
the Power and Spirit of the Lord Jefus was loft, 
and the Revelation of Jefus, by which the Apoftles 


preached; then, when the Apoftacy came in, thofe _ 


that got up into the Pope’s Chair, took upon them 
to find out a way, whereby they might compel 
People to maintain them, however they maintained 
themfelves; and fo they ftarted back from Chrift’s 
| | Ff 2 Rule, 
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Rule, and his Apoftles, and ftep’d into theImitation | 


of fome part of the Levitical Priefthood under the 
Law, which beft fuited their own Ends. And that 
being made ready to their Hands, they foon got it 


fet up, and eftablifhed by a Law; and then thofe 


that were Chriftians, and ftood to the Principles and 


_ Faith of Chriftianity, who knew that the Priefthood 


was changed, and the Law alfo, and could not pay 
them Tythes: Then they were ready prepared for 
them with Laws and Penalties, to clap upon them, 
and fo force them by Compulfion. And thus they 


have laid a weight of Oppreffion upon poor People, | 


ever fince the dark Night of Apoftacy came on, and 
have taken from them the tenth Part of their Lands, 
and a tenth Part of their Flocks, and Herds, and 
the tenth Part of their Labours; and thus Poor Peo- 


ple have been made a Prey unto their Wolvifh 
Mouths. 


And in this they have not done juftly, neither ac- 
_ cording to the Priefthood under the Law, nor under 


en ae the Gofpel.

- -Namethere. And faith the Lord, Thither fhall you. 
“bring your Burnt-Offerings, and your Sacrifices, 


and your Tythes, and your Heave-Offerings of your 
Hand, Deut. 12. And at the end of three Years, 


thou thalt bring forth all the Tythes of their Increafe 


the fame Year, and to lay it up within thy Gates ; 
and the Levite, becaufe he hath no Inheritance with 
thee, and the Stranger, and the Fatherlefs, and Wi- 
dow which are within thy Gate. fhall come, and 


fhall 
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fhhall eat, and be fatisfied, that the Lord thy God 
may blefs thee, Deut. 14. 28, 29. and Chap. 26. 12. 
But thefe Tythe-Mongers of the Gofpel Times, 
chave neither fed Widows nor Fatherlefs; but what 
they could get of them, they have taken from them, 
and many Poor Widows have been caft into Prifon, 
-becaufe they could not for Confcience-fake pay 
Tythes; and many Poor Fatherlefs Children have 
had their Goods taken away for the fame: But this 
is none of Chrift’s nor his Apoftles Example. 
And as they have taken up Ways, that have_ 
been neither according to Law nor Gofpel; fo let 
| them ftand Ufurpers, as they are, and Lorders over 
God’s Heritage: But let them know for all this, 
that they muft come to Judgment, and the Lord 
will plead with them in his Day and Time. 
For when Chrift Jefus fent forth his Difciples; their — 

great Bufinefs was not to look after their Bellies; 
or they were not to provide neither Gold, nor Sil- 
ver, nor Brafs in their Purfes; for they had received 
freely, and they were freely to give, Matt. 10. 8, 9.

ito}, have no Power, but to make our felves an Example 
for*you to follow us. For éven when we were with 
edj you, we commanded you, that if any would not 
off work, neither fhould he eat, 2 The/f.

tht This is hard Doctrine for fuch as are called, 
Lords,Bifhops,Deans,and Deacons,whoare got fohigh, 
that many of them are almoft the greateft Men in 
2f-} our Land ; fo thatit will be noeafie matter to bring 
ur] them down into the Apoftles Steps, and Paths, that 
{s,} they were in: But however it may let them fee, 
be} that they are gotten upto the higheft Pinacle. And 
ot} it is to be feared, that thofe who have climbed fo 
s;| high, have been taken with this Bait ; and itis much

One thing they alledge for 
ht| Tythes, is, That. Melchifedeck took Tythes when 
_ Abrabam paid them, Gen. 14. when Abrabam return- 
off ed from the Slaughter of the Kings. And this the 
-Apeftle cleareth himfelf, in Heb. 7. and taketh a- 
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"way the Objeétion of all that can be faid for Tythes. | 


For firft of all, as for Melchifedeck King of Salem, 
Prieft of the moft High God, who met Abraham 
in his return from the Slaughter of the Kings, and 
_bleffed him, to whom alfo Abrabam gave the tenth 


Part of all, 7c. Here the Apoftle defcribes Melchi- 4 


fedeck, being without Defcent, having neither begin- 
ning of Days, nor end of Life. So that our Tythe- 
Takers in thefe laft Days, cannot claim them by 
this Order; for they are not without Defcent, for 


the fartheft they can claim was Levi, and Hundreds | 


of them have ended their Days, and their Days are 
come to an end. Befides, the Apoftle faith, That 
this Melchifedeck was greater than Abrabam. And 
Abrabam had the Promife of God, and the Oath of 
God pafled unto him, and unto his Seed, which the 
-Apoftle faith, Is Chrift, 3. But the Apoftle 


faith, He was made like unto the Son of God, and | 
remaineth a Prieft continually. Now confider, faith © 


he, how great this Man was, unto whom, even the 


Patriarch Abraham, gave the Tythe of the Spoils, 
and verily, they who are of the Sons of Levi, who 


receive the Office of the Priefthood, have a Com- 


mandment to take Tythes of the People, that are 


of their Brethren, though they came out of the Loins 
of Abrabam; but he whofe Defcent is not counted 


from them, received Tythes of Abraham, and blefled |} 
him that hadthe Promifes, and without all Contra- 


diction; the lefs is bleffed of the better. 


Soif our Tythe-Takers claim them from the Tribe 
of Levi, then they muft own themfelves to be of 
the Levitical Priefthood, andthey muft take Tythes 
of none but their Brethren the Jews; for fo the Apo- 
ftle faith, That the Priefthood had a Commandment 
to take Tythes, according to the Law, that is, of » 
their Brethren, Heb. 7. 5. And he faith farther, 
If therefore PerfeCtion were by the Levitical Prieft- 
hood, (for under it the People received the Law) 
what farther need was there that another Prieft fhould 
the 
der 


arife, after the Order Me/chifedeck, and not altg 
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Order of Azvon. But the Priefthood being changed, 


there is made of Neceflity:a changealfo of the Law; 


for he of whom thefe things are fpoken pertaineth | 
to another Tribe, of which no Man gave Attendance 


atthe Altar. For it is evident our Lord {prang of 
 Fudab, of which Tribe Aofes fpake nothing con- 
cerning the Priefthood. And it is mare evident, 
that after the Similitude of Me/chifedeck,there arifeth 
another Prieft, who is not made after the Law of a 


carnal Commandment, but after the Power of an 
Fndlefs Life: For he teftifieth, Thou art a Prieft 
for ever, after the Order of Me/chifedeck. For there 
is verily a difanulling of the Commandment going 
before, for the Weaknefs and Unprofitablenefs there- 


of: For the Law made nothing perfeG, but the 


bringing in of a better Hope did, by which we draw 
nigh unto God, Heb. 7. , 

Here the Apoftle teftifieth clearly of the over- 
turning and changing of the Priefthood of Levz, and 
the difanulling of the Law, by which they took - 
Tythes, becaufe that made nothing perfeG. And | 
for this other Prieft that remaineth for ever, who 
purgeth and purifieth the Confcience from Dead 
Works, to ferve the Living God; for the witneffing 
of this Everlafting High- Prieft being come, hath 


many fuffered, and do iuffer by this Generation of 


Tythe-taking Priefts, who are neither according to 


‘Law nor Gofpel; and though they take the Apo- 
| ftles Words here, and it may be, may read them to. 


the People, yet do they aét quite contrary to the 


‘Apoftle’s Teftimony here, and to all his Praétices 


that he practifed while he was upon Earth. — 


_. And fo we that havea Teftimony of our Lord Je- 


fus Chrift, our Everlafting High-Prieft, that he is 
come, we cannot deny his Teftimony, in paying — 


_ Priefts Tythes, which was paid under the Levitical 


Priefthood, before he came, now we have another 
Prieft, that remaineth continually, who is not made 


~ by a Law of a Carnal Commandment, (as they all 
are) but by another Law; even the Law of the Spi- 
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rit of Life, which makes us free from the Law of 
Sin and Death, Rom. 8. But they fet up Laws a- 
-gainft us, and make us fuffer by their Laws, and by 
their Courts; and when we cannot Swear, caft us 
into Prifon. But the Apoftle taught his Son Timotby 
otherwife, when he befought him to abide ftill at 
Ephefus, that- he might charge fome of them, that 
they preach no other Doctrine; netther givé heed to 
Fables, and Endlefs Genealogies, which minifter 
~ Queftions, rather than Godly Edifying, which 1s 
in Faith. Now the end of the Commandment, is 


Charity out of a pure Heart, and of a good Confci- } 


ence, and faith unfeigned ; from which fome having 
{fwerved, have turned again afide into Jangling, 
defiring to be Teachers of the Law, underftanding 


neither what they fay, nor whereof they afhirm : 


_ but we know that the Law is good, if a Man ufe it 
lawfully; knowing this, That the Law is not made 
for a Righteous Man, but for the Lawlefs and Dif- 
obedient, for the Ungodly, and for Sinners, for 
Unholy and Prophane, for Murtherers of Fathers, 
and Murtherers of Mothers, for Man-flayers, for 
Whoremongers, for them that defile themfelves with 
Mankind, for Men-ftealers, for Lyars, for Perjured 
Perfons, and if there be.any thing farther that 1s 

contrary to found Doctrine, 1 Tim.1. 

Surely thefe late Bifhops have learned another 
Leffon, than this Bifhop Timothy did ; for they execute 
‘their Law againft the Harmlefs, and the Innocent, 
and fuch as abide in found Doétrine, and thofe that 
bring forth the Fruits of the Spirit, which is Love, 
Peace, Long-fuffering, Gentlenefs, Goodnefs, Faith, 
Meeknefs, Temperance, againft fuch the Apoftle 
faith there is no Law, Ga/. 5. And yet thefe are 
they that are made the object of their Laws, and are 
kept under the Scourge of the Laws in thefe Days, 
and this diforder 1s, becaufe our Leaders and ‘Teach- 
ers have caufed the People to Err, from the Faith, 
- But to come to the Particular, which is, Concern 
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ing Minifters Maintenance, where they object, and 


fay, The Apoftle alloweth them a Maintenance, by 
what he holds forth, 1 Cor. 9. wherehe faith, Have 
not we power to eat and drink? Who goeth a*War- 
fare at any time on his own Charges? Who planteth 
a Vineyard, and eateth not of the Fruit thereof? — 
Who feedeth a Flock,and eateth not of the Milk there- 

of ? For it is written in'the Law of Mofes, Thou thalt 


‘not muzzle the Mouth of the Ox that treadeth out 
the Corn. If we have fown unto you Spiritual 


Things, is it a great Thing if we reap of your Car- 


nal Things? Do you not know, that they that mi-. 
nifter about Holy Things, live of the Things of the 


Temple? And they which wait at the Altar, are par- 
takers with the Altar? Even fo hath God ordained, 
that they which preach the Gofpel, fhould live of 


the Gofpel. 


All this we would freely allow them, and it would © 


be joy and gladnefs to us, to fee them come to this, 


upon the fame terms the Apoftles did: For firft of all 
he faith, Am Inot an Apoftle? Am I not free? Have 
I not feen Jefus Chrift? Are not you my Work in the 
Lord? If I be not an Apoftle unto others, yet doubt- 
lefs Iam to you; for the Seal of mine Apoftlefhip 
are ye in the Lord. If others are Partakers of this — 
Power over you, are not werather ? Neverthelefs, we 
have not ufed this Power, but fuffered all things, — 
left we fhould hinder the Gofpel of Chrift. For we 

have ufed none of thefe things, neither have I writ- 


ten thefe things, that it fhould be done unto me; 


for it were better for me to die, than that in this © 
any Man fhould make my glorying void; for tho’ 
I preach the Gofpel, I have nothing to glory of, for 
a neceflity is laid upon me, yea, woe is unto me, if 
I preach not the Gofpel. For if I do this wil- 


-lingly, I have a Reward; but if againft my will, a 
-Difpenfation of the Gofpel 1s committed unto me, 
‘what is my Reward then? Verily, that when I 


preach the Gofpel, I may make the Gofpel of Chrift 
without charge, that I abufe not my Power in the 
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Gofpel. For though I be free from all Men, yet I 
made my felf Servant unto all, that I might gain — 


the more; unto the Jew, I became a Jew, &c. 

Here the Apoftle maketh all clear; fo that if they 
would come to preach the Gofpel in this Spirit and 
Power, they need not fet up their Courts of Violence, 


and lay fuch heavy —, upon the Confciences 


of Men and Women. ‘For the Apoftle faith, Tho’ 
we walkin the Flefh, we do not war after the Flefh ; 


- for the Weapons of our Warfare are not*carnal, but 
fpiritual, and mighty through God to the pulling 


down of ftrong Holds; cafting down Imaginations 


of every high Thought, that exalteth it felf againft 


the Knowledge of God, and bringeth into Captivity 


--every Thought into the Obedience of Chrift. 
Here is no need of Courts or Prifons, where the 


Power of God is manifefted in the Miniftry of the 
Gofpel , they need not want Means nor Maintenance, 


where every Thought is brought down into the Sub- 
je€tion and Obedience of the Lord’s Truth: But as 


the Apoftle faith, Thofe that fow Spiritual things, 


ought to reap Carnal things: So he that-planteth a » 


Vineyard, ought to eat of the Fruit thereof; and 
whofoever feedeth a Flock, ought to eat the Milk 


thereof, and whofoever treadeth out the Corn, ought 


not to have, his Mouth muzzled, according to the 


_ Law; that fo he that ploweth in hope, and threfh- 


eth in hope, fhould be partaker of their hope. __; 
All this is juft and equal, and ought to be with- 


out force or conftraint: For the Apofthe faith, Ne- 
_ . werthelefs we have not ufed this Power, but fuffer 
.,  allthings, left we fhould hinder the Gofpel of Chrift. 


‘The Lord hath ordained, that they which preach 
the Gofpel, fhould live of the Gofpel ; byt I have 


ufed none of thefe things. Therefore he faith, Have 


I committed an Offence, in abafing my felf? becaufe 
I have preached to you the Gofpel of God freely : 


- And when I was prefent with you, and wanted, I 


was chargeable to no Man, 2Cor.11. Alfo the A- 


- poftle faith, I did not burthen you; DidI make a 
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gain of you, by any of them I fent unto you? I de- 
| fired Titus, and with him I fent a Brother: Did 77- _ 
tus make a gainof you? Walked we not in the fame 
Spirit ? Walked we not in the fame Steps? Think ye 
| § that we excufe our felves unto you? We fpeak before © 
, God in Chrift, that we do all things,dearly Beloved, for 
3 § your edifying. Here the Apoftle defireth their growth 
* fF into Grace, that he preached to; not his growth into 
; f their Eftates, as ours do now 1nthefe Days, 2Cor.12. 
t But this hath not ferved our late pretended Gofpel- ©

S f have Planted, to eat of the Fruit; nor Where they

{pecially they who labour in the Word and Dodirine. | 
e- 1For the Scripture faith, Thou fhalt not muzzle the 
er JOx that treadeth out the Corn: The Labourer is 
ft. |worthy of his Reward.

I know how to be abafed, 
and how to abound; every where, in all things Iam 
inftructed, both to be full, and to be hungry ; both 
to abound, and to fuffer need; notwithftanding ye 
have done well, that ye did.communicate with mine 
Affliction : For even in Theffalonica ye'Tent once and 
again to my Neceflity; not becaufe I defire a Gitt, 
but I defire Fruit, that that may abound to your 
account: But I have all, and abound, and am full, : 
Phil.4. But furely they bought no long Robes, nor 
Surplices with this, fince that Chrift Jefus had fo 
often exhorted them to beware of them that went 
in fuch. 
_ And again, Perer faith unto thofe he wrote to,

berty for a Cloak of Malicioufnefs, but as the Ser- 
vants of God. And thus much for the-Seventh and 
laft Head, which is their Garb and Habit, which all 
that read the Scriptures may fee, that Chrift nor his 
Apoftlesever ufed fuch, ® = 


Treatife, weigh and try by the Scriptures, their 
Ways and Actions; for Chrift hath left us a Rule, 
how we fhould know them by their Fruits: . For, 
faith he, Beware of falfe Prophets, which come un- 


vening Wolves: Ye fhall know them by their Fruit. 
Do Men gather Grapes of Thorns, or Figs of Thi- 
files? Even fo every good Tree, bringgth forth good 
Fruit ; but a corrupt Tree, bringeth forth corrupt 
Fruit ; a good Tree cannot bring forth evil Fruit, 
neither can a corrupt Tree bring forth good Fruit: 
Wherefore by their Fruits ye fhall know them, Aat.7. 

So by this, which hath been fhewed and tried by 
the Scriptures, comparing their Doétrine, Practice, 
and Worfhip with the Scriptures, let the honeft in 
Heart judge, whether this Gofpel that they have 
preached, and which hath been holden forth for 
_many Hundred of Years, whether this be not ano- 
ther Gofpel, than that the Apoftles preached; and 
that which the Apoftle feared is come to. pafs, where 
he faith, I fear left by any means; as the Serpent 
beguiled Eve through his Subtilty, fo your Minds 
‘ thould be corrupted from the Simplicity which is in 
Chrift; For if he that cometh, preacheth another 
Jefus, whom we have not preached; or if ye receive 
another Spirit, which we have not received; or ano- 
ther Gofpel, which we have not accepted: I marvel 
ye are fo foon removed from him that called you 
info 


So now, let the Reader, as he readeth over this} 


to you in Sheep's Cloathing, but inwardly are Ra-} 
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into the Grace of Chrift, into another Gofpel, which 
Is not another: But there are fome that trouble you, 


and would pervert the Gofpel of Chrift. But though 
we, or an Angel from Heaven, preach any other 
Gofpel unto you, than that which we have preached 
unto you, let him beaccurfed. As I faid before, fo © 
fay I now again, if any Man preach any other Gof- — 


pel unto you, than that ye have received, let him

POSTSCRIPT. 


T Path been an Old Proverb among fome Men, _ 
No Bifhop, no King ; .this is but a Suppofition | 

that is got into the Minds of People in thefe late 
Times, which hath proceeded and rifen from among 
thofe of that Function, -and their Adherents, being — 
that their Power ftandeth only by the Kingly Power, 
for it might rather be faid, No King, xo Bifhop. But 
to add to their Strength and Afhiftance, they have 
added this, and have got it into the Minds of People, 


- that if there be Mo Bihop, no King; but it is other- 


wife; for it is by Experience known, and that by — 
Scripture Example. 
For in the Reigns of all the Kings of I/rae/, we do. 
not read that there was a Bifhops Power, nor Eccle- 
fiaftical nor Spiritual Courts; neither. Nebuchadnez- 
zar the Great; neither Cyr, unto whom the Lord 
{aid, Thou art mine Anointed, whofe right Hand I~ 
have upholden to fubdue Nations, I will loofe the — 
Gg 4 Loins 
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Loins of Kings, to open before thee the two leaved 


Gates ; I will give thee the Treafures of Darknefs, and — 


thé hidden Riches of fecret Places, that thou may’ft 


know, that I the Lord, which calleth thee by thy © 


‘Name, am the God of J/rae/, Ifai. 45. Neither 
- Dariw, who fet over his Kingdom one Hundred and 
Thirty Princes, and over thefe were three Prefidents, 


of whom Daniel was the firft; and by the Voice and © 


Word of Daniel the Man of God, who was greatly 


beloved of God, thefe Kingdoms of the Medes and 
Perfians were Swayed and Governed by the Word of 


the Lord through Daniel, as may be read j the 
Book of Dazie/: But we never heard of Bifhops, or 
Spiritual Courts among them. 
It is true, weread, that among the Jews there was 
High-Priefts, and Chief-Priefts that Ruled and Go- 
_ verned amongft them, when their Kings were Hea- 
thens, as Herod, and Tiberiws Cefar. In the Days 


of Herod Chrift was born, who fent his Wife Men to. 


to feek for the Child, and made all the Young Chil- 
. dren be killed; from two Years Old and under; and 
the Angel made Jefus be carried into Egypr, tilHerod 
was dead. Then there was Herod the Tetrarch of 


Galilee, which beheaded .Fobn Baptift, this Herod 


and Pilate were made Friends the fame Day that 
~Chrift was under Examination, for before they had 
been at Eumity: And Azanias and Caiapbas, being 
—High-Priefts, they fought how they might kill Jefus. 


And the Band of Soldiers led Jefus away to Annas 


firft, for he was Father-in-law to Caiapbas, which 
was the High-Prieit the fame Year. Now Caiaphas 
was he which gave Counfel to the Jews, that it was 
expedient that one Man fhould die for the People, 
Fohbn 18. 13,14. And when Pi/ate had called to- 


gether the Chief-Priefts, and the Rulers, and faid 


unto them, Ye brought this Man unto me as one 
that preverted the People, and I have examined him 
before you, and have found no Fault in him, nor

yet Herod; and they accufed him vehemently, Luke 
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The Chief-Priefts and Elders fought falfe Witnefs 
againft Jefus to put him to Death, and when they 
found falfe Witnefles that witnefled againft him, -

faid, Anfwereft thou nothing? And he faid, I adjure 
thee by the Living God, that thou tell us if thou 
be the Chrift: Jefus faid unto them, Thou haft faid | 
it: Hereafter ye fhall fee the Son of Man fitting at 
the right Hand of Power. Then the High-Prieft 
rent his Cloathes, and faid, He hath fpoken Blaf- — 
phemy. And when the Morning was come, all the 
Chief-Priefts and Elders took Counfel to put him to

And Pilate faid, What will ye then that 
I fhould do unto him, whom ye call the King of the 
sang ¢ And they cried, Crucifie him, Crucifie

Now Ananias fent him bound unto Cazapbas, the 
High-Prieft, and he afked him of his Difciples, and 
of his Doétrine; Jefus anfwered, Why afkeft: thou 
me? Afk them that heard me: And one of the Offi-

the Heathens; and joyned with the Kings, and in- 
cenfed them what they could againft the Chriftians, 
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as is manifefted; for they joyned with that Herod 
Pilate that crucified Chrift. 
Alfo when King Herod heard that Jefus was born 
in Betblebem of Fudab, he gathered the chief Priefts, — 
and all the Scribes of the People together, to de- 
mand of them where he was to be born, intending to — 
kill him ; but the Lord prevented him, who in his 
Rage flew all the young Children. ce | 
Alfo Herod the King, that killed Fames the Bro- 
ther of Fobnz with the Sword; and becaufe that’he 
faw it pleafed the Jews, he proceeded farther, and 
took Peter, and caft him into Prifon; and when 
‘ Prayer was made to the Lord for Peter, and that ~ 
the Lord delivered him out of Prifon, there was 
no fmall ftir among the Soldiers, what was become | 
of Peter: And when Herod had fought him, - but 
found him not, he commanded that the Keepers of 
the Prifon fhould be put to Death. But when this 
Herod was arrayed in Royal Apparel upon his — 
Throne, the Lord fmote him by his Angel, imme- ] 
diately he was eaten of Worms, and gave up the 
Ghoft, 12. | 
This, with much more, might be inftanced con- 
cerning this Generation of Men, of their Cruelty 
and Oppreffion, joyning with the Heathen Monarchs 
in the crucifying and perfecuting of Chrift Jefus, 
and his holy Apoftles, and the Primitive Chriftians: 
But we never heard of any Bifhops, neither in the | 
time of the Kings of I/rae/, nor in all the four Mo- 
~ narchies before Chrift’s time; neither in the Days of | 
the Apoftles, nor in the Primitive times, there was 
no fuch Lord-Bifhops, as had Courts and Laws to 
make People {wear, and to imprifon them if they | 
~ would not, fuch as there could not be Kings with- | 
out. | 
For Chrift Jefus,enor none of his Apoftles, fought 
not after, neither looked after Earthly Kingdoms ; 
for he faid, His Kingdom was not of this World, 
neither could his Servants fight. And the Apoftles 
faid, The Weapons of their Warfare were not pe 
ha 
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nal, but Spiritual; neither did they wreftle with 


Flefh and Blood, but with Spiritual Wickedneffes. 


And fo they that are true Chriftians, andof the 


fame Faith and Principle that Chrift Jefus was of, 


| they defire not Ce/ar’s Due nor Right, but give unto 
| Cefar that which bears his own Image, the outward | 


Earthly Image, and the Money that bears the Super- 
{cription of Cefar’s Prerogative; this they can give 


| unto Cefar, and mot wrong any Man of his outward 


Propriety and Prerogative; for they feek not after — 


_ Earthly Crowns nor Inheritances, but after Heaven- 


ly. The Apoftle, when he wrote to Timothy, ex- 
horted, That firft of all, Supplications, Prayers, and 
Interceflions might be made for all Men; for Kings, 
and all that are in Authority, that they may lead 
a quiet and peaceable Life, in all Godlinefs and Ho-- 
nefty ; for this is good and acceptable to God, who 
would have all Men to be faved. | 
This he wrote to him that was a Bifhop, which 


| if any Man defireth the Office of, he defireth a good 


Work; for it is no more than to be an Overfeer of 
the Church of Chrift, and not to look after Carnal 


Means, or Carnal Maintenance, neither to be a Bur- 


then or an Oppreffion to the People, nor to be up- 
holden by Men, or the Powers of the Earth; fuch 
Bifhops and Overfeers of the Church of God, as T:- 
mothy and Titws were, and all thofe holy Apoftles 


| the Scriptures menticn, we fhould be glad of ; Such 


as are lovers of Hofpitality, lovers of good Men; 


Not given to Wine, not greedy of filthy Lucre, but 


Patient; not a Brawler, not Covetous: For the Apo- 
file faith, The Love of Money is the Root of all 


Evil; which, while fome have coveted after, they 
| have erred from the Faith, and pierced themfelves 
through with many Sorrows. Such things as thefe 


the Apoftle exhorted Timothy and Tits from, which 
many of the Bifhops in our Days, and for the laft 
Twelve Hundred Years and upwards, it is to be 


feared, they are fallen into Demas his Way, and 
trodden his Paths, and have forlaken the Apoitles 


Spirits 
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- Spirit, Doétrine and Principle, and have embraced - 
this prefent World ; and here hath been the Mifery 
of thefe Ages laft paft. But this is that which Chrift 
_Jefus forefaw, which he mentions, Mat. 24, and 25 
Chap. As alfo the Apoftle Paz/ forefaw, when he 
told them, that grievous Wolves fhould enter into 
the Church, not fparing the Flock, Afs 20. 29. 
2 Pet.1.2. 1 Fobn 2.18. All thefe had a true fight 
of the Days of Darknefs, and Night of Apoftacy, 
that wan coming on. 
As alfo the Revelation of Jefus Chrift, which he 
. fent and fignified by his Angel to his Servant Fobz : 
He faw the Beaft rife out of the Sea, and out of the 
Earth, and Power was given to him for forty and 
two Months. And this Power appeared at Rome, 
which is the Foundation of their Ecclefiaftical and 
Spiritual Power; and here was the firft Bifhop, that 
was called His Holinefs, and his Children are called 
as high as they can, (but Timothy andTitw were not | 
fuch ) who made War with the Saints, and over- 
, €ame them; and Power was given unto him over 
all Tongues, Kindreds and Nations, and his Power 
- ‘was to endure above Twelve Hundred Years. And 
one of the Seven Angels; that had the Seven Vials, 
fhewed him the Judgment of the great Whore, with 
whom the Kings of the Earth had committed For- 
nication, and the Inhabitants of the Earth had | 
made themfelves drunk with the Wine of her For- 
nication. And he faw a Woman fit upon a Scarlet- 
coloured Beaft, full of Names of Blafphemy, having 
Seven Heads and Ten Horns, which Beaft he had 
before, Chap. 13. And when ‘foba marvelled, | 
the Angel faid unto him, Wherefore doft thou mar- 
vel? I will tell thee the Myftery of the Woman, and 
of the Beaft that carrieth her, Chap.17. And fo, 
He that hath Wifdom may read, and count the 
oe of the Beaft, for it is Six Hundred Sixty 
And this Proverb, which hath continued fo long, |

fome calls it Natural; and fo they deny Chrift Je- 
fus, who is given a Covenant of Light, which is the 
true Light, which hath enlightned every Man that 
cometh into the World: He was in the World, and 
_ the World was made by him, and the World knew him 


not. And fo thefe Antichrifts and Deceivers, which 


are entred into the World, know him not, who hath 
faid, Iam the Door of the Sheep, all that ever came 
before me are Thieves and Robbers: I am the Door, 
by me if any Man enter in, he {hall be faved, and fhall 
‘goin and out, and find Pafture. But thefe Thieves and 


- Robbers, who are Hirelings, who come not but for to | 


-fteal, and to kill, and to deftroy, (as Chrift faith) they 
keep from the Door; and deny that by which every 


one enters, who are faved, the Light, Chrift Fe/us, who, 
is the Corner-Stone, and Rock, upon which the whole

Church is built; this they deny to be fufficient to 
teach Salvation; they deny the New Covenant, the 
Law written in the Heart, and call Obedience to the 
Light and Law of God, a Covenant of Works: And 
fo they would have the Law and the Prophets, 
Chrift and the Apoftles to talk of, and fteal. their 
Words, and never look to come into the Life and 

- Condition they were in; and fo they deny Revela- 

- tion, and the Spirit’s Teaching, and would fteal 
that which the Prophets, Chrift, and the Apoftles . 
‘writ, and make it their own; and fo they go about — 
to make poor People believe, who are ignorant of 
God, and all Truth, that they can ferve God with > 
their ftollen ftuff, who is a God of Truth, and a 
. jealous God, a Juft and a Righteous God, who ren- 

_ ders unto every one according to their Deeds; and 
that they fhall know one Day, when they have 
filled up the meafure of their Fathers, that upon 
them may come all the Righteous Blood, which 
hath been fhed from 4be/. And fo they go on, and 
preach up Sin, that none can be free from Sin, fo 
long as they are upon Earth, and impoflibility of 
Perfection ; and fo they get the Apoftles and Chrift’s 
Words; and quite deny that which they {poke for, 
| preached and prayed for, and laboured for, which 
was to prefent every Man perfeé in Chrift Jefus. — 

And fo all poor People, as ever ye defire % know 
the living God, and the living Truth, as it is in Je- / 
fus, or as ever ye look for the Redemption of your 

Souls, turn from thefe Deceivers, and turn to the 
Light of Jefus, which lets you fee the Deceit of your 
Hearts: This is that by which all that ever knew 
God was guided, by the pure and perfect Law of 
~ God, which is written in the Heart. David faith, 
Blefled is the Man whom thou chafteneft, O Lord, 
and teacheft out of thy Law; and the Apoftle faith, 
I delight in the Law of God after the inward Man. 
And fo all to mind the pure Law of God, which

Chrift from above; or who fhall defcend into the 
Deep? that is, to bring up Chrift again from the 
Dead: But what faith it? The Word is nigh thee, 
in thy Heart, and in thy Mouth, and that is the 
Word of Faith which we preach: For if thou thalt
